In the beginning of the month of Sep« 
tember, 1786, General Suworow, a Ihort 
time after his promotion to the rank of 
commander-in-chief) q\iitted Peterfburg for 
Krementfchuck. Prince Potemkin was at 
that time there on a ^fit to his new go« 
vemment ot Catherinoflaw and Tauridaj 
which, a ihort time before, had been cgjl- 
ed the Crimea. In every place where the 
prince paffed fome time, eviry one was eagtf 
to pay him homagei and brilUax^ entertain- 
vojt.ii* B mcnts 
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ments were preparedTofhis amufement. He 
was received with univerfal joy as the har- 
binger of her imj^eitai majefty, whofevifit to 
thefe provinces was impatiently expefted by 
the peoples and^ forwhofe arrival, he had 
made the neceffary preparations. 

Accordingly, in the month of February, 
1787, the emprefs arrived at Kiowie, at- 
tended by a numerous and magnificent court, 
and accompanied by feveral minillers of fo- 
reign powers in alliance with her. Prince 
Potemkin and General ' Suwbrow fet 6fF at 
thefaraie ^time; arfd ^Picld-Marfhal Rotaan- 
z6w was alreaHy atiCiowie, in the character 
of governor-'^eneraL Many travellers .of 
3ifl:in<51ion reforted fhifher onthis-e^itraonSi- 
nary occafidn -, arid, as the impierial -court 
remained there during feveral weeks, this 
town became the* temporary rdidenee of all 
the nobility of the province,

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The King of -PoUad came no ferth^r than 
Kanief>.on the Dni^r, as, according to tlie 
conflitutipnal laws of his country, he could 
not pais Jtjj -frontiers. He there received 
every mark of re^fl: from the attendants on 
the Ruffian court, and particularly diftin- 
guilhed General Suworow, whom he had 
known during the:V<^;of the .confederation. 
A few days after his arrival, hepaida vifit 
to the emprefs on board a vefTel on the 
Dnieper.

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Comjidnied her, tinder the title of Cotmt Fal- 
kenftein, and as he always worfe a white 
unifdrm, many perfons, and Suworow dmong 
the reft, took him at firft for a Rtiflian 
officer. This monarch, who was well ac- 
quainted with the extraordinary talents and 
charafter of Suworow, frequently converfed 
with him, trpon political and military aflairs,^ 
during his refidence at Cherfon- 

When the emprcfs aftually fet out for 
Taurida, Suworow took the command of a 
body of cavalry at Blankifha, about ten miles 
from Cherfon, on the road to Pultawa; and 
when her imperial majcfty returned from 
thence, he ajpfjieared at the head of his cTorps, 
to do her all military honour. Me thwi 
tfcorted her to Pultawa, whcSre fhe gracioufly 
difmiffed him, with the prefent of a box en- 
riched with her cypher in diamc»ids^ 

Prince Potemkln afterwards returned to 
hh government with the title of Tauritf-

chtfOdf governor of Taurida • and, .having 
made the uecefTary arrangements thei^. He 
fet out to vifit his eflate at Smeale, which 
he had juft purchafed of Prince Lul)omirad> 
on the frontiers of Poktid. General Sii^ 
worow accompanied him thithe?, and left 
him in the month of Auguft, to take the cofti*- 
maDd of th? corps t)f Chferfon and KinbumV 



During this journey of the emprefs,. Bi^ 
gakow, the Ruffian minifter at Conftanti- 
nople, came from that place, in order to pay 
his court to his ipiperial miftrefs. Thjismark 
of refpeft, which could not be Well avoideds 
and feemed to be nothing more than what 
the etiquette of his fituation required, ^vc 
umbrage to the Porte; whofe uneafinefs fboh 
became very apparent; Within a few days 
after his arrival, ^ Bulgakow received infor- 
mation that his pre&nce wa^j, abfolutely 
neceffary at Conftantinople : he, accordingly) 
returned there, with all poffible ipeed, and

The Ri^^ fleet at Gheaffon was very io^ 
ferior ip n^mber and equipment to that of 
the Turics : it wa? moored on the weftern 
ib»)tk of tiie Lim^ at; five mikj frpisj^Cher- 
fon^ on the fid^ of Oczakow. Two fhips 
k^d indeed been lately launched at Cheribn,

' This town.is but ill defended by its walls, 
whjch.are furrpunded by a.glsicis, The ditch

is fi^ya^, very near the fmface. On one fide 
pf "t J^?-g W? k the njputh; of the Dftiepef ^ ai^, 
c^ th? oth^rYidei, the^Black Sea. .

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in' the bay of Kinburn no force but a fmglo 
frigate and a ehaloupe of twelve guns. 

There was a regular correfpondence bcf. 
tween Kinburn and Oczakow, as they were 
only fcparated by a fhort paflkge of two miles 
acrofs the Mouth of the Dnieper. Colonel 
Dunzelmann, who commanded at Kinburn, 
had occafion to fend an officer to the Bacha 
of Oczakow. 'When the official convert 
iation was concluded, the Bacha ordered his 
people to retire, and enquired of the officer 
concerning the news of the day 3 who having 
replied, that he had none to communicate, 
the honeft opeurhe^rted Bacha informed him 
that the turbulent heads at Conftantinople 
had declared war againft Ruflia, and that 
the Turkifli fleet would foon be in motion, 
to attack the two veffels in the bay of Kin^ 
burn. To complete his liberal procedure, , 
the Bacha ordered a Tfchautfch (a kind of 
patrole) to attend the officer as an efcort'j 
^nd the event provesd the nt?c?flity of the pre-^ 
IP caution 
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caution ; as he wtia attacked on his return by 
two Turks, whom the guar<J repulied and 
conduced him fafe to Kinburn. 

In the afternoon of the following day, 
Auguft 19, 1787, the intelligence of the 
Bacha was realifed, for the frigate and gun- 
boat were fiercely attacked by feveral Turkifh 
veffels. The engagement lafted fome time; 
and the gun-boat not making fufficient way 
in following the frigate, was in danger of 
being-cut off; but the officer who commanded 
her, having 'fired a brpad-fide with fuch 
cfFeft at the veffel, that was firiT: in purfuit, 
as to fitik it; the reft did not venture to rifk 
a fimilar fate. Another of the Turkifti vef- 
fels alio foundered 5 fo that the Ruffian frigate 
and chaloupe, though they had greatly fuf- 
fered, at length efcaped, and retreated to 
Gluboka, where they were repaired* 

Thus did hoftilities break out on the part 
pf the Turks, without a prdiniinary decla- 
ration 
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ratipn of wir- . From th^t moment the Ruf^ 
(iaiisJ&Bpt theinfelves upon their guard'; ^nd 
employed every, neceffary; precaution. Su- 
worow accordingly took the command of 
Kinburn upon himfelf, and ceded that of 
Cl^rfQn to General Bilikow. The whole of 
tbp trpops under his command, amounted tm 
about thirty thoufand men. 

As the.Turks had. a vpry fuperipr force at 
fea, and were in a condition to give an irre- 
parable blow to the naval force of Ruflia in. 
the Black Sea, the firft care of Suworow was 
to fecure the bay of Gluboka, and the marine 
of Cherfon. He accordingly ordered a, bat- 
teiy to be erefted before Gluboka of tvyqnty 
pieces of cannon, eighteen and twenty-four 
pounders, to command both the entrances ; 
and five lefier batteries ojn the ifland below 
Cherfon, in order to produce a crofs fire. 

The Turks took a vejficl laden with pro- 
vifions, and at the raoyth pf th!e,^%)g, 'they

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Veflcls^; "but^was fb tInfortuAale as to cn-p 
counter a violent ftorm, which difperfed his 
(hips. A line-of-battle fhip, of fiity-fix 
guns, which had fufFered very much in its 
inafts and rigging, was taken by the Turks; 
and a frigate went to die bottom with its 
whole equipage. The admiral had fcarce 
colle6led his fcattered fleet, when he was at- 
tacked by the Turks^ and an engagement fol- 
lowed: but the Ruffians, notwithftanding 
their loiles, and the bad condition of their 
Ihips, obtained the advantage of the enemy> 
imd happily reached their deftination. 

The gun-boats of the Ruffians, and their 
double chaloi^eS) prefented thcmfelves at 
fome diftance from Gluboka, to tempt the 
Turks towards them, that they might' feiae 
the favourable moment of attacking them. 
The ftratagem fucceedfed ; the Turks ccmh- 
menced their manoeuvres with their chaloupes 
and other veflels; but, after an engagement, 
which was attended with no fignal conf^

On 1^ thirtitth of September, the fire of 
the Turks, upon JfCinbunr, vm^ better iuftsdn^ 
ed than it had hitherto been, and continued, 
without interruption, to a very late hour of 
the night. Suworow, from his obfervations 
on the enemy's movements, conjefinred that 
they aftually meditated a defcent upon the 
. ifland. He accordingly prepared himfelf for 
the event, and forbade a fmgle gun to be fi-f 
red, on the fide of the R uflians. 

On the morrow, at break of day, the 
Turks recommenced thdb: bombardment^ 
but the town made no return^ nor was tbd 
morning gun fired. A great number of balls 
and bonibs fell in the camp, aiid ieverdl 
tents were carried away/ As that day was a 
feflival of the Oreek churchy Suworow ati 
tefided mais, with a confiderable number of 
his officers* 

In 
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troops, afcended the Liman, to about »threc 
miles above Kinbum ; but they were no fooner 
difembarkcd thin they wjere difcovered ^by 
fome.Coffacs, ! who wfarep^ftod upon, a hill cjf 
fend. They firft irafetgined-the; Turks to b? 
defcrtefsj but when they found their miftake, 
an engagement enfued, and theftivad^rs were 
dris^en. back to their veflcls. The Turks *had 
ftjppcrfed/that Suworow woidd dlfpatch a;d/e* 
tachment againfl-thefe peopk, who were de-f 
vot6d to deIh-ii<5tion, ' &nd prt^prtionabfy 
weaken his garriibn. But he was ttotcthe 
dupe of fuch a ftratagem. 

At nine in the'raotning, the Turiks'lxgaii 
to difetiifeark* their troops. The engirtcer 
Lafitte dirc£ted i the operation ; which ithie 
Ruffians ibeheld without offering the IbajB: 
interruption. All their viefieLs, great and 
fhiall j approached^atdi&rent diilances $ and> 
to cover them, they had ' formed a ftrong 

ilaccadb, 
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A^ccado, at the point of the pemnfula, and 
at half a iiuk from the place* 

The troops which were employed on the 
defcent were the flower of the garrifon of 
OcwdcOw, amounting to 'fix thoufand inen, 
and were entirely infantry. The Bacha, who 
commanded, had, in order to invigorate their 
courage, ordered all the tranfport-veffels 
to return J that they miglit have no other al- 
ternative, but to do their duty, as became 
them, 6r to . find deftruftion in the fea, if 
they fled from the land. The detachment, 
which the Ruffians had to oppofe them, was 
fomewhat lefs than a thoufand infantry^ 
which was afterwards reinforced by four regi- 
ments of CdfTa'Cs, andabout a thoufand cavalry. 

The Turks were no fooner difembarked, 
than they began to form entrenchments; 
but.lfee water. gained upon them fo fail, from 
a canib which has been already explahied, 
that they cpuld not give fufficient depth to 

their

^eir works. They, however, fupplied this 
defefl:, by filling the facks, with which they 
/ had the precaution to pro>ade themfelves, 

with fand, and they ferved as a rampart. 

At noon, their dervifes offered up the ac- 
cuftomed prayers, and the troops made their 
pious ablutions in the Black Sea. They then 
returned to their entrenchments, and pro- 
ceeded in completing their works. 

Suworow had given orders, that not a 
fingle fhot fliould be difcharged, or any 
fbrtie made, till the enemy were within two 
hundred yards of the glacis. The fignal or* 
dered for thefe operations, was a falute of ar- 
tillery, from all the polygons which were on 
that fide of the place* 

At one, the Turkilh advanced guard ap-* 
peared at the diftance named in the general's 
orders when the fignal was inftantly given, and 
as quickly obeyed. Colonel Ifeiow, with his 

regiment^ 
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regiment, a regiment of Coflacs, and two 
fquadrons of light horfe, turned the place to 
the left of the Black Sea, and fell upon the 
advanced guard, who were bringing up the 
fcaling-ladders. They confifted of fome hun* 
dred men, and were cut in pieces, or put to 
the fword. The B^cha, who refufcd to fijr- 
render, fhared the fame fate. He was well ac- 
quainted with the town of Kinburn, and had 
fixed on this fide of it, from knowing^it to be 
the leaft capable of refiftance. 

In the mean time, Orlow's re^ment of in- 
fentry, falH<bd forth from the place, with the 
cavalry j pafled through the right wing of the 
enemy; threw themfelves into die intrench*- 
ments, and, with the bayonet, difpached «U 
who oppofed them. 

The Turldlh ihips cannonaded, with more 
than fix hundred pieces of artillery, the front; 
and flanks of the troops, which had come

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forth from the town, But without any very 

de{!ru6tive effect. 

-: At this time^ the Colonels of the Orlow 
and lUoweilki regiments arrived with t)^em, 
and followed the cavalry towards the Black 
Sea, They fought with infinite fpirit> as weU 
as perfevefafice, and acquired great honour* 
Suworow now ordered the two battalions of 
• JCafeJow to advance, which compofed the re-^ 
ferve, Major-Qeneral Reck, who com- 
manded them, was dangeroufly wounded in 
the leg, and carried off the field- B\it nei- 
ther thefe battalions, nfcir two fquadron"S 
of light-horfe, who fupported them, could 
refiji the force and fiercenefs of the enemy: 
Jtlje^, faced, ^boyt and fled, md the Twks^ 
with their fabres and their poniards, mad^ 
fad havock among them. 

::• Ssivfotoyr bad a very narrow efcape; bar- 
ing had has^borf© fliDt under.hirh>by a cannon- 
jbs^i he addreffed himfelf to a Turk, foF an 

horfe 
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horfe which, he had juft taken>,?md v^hpn^ h^ 
raiftooj^ for a;Coir^c, as- the Turks had on^ 
difembarked infantry. But He now found 
his miftake, and the fabre was uplifted, which 
would have. deftjroyed him, if its descending 
Aroke had not been- arrefted by the thrijfl: of 
a bayonet, from a fufileerof Nouikow.. 

The fituation of the .Ruffians became 
very critical. They were overpowered by 
numbers, ' and compelled to retire to the 
Glacis. From time to time they appeared to 
recover themfelves, and to gain ground; but, 
the Turks having received a large reinforce- 
ment, their efforts failed'; the carnage be- 
came general ; " the dead, the dying, and the 
wounded, were feen on all fides; and the 
hoftile troops were fo confounded, that, on 
both fides, the artillery were commanded to 
difcontinue its operations. 

While the bloody career of flaughter was 

proceeding, a Turkifh chebec and gun- 

c 2 . boat, 
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boat, which approached within reach of the 
cannon of the place, blew up, with a raoft hor- 
rid explofion. 

The day was now faft declining, when ten 
fquadrons of light-horfe arrived from their 
poll, at the diftance of four miles behind Kin^ 
burn : but, from the nature of the ground, 
they were compelled to charge the Turks in a 
mafs. At this time, the infantry began to 
recover itlelf; and the Coflacs coming, from 
the lea fide, upon their flanks, the Turks be- 
gan,^ in their turn, to give way to this united 
force. They oppofed a defence full of 
vigour, which was rouzed almofl: to madnefs 
by their enraged Dervifes, who mingled in the 
battle, and excited the Mahometans to com- 
bat. Thefe men became the martyrs of their 
zeal, and the death they inflamed others to 
feek, they themfelves found. 

The night now came on, and there was no 
moon. At this time, there arrived a fmall 

battalion

battalion of Muruiiii of three hundred 
men, who came from the fide of Cherfony 
worn out with fatigue; and two companies 
of referve, employed to guard the baggage 
behind Kinburn. This reinforcement, how- 
ever, decided the battle. 

The Turks, finding themfelves driven back 
towards the fea, turned upon their purfuers 
in defpair. Their laft fire continued for 
about half an hour, when they were totally 
defeated, being cut to pieces, or driven into 
the fea. Some of the Fugitives, however, who, 
when they faw that their run-a-way comrades 
were loft in the waves, attempted, but in 
vain, to return to the charge*^ Others fiat*.* 
tered themfelves that they fhould efcape, by 
fwimming to Oczakpw, but they likewife 
perifhed; 

About ten at night, this bloody aflion, 
which had lafled nine hours, was terminated. 
Twice the Ruffians were overpowered by

turfiberSi nevcrthelefti.the far greater part 
9f the Tiirkifti army -was left on the field^^ 
orfpcriflied in thfe fca. A very fmall number 
of tirenl clcaped. , . . > 

As night was approaching, Suworow re- 
ceived a mufket-fhot in the left arm. The 
j^ound difcharged a.grcat quantity 6f blobd, 
9Tid there. was no ftu^eon about hiin to drefs 
ft. He wen t^ therefore, to the feafidb; and an 
officer of Coffacs, of Kutenikow, who followed 
With ^^e meft, waflted his \vound with fea- 
^ter, and bound it jap with his cravat. 
With fliis-dreflrhg he re-mouitted .his horfe, 
khi returned to the field of battle. The 
tioffac officer was himfelf wounded, as were 
Wl thofe who were aboiit Siiworow's perfon 
thiring^ the engagement, Tifchenko, a light- 
horfeman, was his orderly attendant for the 
day, and was the only perfon, fo fituated, 
Who efcaped free frofn hurt. He was made 
Terjeaht-majbr, as' a fecompenfe for the fer- 
Vices of the day,

' Wlien'all was over, and the troops js^ctp 
ordered to re-enter the place, the cannpnacje 
fuddenly re-commepced, but it lifted a very 
fhort time A body of the Turk^^ who werp 
not in the a6lion, conceiving that the place 
was cntirdy without a garrifon, hoped to take 
it by an attack from behind, but they wece 
foonrepulfed. 

Suworow, found himfelf extremely weaJc 
on his return^ to Kinbum. His wound was 
drefled by a furgeori, who wifhed him to 
take refrefhments ; *but he was too much 
fatigued .; and lie grew - rather worfe after 
die qperaition. 

This battle coft the Ruffians two hun- 
dred killed, among whom were many fu- 
perior officers, and three hundred v/oundcd. 

Of' the army of fix thoufand men, which 

the Turks had difembarked, not more than 

feveri hundred efcaped. The reft were either 

i c 4 flaih 
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flain or drowned.— Among the dead there 
was a French engineer: — ^As toLafitte, who 
had direfted the defcent, he difappeared be- 
fore it was night. 

Major-General Iflinief, who was at the dif- 
tance of eight miles belund Kinbum, 
foimd it impoflible to reach it, with his re- 
ferve of ten fquadrons of dragoons, till the 
aftion was over. 

Whether the Turks had exhaufted all their 
ammunition, or were difcouraged by the bad 
fuccefs of their enterprize, is not a queftion 
that demands, a moment's confideration ; 
but they difcontinued firing upon the place, 
and to the time of their departure for the 
Dardenelles, their artillery was filent; and 
the tour of the peninfula might be made 
at any time without the leaft danger. 

On the morrow, at break of day, Su- 
worow, who was perfeftly recovered, ob- 

ferved

ferved from the ramparts, that a body of 
Turks were employed at the point' of the 
iiland in removing thdr dead and wounded. 
He therefore detached Ifeiow with his Cof- 
facs to drive them away; and, in a fhort 
time after, he faw a fmall Turkiih tranf- 
port founder, from being overcharged with 
people. 

The whole of this day was pafled in bury- 
ing the dead, and attending to the wounded. 
On the morrow, divine fervice was cele- 
brated, and public thanks returned to God 
for this fignal victory. — ^At an early hour of 
the morning, the troops were ordered under 
arms j and were drawn up, in different de- 
tachments, from the point of the peninfula 
to a confiderable diftance from the town. 
They accompanied the T'e Deum with three 
difcharges of muflcetry and heavy artillery* 
llie greater part of the wounded foldiers in- 
fifted on being admitted into the ranks on 
this pccafion: and Suworow enjoyed this 

glorious 
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gloriotis fpe^ade from tte ramparts of the 
town. As the front of the line prcfented it- 
felf towards Oczakow, gre^ numbers oif 
Turks were feeh running to the ftiore, en 
-hearing the thunder of the canhonadefi wHck 
celebrated then* defeat. - - — 

The defign of the Turks, from the comJ- 
menccment of hoftilities, was to make them- 
"lelves mafters of Kirtbum- It was but a weak 
place, and the poffeffion of its peninfula 
would have given them a 'very great advan- 
tage in any future attempts they might me- 
ditate, for the retaking of Cherlbn and the 
Xl^rimea. They ialfo entertained the hop*, 
~that, by taking it, they fhould have had 
"the powel* to difperfej, if not to burn 
'the fleet of Gluboka and the marine of 
Cherfon. ^ - 

The Ruffian fleet at Okibo*ka confiftcd 
of two new ihips; not*putin commiflion, 
called the Jofeph 'and the Woidemir, two 

other 
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other veffels of fifty- fojir gUns^ one of forty 
guns, three gallie^, three gun-boats, and 
twenty fmall veffels, including the tranf- 
ports. 

The Turkifh fleet before Oczakow, con- 
fitted of three Ihips of the line, one frigate^ 
eight chebecs, and thirty-two gallies and 
gjiu-boSJs. '^. 

But the ill-fuccefs of this enterprife,. in 
which the Turks engaged with fuch^fanguine 
expe6lations of fuccefs, put a;n end to all 
their hopes. As foon as the news of their 
defeat reached Conftantinople, the confter- 
nation was general, nor was it leffened by . 
the reflexion, that the war had been cpm- 
menced. in an unufual way, and contrary to 
the practice of civilized nations, without a 
previous declaration of waf • The Porte flat- 
tered itfelf that the Ruffians would not have 

> 

had time to prepare for the defence of Kin- 
burns and that it would not be poflible for that 

place 
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place to hold out a day, againft the flower of 
thegarrifon of Oczakow. 

The emprefs gave a very diftinguifhed 
mark of her fatisfaftion to Suworow, in ad- 
dreffing to him the following letter, written 
with her own hand. 

Peterjburgy OBober 17, 1787; 

Alexander Bajilowctfcb. 

" This day Te Deum has been fung in our 
" prefence, on a public thankfgiving for the 
*^ firft vi6loiy which has been, granted to our 
" arms> fince the opening of tliis cam-' 
" paign, on the firft of this prcfent month. 
" An account of thofe afts of zeal, indefa- 
" tigable a6livity, and" exemplary bravery, , 
*' by which you have fignalized yourfelf, as 
" well as the troops, under your command, 
** in the defence of Kinburn, was tlien 
** publicly read. 

" The 
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" The reports of our Field-Marfhal Prince 
" Potemkin Tauritfcheffki are filled with 
** honourable teftimonies on this fubjeft. 
" We experience a fincere pleafure in making 
** known pur acknowledgements to you, as 
'" well as to the officers andmilitary of every 
" degree, who have co-operated with you in 
'* this glorious aftion. 

" We feel for your wounds ; and we pray 
" God that he will be pleafed fpeedily to 
^' heal thofc which you have received, in de- 
" fending the religion and frontiers of the 
" empire, and to haften the cure of all thofe 
" who are fick. We are, with peculiar 
" good-will, your afFeftionate, 

** CATHERINE." 

In the courfe of a few weeks,. Suworow 
received a iecond letter, with the order of 
Saint Andrew, which is the firft of the em- 
pire I and fix crolTes of Saint George, to be 
difbibuted according to his judgement, to 
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the moft diftiiiguifhed among his officers* 
Befides this, many of the officers were adj- 
vancedj and two hundred foldiers received tha 
filver medal, with fome additional gratifica^ 
tion. 

The garrifon of Oczakow was compofed 
of twelve thoufand m§n, janiflaries and other 
infantry ; but it was very weak in cavalry. 
It now found itfelf reduced to one half of its 
original ftrength -, by the lofs of fix thoufand 
of its fineft troops, who fell before Kinburn': 
while many of its inhabitants abandoned it, 
from the apprehenfion, that the Ruffians would 
find the ijieans of snaking thenlfelvcs matters 
of it. The fe^on , however, was now tdo much 
advanced to admit of fuch an enterprize. 

On the twentieth of p6lober> thfe whole. 
of the Turkifli fle^t returned ip COnftanti- 
nople. But a fhprt tiime before its; departure, 
a ve37 ftrong guft of wind ha4 ]t>rg!jcen the. 
cables of a Ruffian, chaloupe, which, being

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thus feparated from the reft of the fleet, was 
taken by the Turks. 

In a few days after the battle, Suworow 
trt&fid redoubts of communication, which 
he furnifhed with fufficient garrifons, and 
then difmiffed the reft of , the troops to 
winter quarters. Asi he was confcious of the 
weak ftate of K^inbOrn s he made fiich difr 
positions as to fecure it from furprize on the 
fide of Oczakow j and he gave orders that, as 
•foon as the Liman fhould be frozen, the ice 
fhould be continually broken. The general 
liimfelf remained at Kinburn. 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. n. 

In confequence of the new diftribution of 
the army, Suworow's divifion, which Prince 
Potemkin had confiderably augmented fince 
the preceding year, was very much ftrength- 
.ened in the Ipring of 1788, by a coniiderable 
fleet, and a great number of row-boats, 
in the Black Sea. The firft^ which was 
commanded by Paul Jones, confifted of 
five veffels of the line, from fixty-fix to 
eighty guns, and eight frigates. The fecond, 
commanded by the Prince of NajfTau-Siegen, 
was compofcd of fixty-five light veffels, gal- 
lies, floating batteries, chaloupes, gun-boats> 
and eighty Turkifh boats mounted with 
one gun, the whole manned by three thou- 
fand Coflacs. The fecond fleet carried four 
hundred pieces of cannon. 

The Turkifh fleet, which was commanded 
by the famous Haffan Bacha, high admiral, 

appeared 
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appeared before Oczakow at the end of May. 
It confifted erf ten veffels of the line, fix 
frigates, four bomb-ketches, fix chebecs> 
fifteen gun boats, nineteen kirklangitfchs, 
and nine feluccas. He had left another 
fleet about fix miles from land, confift* 
ing of eight fhips of the line, eight fri- 
gates, twenty-one chebecs, and three bomb- 
ketches-. 

While the Turkifti fquadron was ap- 
proaching the fhorc. Captain Sacken was 
behind Kinburnwith a double chaloupe. He 
had been ordered to repair to Gluboka 5 but 
had deferred it by an excefs of zeal : when 
therefore he faw the Turkifh flotilla in the 
waters of the Liman, he leaped into his vef- 
fel, with a determination to pafs through 
them ; but as fhe was a heavy failor, he was 
tnvclloped by fix or eight light veflels of the 
enemy,: two of which attempted to board 
Hm. In this fituation, he oidered z\l his 
peo]^c to efcape from the veffel as well as 
^ VOL. II. D they 
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they could, remaining there alone with the 
greateft intrepidity 5 and that the chaloupc 
might not fall into the hands of the Turks, 
he himfelf fet fire to the powder, and was 
blown up in the light of a crowd of people 
who were affembled on the fhore ^t Kinbum* 
The two Turkifh boats, which were near 
Km, received confiderable damage from the 
explofion. 

The fmall flotilla of the Turks afccnded 
the Liman, for the purpofe of reconnoitring. 
About five miles above Kinburn, there w;ere 
Coflacs of Tfchojfnomor in their canoes, 
and two battalions of fufileers on the bank. 
The Turks, though at a confiderable diftancc 
from land, fired upon the troops, and reach- 
ed the camp with their heavy cannon. The 
Coflacs of Tfchornomor, who were nearer to 
them, returned their fire. This cannonade 
continued during feveral hours ; and the veif- 
fels retired without having brought on a re- 
;^ gular

gular engagement. Similar attempts were . 
afterwards occafionally renewed by thero-r 

The whole of the Ruffian fleet was before 
Gluboka: the fleet of row-boats, the ad- 
vanced guard; and the failing fleet was in 
order of battle, with a very ftrong rear^ 
guard. The fleet at Oczakow was at aboilt 
the difliance of feven miles. 

The Prince of Naflau detached his ad- 
vanced guard. It met that of the Turks, 
and an engagement enfued. It was the 
defign of the Ruffians to get, if poffible, the 
Turks behind them ; and, in order to effeft 
it, their vcflels retreated one after the othen 
Deceived by this manoeuvre, the whole Tur- 
kifli fleet immediately purfued them, under the 
very guns of the principal fleet, which did it 
confiderable injury.' It then retired in a 
very damaged ftate, and prcfled very clofe by. 
the Prince of Naflau, who purlued it in his 

» 2 turn 
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turn under the cannon of the Turkifti- 
fleet,-. 

^ They loft five veflels, which were funk, 
with the greateft part of the crews : and 
their lofs would have been veiy confidcrable, 
if the Rufiians had not been oppofed by an 
tfhfavourablc wind. The latter alfo loft a 
frigate, but the people on board, andthr 
cannon, w6re preferved. 

Such was tlxe commencement of the naval* 
warfare between the two contending powers 
on the Black Sea# Similar engagements were 
continued for feveraLfucceeding days ; but 
without any dccifive efFeft.or fuperiority oh 
either fide.^ * 

:. Suworow. now ordered a battery to be 
»ie£bed on the point of the peninfula, in, 
order to command the two currents. It 
was foon completed j but as the nature of 
the ground would not admit of digging 

deep^ 
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deep) a finall parapet was formed with heaps 
of fands. It was f urniihed with twetity-fouf 
pieces of artillery, carrying from eighteen to 
twenty^four pounders, which were to b? 
ma&ed by fand-banks, tili they were want- 
ed for fervice. 

A fumacg was alfo conftrufled, to heat 
balls ^ and as this battery was placed at the 
diftance of half a mile from the place, it 
required a proportionable force to defend it : 
the two battalions of Orlow were there- 
fore detached for its defence, and diftrif 
bated in the interval. 

The objeft of this dlfpofition was to re- 
Jievethc troops, as it allowed one half of theni 
to repofe, while the other was on duty, 
Nevertjielefs, their fervice was attended with 
very unpleafant, and even dangerous, ck*? 
pumftancgs ; as they remained night and day 
fin the very fpot, where the numerous dead 
hacj been interred the preceding year, after 

J? 3 th? 
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the affair of the firft of oaobcr. *The lea 
water, which occafionally filteratcd through 
the fand, had, in fome degree, checked the 
courilb of corruption in the bodies, fo that 
at this diftance of time, there exhaled, par- 
ticularly at fun-rife, a foeted and peflilential 
vapour, that brought on an epidemical di- 
feafc, of which feveral of the foldiers died. 
There appeared to be no other way of 
efcapiog the danger, but by bathing in the 
fca, and ufing exercife, 

Suworow, who had not conlidered this 
dangerous circuniftance, with proper atten* 
tion to himfclf, and had always continued 
with his troops, was one day, on the veiy 
moment of fainting from the infeded efflu- 
via ; but by inftantly bathing in the fea, the 
threatening fymptoms were removed^ 

In the night of the twenty-feventh of June, 
the High Admiral, Hafian Bacha, undertook 
a very rafh and daring enterprize. 

Between 
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Between Oczakow and Gluboka, there is 
a large range of fand-banks, which form 
fho^s,, that a fhip of a moderate fize cannot 
pafs over withoiit toucliing. Neverthekfs, 
he ventured with . his large fliips, after ha» 
ving pafled the currents, under the dircftion 
of fkilful pilots, to form his fleet in two 
lines, in the very face of the Ruffian fhips ; 
bis principal veflels forming the firft line; 
and his row-boats compofing the fecond. 

The Turks looked with contempt on the 
feeble fquadron of the RuiSans> and fired 
during the night, as if they had been confi- 
dent of viftory. As foon as it was day, they 
came down in full fail upon them, and the 
engagement began. 

The Ruffian fleet was formed with theur 
row-boats in front, and their fliips in the 
rear. And the 4iftant firing of the heavy 
artillery had not been continued during an 
hour, when oniof thefineft Turkifli fliips,

pf feventy guns, v^nt a-ground, without a 
pofllbility of being faved. lii a flxOrt time 
after, the admiral's ftiip, of eighty guns, 
Ihared the fame fate : two frigates of forty 
guns, with feveral light veffels, haftened to- 
wards them, to hawl them off ; bat the firft 
frigate* touched the ground herfelf, and the 
others were therefore prevented from making 
a nearer approach. 

The Prince of Naffau ordered a large part * 
of his rowing veflels to attack the (hips a^ 
ground > for, as they dre^ but little water, 
they could comie near enough to board them j; 
his flotilla, howeveri was received with a 
brilk difcharge. pf grenades and mufketry^ 
and loft many of its people. Neverthelefs, 
the Ruffians perfevered in their defign with 
great courage, and, at length, fucceeddd in 
getting their veffels on each fide the admiral's 
ihip, when the Coffacs of Tfchornomor 
leaped p^ bpard it, The red hot balls haT 

vinf; 
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ying fet the grounded ftiips on fire, they 
were Ipft to their fate. - . 

In this fituation, every poffible exertion 
-was made to feve the people, white mtojt of 
th^m leaped iptp the wa^eF, ^d werbtaioeii 
j^-ifoners by the chaloupes. ^ The captains 
of the three velfek were of that number 
*]Zhere was a confifierable <}iiantity of mOai&f 
on boai^ the Turks^ ^ the RuflisiAs did 
not fail to bring away as large a booty as th^ 
time would permit. Several fmaller veffels 
went upon the fand-bahks, and others were 
'towed off. After a combat of four hours/the 
vi^ory was deciffive. 

Haffan Bacha remained, during the whole 
©f the adlion, on board his barge, and 
difplayed thfe greateft intrepidity. Some of 
the Ruffian row-boats cannonaded him, but 
without effedt. The Prince of Naflau was alfo 
fe?n, fevlefs of danger and wherever his 

prefencc 
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prcfcncc wa4 ncccffary* He was accompanied 
by the Count Damas, a colonel in the French 
fcrvice. 

Independant of the lofs of veiTels, taken or 
burned^ the fleet of Haflan Bachg recdved 
great injury at the momejit of its retreat; 
which lie effedled, by covering the flotilla 
with the fhips of the line. He returned to 
its flrft pofition; and the Ruflians anchored 
about a mile from him» 

bn his return to his ftation> the Tiirkifh 
H^h Admiral^ exprefled the utmofl: afiiiic^ 
tion at his difafterj refiifed his food, snd 
preferred a melancholy filence. This mif- 
fortune, indeed, threatened his life> and he 
might be alarmed, leaft he fhould foon be call- 
ed to bend his neck to the fabre. 

The lofs of this battle coft the Turks up- 
wards of two thoufand men, who were killed, 

and 
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and fifteen hundred, who were made prifon 
CTs: the latter were removed to Kinbum. 
One of the three Turkifli captains, having 
had a leg carried away in the a6lion, died in 
tile arms of his two -ibns^ v^ho had been 
made pri£>ners with him. 

. On the lidc of the Ruffians^; the lofs was 
not very confiderahle. i^Two hundred were 
killed,, among whom wei:;^ eighteen fuperior 
officers, and fix hundred wounded, including 
forty ofiicers of equal rank. Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Ribas, brother of the \dce-admiral, loft 
an arm; but the pain of fuch ah accident was 
not fufficient, in the heat of the aftion, to 
prevent him from employing that which re- 
maincd^ in applying the match to a cannon. 

Aftej^ this defeat, Haflan Bacha endea- 
voured to form a junflion with the Turkifli 
fleet, which was at fea j and, on the thirtieth 
of June, about midnight, he weighed aij- 

chor for that purpofe, 

^ ^ The 
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: Tlie nJght was darks and when be was off 
the Point of Kinbum, which lie was obliged 
to double, the batteries fuddcnly opened uport 
him, with a terrible fire, and did confiderable 
^mage to his advanced guard. The firing 
was fo violent, that the Turks, who were ig- 
norant of thefe mafqued batteries, thouglt 
themfelvies under the town of Kinbum. 
When the moon rofe, the fire of the batteries 
was continued with an encreafod effeft. 

Before day-break, feveral of .the Turkifh 
veffels were forced to lay by; jind {omc of 
them^ had made fignals of diftrefs; others 
were on fire, and feveral had foundered, The 
crews endeavoured to fave themfelves by 
fwimmings but many of them we^-e drowned, 
while others, in a ftate of delpair, loaded 
themfelvesrwitb cannon-ball, th^t tliey might 
fink at once to the bottom, 

At the beginning of the cannonade, S\x^ 
worow ha4 difpatched an order to Prince 
Nafiau, to attack the Turks with his fqua-r 

dron. 
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dmn, Ifo Wasabtfut a mile from Oczakow,- 
and had Paul Jones behind him. . This at- 
tack could not take place before day-bifeak j. 
but „a -very fmait engagement then took- 
place. The Turkifh fliips, inftead of form-, 
ing a line, were m a ftate of confufion, and 
much too near each other. Paul Jones, alfo, 
was fearful of expofmg'his large fhips to the 
dangers of the fand-banks: and his precau- 
tion was juftified, by the fate of the Wolode- 
mir, who, for want of it, had the misfortune. 
to run upon them. 

The fmall Ruffian veflels, and particularly 
their gun-boats arid gallics, ran under the 
large Turkifli Ihips, whofe gi-eat guiis could 
do -Qiftn no mifchief, when they wer6 once 
grappled; and contrived, by ladders, to get 
on board, arjd fet them on fire. 

Haflan Bacha, however, with Iiis van- 
guard, had fo far availed hiraCelf ©:• the night,: 
astohave efcaped^ and it was not iill-tJie^ 
• 10 evening. 



evening, that he was informed of bis id- 
ditional misfortune. This terrible combat 
lafted till near noon, when the Ihips, which 
were on fire, blew up 5 and at one, the aftion 
had entirely ceafcd. 

The lofs of the Ruffian fleet, on this oc- 
cafion, amounted to one hundred and thirty 
killed, including twenty-four officers; and 
about eight hundred wounded. The Turks 
had three thoufand killed and wounded, and 
two thoufand were taken prifonef s. 

The Ruffians, alfo, took a fhip of the line, 
and two frigates ; ip that with thofe which 
were blown up, went to the bottom, and 
rendered ufelefs, the fleet of Oczakow was, 
in a great meafure, deflroyed. 

The emprefs did not fuffer her viftorious 
failors to remain without a recompcnfe of 
their valour. Marks of favour were diftri-. 

buted 
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buted to all ranks throughout the fleet. Thb 
Prkice Naflau^ among other teftimonies of 
the Imperial favour, received the flag of a 
viee-admiral. 

Prince Potemkin had appointed the lat- 
ter end of June for aflembling the army 
at Sockoli, about forty mile^ from Oczakow, 
which he prepared to befiege. Accordingly, 
in the beginning of Auguft, he pafled.the 
river with it, and began his approaches. 

Suworow embarked at Kinbura, with his 
regiment of grenadiers of Fanagor, and 
joined the army, where he took the command 
of the left wing. He had, fome time before, 
received orders to make himfelf mafter of the 
ifland of Perefan, in the Black Sea, with the 
fleet commanded by Ribas; but that expe- 
dition did not take place. 

Thefiege of Oczakow began, indue form, 
the 29th of Auguft. Am«ng frequent failles 

of 
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of lefs In^rtance^ the Turks made one the 
28th, with fevjeral thoufand meQ> and at- 
tacked the extremity of the Ruffian left wing, 
where the infantry of the Independant Cof- 
facs, and of the Coflacs of the Bog, were 
pofted. The Ruffians were clofely prefled^ 
knd gave way, when Suworow haftened to 
their affiftance, ' with a h&ttalion of grena* 
diers, attacked the Turks with bayonet fixed; 
andrepulfed them. In the heat of the a6lion, 
however, they continued the purfuit to the 
very entrenchments of the place, where the 
Turks received a reinforcement of three thou- 
fand men. In fliort, by mutual reinforce- 
ments, the aftion became general 5 and it was 
with great difficulty that the enemy pre-^ 
vented their entrenchments from being taken. 

Suworow was expoled to a very brifk fire 
of mufketry, which was the more dangerous, 
as he was the particular objeft of it. A 
young Turk, who had been converted to the 
Greek religion f and for fome time ferved a 

Ruffian 
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Ruffian ofEcer, had deferted the preceeding 
evening, and now ipointcd out Su^vorow for 
the Turks to aim at. The general accord- - 
ingly i:eceived a ball in the nape of the neck; 
and the wound became fo very painful, that 
jhe thought proper to return to the camp; 
having fent a meffenger before ta prepare a 
furgeon and a prieft. : M quitting the field, 
he had given up the command to Lieutenant- 
General Bilbikow, whom he ordered to with- - 
draw the battalions, as he did not augur fa- 
vourably of the iffue of the aftion, if it were ^ 
any longer continued. 

* 
In the mean time, Suworow arrived at his 
tent, where the furgeon examined his wound, 
extrafted the ball, and applied the firft dref- 
fing. His horfe had received fevcral fhots in 
his body, and died, as a foldier was taking off 
his faddle. 

The battalions werc'left by Suworow, as he 

well knew, in a very dangerous pofition; and 
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the event was prccifely as he had fofefeert. 
Inftead of retiring by degrees, the retreat 
was beat at once, which caufed the troops to 
fly in hafte and diforder 5 by which untoward 
conduft, the Ruffians loft feveral hundred 
men. 

Suworow's wound became more painfuL 
He had feveral fainting fits, and a fever fol'- 
' lowed on the third day. He, therefore, or- 
dered hhnfelf to be removed to Kinburn : on 
the day after his arrival at which place, his ref- 
piration was become very difficult, and his end 
feemed to be approaching. Nature, however, 
prevailed; a long and tranquil fleep, which 
fortunately fucceeded, reftored his ftrength, 
and he was foon declared to be out of dangor* 
His wound was alfo threatened with a gan- 
green, but that was removed, and though 
he was under the furgeon.'s care, and often 
under his knife, during three weeks, he 
never kept his bed. He was alfo, for fome 
days, attacked by the jaundice : neverthelefs^ 

10 he 
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he perfevered in his long accuftoriied praftice, 
of preferring regimen to medicine, ar>d his 
health was foon re-eftabliftied. Though before 
he was quite recovered, he again very narrow- 
ly efcaped deftruftion, from the confequencc^ 
of fire in the powder-magazine, which was 
fiill of charged bombs, grenades, and various 
other combuftibleSi prepared for the army 
before Oczakow, One of the bombs fell in 
the chamber, where the general was fitting, 
tore his bed, and broke down a part of the 
wall, and wounded him in the face, the 
breaft, and the knee. Some loft their lives, 
and many were wound^ed by this misfortune; 
but as all thofe who were employed in the 
' magazine, at the time it blew up, loft their 
lives, the caufe of the difafter could not be 
cBfcovered. 

The inhabitants of Oczakow, on feeing 

the enormous fmoke in which Kirburn was 

for fome time^nvelloped, concluded, that 
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the whole of the town had been blown up j 
the ferafkier, therefore, fent an immediate 
exprefs to the fleet, with orders to make a 
defcent at Kinburn, with a view to take ad- 
vantage of the confufion, which fiich a ter- 
rible accident might be fuppofed to have oc- 
cafioned. But Haffan Bacha refufed to obey 
them. And he did right : for, on a fulpi- 
cion that fuch an attempt might be made^ 
the troops were all prepared, and difpofed to 
refiftit. 

Haffan Bacha was foon after recalled to 
Conftantinople,' where, it was fuppofed, he- 
would lofe his head. But it did not appear 
that he underwent any kind of punifhment. 
The remains of the Turkifh fleet continued 
at fea, under the command of the vice-ad- 
miral, till the end of October, when it fet 
fail for the Dardanelles. 

In the mean time, the fiege of Oczakow 

continued ; the hard frofts Tet in, and the 

f befieged 
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befiegcd loft great numbers of men. At 
length, after four months regular attack,. 
Prince Potemkin ordered aa aflault, on the. 
fixth of December, and the Ruffians became: 
matters of the place. 

Of eighty thoufand troops, which formed 
the befieging army of Oczakow, four thou- 
fand three hundred loft their lives at the af- 
fault, while epidemic fevers, and the rigour 
of the feafon, had carried off a much larger 
number. The Turks fuftained a lofs of four 
thoufand feven hundred killed, and four 
thoufand eight hundred were made prifoners 
of wan 

During the latter operations of the (iege, 
Suworow remained at Cherfon and Kremen- 
fchuck, for the recovery of his health. 

In the beginning of the following year, 

he returned to Peterft)urg; when the em- 
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prefs preiented him with a plttme of dia«- 
monds for his cafque, diftinguiftied by a cy- 
pher of the letter K, as an acknowledgement 
for his defence of Kinburn. In a fhort time 
after, he returned to the army. 
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CHAP. III. 

SuWOROW, immediately after his arrival 
at Jafly, paid a vifit to Field-Marfhai-Gqi£- 
ral Count Komanzow, who foon after con-- 
trafted a perpetual lamenefs iahis feet, and 
was then lodged at a country-feat .near 
Jafly. He therefore left his army under the 
command of Prince Potemkin, .and, wfami 
united with that which the latter had Wider 
his orders, they acquired the nww pf fli« 
(Combined army, 

Suworow; foon after arrived at ^erlat, 
eighteen miles from Jafly, where he took the 
command of the corps there, which was 
commanded by Lieutenant-General DerfeU 
den. That general had, fome time before, 
defeated a body of twenty thoufand Turks, 
of whom, four thoufdind wer^ left on the

field of battle, with thirty-feven ftandards^ 
and fourteen pieces of cannon taken. 

The corps at Berlat confifted of three regi- 
ments of Staradub, Nefan, and Tfcherni- 
^ow carabineers, forming five fquadrons; 
with the regiments pf CoflacSi under the two 
Colonels Grekow; one thoufand Arnauts, 
with twelve battalions of infantry, two of 
which were grenadiers s two regiments of chaf- 
feurss two of Srnolinfki infantry j two of 
Tuli 5 two of Noftows and two of Afcherow; 
together with the flying artilleiy, and fixteen 
lafge field-pieces. Thefe troops were com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General Derfelden, 
Major-General Boniakow, the Prince of Eze- 
kawfki, and Brigadiers Lewafchok, Wetf- 
phal, and Burnafchow. 

They were upon the point of marching 
for Wafluis, half way towards Jaffy; but 
Suworow prevented their departure, went to 

re- 
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reconnoitre the efnviroris, and advanced four 
miles farther, to Karaptfchefti, where the 
cordon of light troops were placed at the 
advanced poft. Thefe he ftationed a Uttle 
higher, that he might be near enough to dif-. 
cover the beft points of operation beyond the 
Sereth, as far as Aropeftia and Forhani. 

During thefe tranfaflions, the Prince of 
Saxe-Cobourghad quitted his winter quarters, 
in Gallicia, and had advanced into Walachia, 
with his army, to the right bank of the Se- 
reth. He was encamped before the fmall 
town of Atfchud, on the banks of the Stra- 
tufch, wluch falls into the Sercth, and his 
army was pretty much in a line with the 
corps of General Suworow, who informed 
the prince of his ai'rival, and received the moft 
friendly anfwer from him . Although hitherto 
unacquainted, they now formed a friendfhip 
and intimacy, which is highly requifite be- 
tween the generals of two allied powers. 
Never did tlie lead diftrufl difturb the har- 
8 mony 
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mony of their operations, nor had tliey any 
fecrets from each other. The Ruuian and' 
Aiiftri&n officers yilited in the two camps, 
with equal fatisfa6lion j and, in a word, 
both the leaders, and their fubordinate of^ 
fleer's, lived in that perfect friendlhip which 
eventually contributed fo much to the fuc-f 
cefs of their arms. 

After the death of Abtul-Amit, which 
happened on the feventh of April, the throng 
was filled by Selim, who augmented his mi-: 
litary eftablifhment with one hundred and 
fifty thoufand men, one third of which were 
intended to ferve in Walachia. The Turks^ 
who had been polled before Brahilow, on the 
Danube, marched under a Serafkier to Zcflpf 
hani, twelve miles from the Prince Cobourg's 
camp, and foon found themfelves forty 
thoufand ftrong. 

They were now on the point of attacking 
his corps, which was much inferior to them, 

in 
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in point of numbers 3 and of this he imme- 
diately informed Suworow, who inftantly 
began to march. He left the regiment of 
Tuli before Bulat, wifh four field-pieces, be- 
fides his own, two fquadrons of e^ch regi- 
ment of carabineers, one hundred Colfacs, 
and one half of the Araauts, 

The corps dircs£bsd its march to Atfchud, 
by a fhort but very difficult road, acrofs the 
woods. . They marched day and night, paff- 
ed the Sereth on the Auftrian pontoon?, and 
advanced eighty werfts, (twenty-four French 
leagues, or tw^elve German miles,) in the 
%ace of thirty-fix hours,.including thofe un-^ 
avoidably devoted to reft. We have fcarcely 
^n example of fo rapid a march. 

It was at this time that General Suworow 
fan a pin into the fole of his foot ; and, as 
the head of it broke, it could not be imme- 
diately extracted, fo that he limped for fome 

time : 
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time. The Turks, who often faw him at a 
fmall diftance, imagining this defeft habi- 
tual, nick-named him T'(^al Bacbay (or, the 
limping general.) 

The Prince of Cobourg, who had been 
apprifed of the departure of the columns, 
would ndt credit this ^ftonifhing march> 
till he had feen General Suworow with his 
own eyes* The troops arrived at dulk, and 
were pofted on the left ^ying of the Auf- 
trians. 

The next day, two bridges were thrown 
over the Stratufch, and the two corps paffed 
in two columns, the Auftrians to the right, 
and the Ruffians to the left. / 

To conceal the junSlion of the Ruffians 
with Prince Cobourg s corps from the enemy, 
Suworow had none but Auftrians in his van- 
guard, which was compofed of two Kaunitz 
and CoUoredo battalions of Barko hu(rars,and 

Loewener 
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Loewener light horfe, under the orders of the 
brave Colonel Karatfchay. When the Ruf- 
fian troops halted, it was always in a hollow 
behind the van-guard. They refted two 
nights during, their march, and Suworow, 
who was almoft always before them in order 
to reconnoitre, fell on a party of Turks who 
did not know him. 

On the third day, while the troops were 
refting under cover of Maria Tfcheftia, two 
miles from the river Putna, Suworow fent 
an officer upon the fcout with thirty Cof- 
facs. He met a body of two hundred Turks j 
and, as he had orders in fuch cafe to draw 
them on, he made his Coflacs retire little 
by little in a ftate of difperfion. His mca- 
fures were already taken, anfl the regiment 
of Coflacs of Iwan Grekow led by the major 
of the day. Kuris made the firft attack. The 
regiment was in thiee divifions. The firft 
attacked the Turks when they approached 
the wood, wheeled fuddenly round, and, 

being 
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being afterwards fuccoured by above five 
hundred men, returned to the charge ; upon 
which the two other divifions of Coflacs 
took part in the aftion. The number of the 
Turks foon amounted to two thoufand men* 
The other regiments of Coflacs were alfb en- 
gaged, as were the Arnauts, commanded by 
Captain Falkenhagen. The Turks again 
gave way, but the whole of their van- 
guard confiding of four thoufand Spahi's 
coming up, the RiiGlans were obliged to re- 
treat. The five fquadrons of Barko hufTars 
then- came to their fupport ; the battle was 
renewed ; and, although the enemy began to 
lofe the advantages they had gained, the fuc-- 
cefs of the.Ruflians was ftill doubtful, till 
they were re-enforced by three Iquadrons of 
Loewener ligh^horfe and two fquadrons of 
carabineers, together with a few hundred 
chafTeurs and infantry. The Turks noW 
took to flight ; and all the cavalry that had 
been engaged purfued them as far as the 

Putna5 • 
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Putna, where a great number of them were 
drowned. 

In this battle, which continued five hours, 
the Turks loft fix hundred men 5 among 
whom were a great many offices, but fcarcely 
any were made prifoners. They were com- 
manded by Ofinan, a bacha of two tails, and 
one of their beft generals. The loft of the 
Ruffians was inconfiderable. 

Two thoufand men of Turkiih infantry 
were feen feveral times putting themfelves ia 
motion, on the other fide of the Putna, v^ ith 
two pieces of cannon : but they did not 
come tQ the relief of their cavalry, and re- 
tired precipitately to Forhani. 

The night already began to grow dark, 
and the two combined corps had taken their 
pofitions, when the Turks fuddenly fell upon 
them, and a party of light troops, who had 
taken and plundered their camp beyond the 

Putna, 
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Putna, advanced as far as that river. Ka- 
ratfchay, who in the interval occupied the 
heights, near a ford, with the battalion of 
Kaunitz, received the enemy with a fire of 
mulketry> and repulfed them. 

The Ruffians had already begun to throw 
pontoons oyer the river, and the pioneers 
who were difturbed for a fhort time by this 
incident, foon refumed their work. The 
Kaunitz and CoUoredo battalions covered the 
tete-de-pont, and two battalions of Ruffian 
chafleurs \\xre encamped on the hither fide 
of the river* At midnight, the ftream car-r 
ried away the bridge, but it was foon re- 
paired, and the Ruffian troops arrived on the 
oppofite bank before day-break, together with 
the reft of their van-guard. The infantry 
pafl^ed over the bridge, and the cavalry forded 
the river upon their right. At day-break. 
Prince Cobourg's corps pafled in the fame 
manner; and the two corps marched in co- 
lumns afcending fome gently rifing grounds, 

and 
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and when they were at the fummit, from 
which they could difcover a large extent 
of country, they drew up in order of battle. 
The Auftrians formed in platoons, in two 
lines, placed alternately like a checquer on 
the right, with a third line entirely Compofed 
of cavalry. According to this arrangement, 
the Ruffians was on the left wing in fix pla- 
toons, of which the third was formed by the 
cavalry, together with the Coflacs. Karatf- . 
chay kept in the middle of the two corps 
with the battalions and fquadrons, which 
had before ferved as a van guard to the 
Ruffians. 

The front of the line was half a mile in 
extent, and at fix in the morning the two 
corps marched againft the enemy with drums 
beating. The fkirmifhes began, and the 
army had thus advanced nearly half a mile, , 
when fifteen thoufand Turkifti horfe fell 
upon the right wing of Prince Cobourg, ap- 
parently intending to furround it. But Field- 

voL. II. F Marfhal 
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Marfiial Spleni, who had fomew hat flacken^ 
his march, and who was two hundred paces 
in the rear with three platoons, placed the 
eneniy between two fires of muflcetry, and, 
in half an hour, repulfed them with confi- 
derable lofs. 

During thefe manoeuvres, the Ruffian corps 
was gaining ground. The Turks defended 
themfelves with twenty thoufand horfe, at- 
tacked the left wing, which was commanded 
by Lieiitenant-General Dcrfelden, and broke 
•tliirough the platoons, efpecially on the left 
flank. The engagement continued about t\yo 
hours, till at length the enemy being over- 
thrown with great lofs, took to flight actofs 
a wood. ^ 

The two corps had in front a veiy thick 
wood, which they were obliged to turn, 
and pcfted themfelves on the other fide in 
the fame order in which they were before. 
This was nearly half way from the Putna to 

* Forhani. 
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Fofhani., For the fpace of half a mile the 
ground was covered with brambles, fo that 
both men and horfes had their legs much 
fcratched and ftained with blood. The Turks 
fometimes annoyed them, though feebly, and 
the ikirmiihes were not very aftive, till they 
had quitted this rough ground, and got into 
an open country. The enemy then fre- 
quently renewed their attacks, but were al- 
moft always repulfed by the cavalry, who 
marched behind the lines. Once, when the 
Turks were at a diftance of a quarter of a 
mile from their camp at Fof hani, they wholly 
abandoned the field, and immediately began 
to play their artillery. As they did not much 
annoy the two corps, the latter advanced ra- 
pidly fome hundred paces to be out of the 
range of their guns, and almoft all the balls 
flew over their heads. 

The Turkifh infantry was in the centre of 
their intrenchments, and the cavalry on their 
wings s and it was remarked that their troops 
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did not prefent a good countenance. When 
the Ruffians were at the diftance of a werft 
from their camp, the two corps opened a 
ftrong fire of artillery as tfiey marched, and 
when they arrived within three hundred 
paces, the platoons attacked the intrench- 
ments in full charge, with their bayonets 
and cries of war. As the intrenchments 
were ill raifed and not ftrengthened with 
fufHcient artilleiy, they were fbon carried. 
Only the firft line of platoons penetrated into 
them, under the command of Schaftakow> 
Narock, and Bohm. On the left, the Auf- 
trian platoons, commanded by Spleni, did the 
fame. All the works were carried, and the 
Turks were obliged to fly. Their cavaliy 
were foon overthrown on the two flanks. 
The imperial and barko huflars diftinguilhed 
themfelves on this occafion. 

In the rear, and at a fmall diflance from 

the intrenchments, the Turks had fortified 

the convent of St. Sarhuel,. where they had 

9 a con- 
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a confiderable magazine of plrovifions. A 
few hundred janiflaries had thrown them- 
felves into it to cover their fugitives. This 
poft, two Ruffian and two Auftriaji platoons 
attacked with a great quantity of artillery. 
The battle continued feveral hours; two 
Auftrian majors. Counts Auerfberg and 
Orelly, and feveral officers were killed, with 
about one hundred men; and there were a 
great number wounded. A powder-maga- 
, zine alfo blew up, and killed a great many 
. in the interior of the convent. At length 
the gate was forced by means of the artil- 
lery, and almoft all. the Turks who had flod 
there were cut to pieces. Thofe who took 
refuge in the church experienced the fame 
fate;, and, after an obftinate engagement, all 
thofe who defended the convent, were cut in 
pieces. 

Prince Cobourg, Karatfchay, and Su- 
worow, met together at the end of this, lafl 
battle, and embraced each other, and a great 

many 
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-many officers of both corps, congratulating 
one another on the viftory they had gained. 

• Prince ' Cobourg caufed a cloak to be ex- 
tended on the ground before the convent, 

•and nvade a military halt at four o'clock, 
P.M. ^ 

- Not far from this convent was that of St. 
' John, in which alfo was a great magazine of 

• provifions. The Turks had likewife thrown 
two or three hundred men into this edifice. 

. Prince Cobourg, fent thither one of his bat- 

-talions, who attacked and took it after an 

engagement of an hour. One-third of the 

enemy were made prifoners, and the reft were 

• put to the fword. i 

' The Turks fled by two different roads, 
namely, by that of Bukareft to the fmall 
town of Rymnik, whither they were pur- 

'fued by a body of ColTafS and Arnauts, who 
took from them above four hundred wag- 
gons s and by the road of Brahilow, whither 

the 



tjie imperial and barko huflars purflied them^ 
together with the Hulans and Arnauts, and 
took an equal quantity of baggage. 

Thus terminated the battle of Forhani, 
which took place on the 21ft July, 1789. 
The a6lion commenced at fix o'clock, and 
finifhed at ten. There were forty thoufand. 
of the Turks againft eighteen thoufand Auf-. 
trians and feven thoufand RufTians. The 
enemy left two thoufand men on the field, 
and about three hundred were made pri- 
foners. Thev loft fixteen ftandards, twelve 
pieces of cannon, and their camp which was 
very rich, and immenfe magazines. The lofs 
of the Ruffians and Auftrians was compara- 
tively nothing. 

As the moft perfefl harmony prevailed 
betvyeen the generals, it was agreed that the 
booty of the^camp ^nd the cannon fliould be 
equally divided, and that the ftandards fliould 
remain the property of thofe who had taken 
F 4 them. 
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As to the magazines of provifions, the gene- 
ral left them entirely to the Prince of Co- 
bourg, becaufe the Ruffians were to march 
in another direftion. 

This was the firft battle gained by the 
Auftrians during this war. The method of 
forming the troops into platoons, or fmall 
fquares, was now adopted j and from that 
time, Prince Hohenloke, Laudon, and 
CJairfait, beat the enemy, by purfuing that 
method. 

The Prince of Cobourg received the grand 
crofs of Maria Therefa j and the Emperor 
Jofeph wrote to Suworow, with a fnufF-box 
adorned with his cypher fet in diamonds, in 
the following terms : 

" I have received, general in chief, with 
** extreme pleafure, your letter, ^announcing 
" to me the glorious viftory gained at For- 
" hani, by the troops of her Imperial Ma- 

'' jefty. 
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*^ jefly, under your command, combined 
" with mine, under the Prince of Cobourg. 
•^ It would be impoffible for him fufficiently 
" to pride himielf onthe affiftance he has re- 
" ceived from your genius and valour, as 
** well as from the whole corps you com- 
" mand, for which I am under a particular 
" obligation to you. I alfo requeft you, to 
^* ' teftify my particular gratitude to General 
^ Field-Marfhal Prince Potemkin Tauritf- 
" chewflci, whofe zeal has greatly contributed 
** tothefuccefsof ourarms. I hope I (hall of- 
" ten have additional opportunities of demon- 
*^ ftrating to her Imperial Majefty, the fide- 
«* lity of my attachment to her. Be aflur- 
** ed, general in chief, of my perfeft efteem, 
^' to which you have acquired a juft title, 
*^ by the heroic a6lions, which have already, 
diftinguifhed your career.

CHAP. IV. 

General Suworow received advice of 
the manoeuvres of the Turks, during his ab- 
fence at Berlat. Their intention was to 
pafs the river of Pruth, and to attack that 
diftrifl. He, therefore, began to march the day* 
after the battle of Forhani j but although the 
road by that place was the mofl: direft, he* 
muft have loft fome time in throwing bridges 
over, the; river, and therefore he preferred the 
wafte of Atfchud. No obftacles occurred on 
the Putna y but, not far from the fmall town 
of Atfchud, the ftrength of the current of the 
Stratufch carried away the pontpons, and 
the infantry were obliged to pafs the river on 
planks. 

Four battalions were left behind, with 

the artillery, in order to efFe6l a pafTage, 

8 when

when the waters fliould have fubfided. The 
cavalry pafled in flat-bottomed boats ; while 
the Coflacs and Arnauts fwam acrafs the 
river. Within a few days, (on the 27th of 
July,) Suworow arrived at Berlat ; and, on 
the thirtieth, the troops which he had left on 
the other bank, followed him with their 
field-pieces, 

Neverthelefs, to guard againft the incur- 
lions of the Tartars ojf Beflarabia, who oc- 
cupy the country between the Pruth and the 
Sereth, and t© prevent any diverfions that 
might induce the garrifon of Brahilow to re- 
pair to the mouth of the Sereth, on the fide 
©f Berlat, Prince Repnin detached from his 
corps, encamped at Repajamohila, Lieute- 
nant-General Prince Wolgonfki^ with four 
' battalions^ and eight fquadrons, with orders 
to take a pofition in the village of Saporeni, 
between Fahchi and Berlat, for the purpofe 
of obferving the motions of the enemy, and 
to cover the left flank of Suworow's armv. - 

In 
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In a fhort time after his arrival at Berlat, 
the general ordered Baron de Sacken to oc- 
cupy Falfchi on the Pruth, with a battalion, 
and fome pieces of artillery. He alfo eftabli- 
fhed a chain of communication with hinix. 
by detachments of light troops : while Sack-- 
len, at the head of fifty Coflacs, extended his 
reconnoitring excurfions to the environs of 
Kagul and Ifmailow. 

The Tartars, after having forded the 
Pruth near Ifmailo\^, furprifed, during the 
night, a Ruffian officer, with^a party of Arr 
nauts, in the village of Faltchafti, about 
fifteen miles from Falfchi. He made a very 
vigorous defence, but was, at length, made 
.prifoner. The Tartars bi ought with them 
a confiderable number of peafants from Mol- 
davia, whom, according to their ufual prac- 
tice, they fold to the Turks, 

Major Sabolewlki, who commanded the 
advanced polls at Karaptfefki, gave notice, 

that 
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that a fwarm of Turks liad pafTed the Danube 
near Galaz. At the fame time, two Tar- .1 
tars, who were made prifoners by the Ar- 
nautsr, on the other fide of the Pruth, de- 
clared, that Haffan, who was lately captain- 
bacha, but fince become ferafkier, had it in 
contemplation to leave, very fhortly, the en- 
virons of Ifmailow, with a confiderable body 
of forces, in order to fall upon the troops 
commanded by Prince Repnin, polled at 
Repajamohila, and afterwards to attack 
the Prince of Gobourg before Forhani. 

A confidential perfon, who had been fent 
into Walachia, gave intelligence, that the 
Turkifh army, commanded by the Vizier, 
had paired the Danube at Kirfow, and that- 
theit march was direfted along the Bufco,. 
between Forhani and Brahilow, with the de- 
fign to fight Prince Cobourg, and then to pe- 
netrate to JafTy, which was not fufficiently 
ftrong to Hiake a formidable refiftance. 

The 
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. .'The Prince Cobourg fet out to meet Haflaii 
Bacha, and fell in with him the nineteenth of 
September, near Salza, at the diftance of 
ten miles from Ifmailow. ■ Snworow proceed- 
ed to Karaptfchefti ; and General Derfeldea 
marched along the Pruth, with a flying 
corps, to turn the Turks, if they prefented 
themfelves.. 

An officer having been difpatched, with 
fifty Coflacs, to Galaz, on a party of dif- 
covery, brought an account, that about five 
hundred Spahis were fcouring the country 
in detached parties. As it would be a Ipfs 
of time to look after them, Suworow ad- 
vanced four miles, to Puzzeni, m order to 
approach the Auftrians. Derfelden alfo form- 
ed his jun6lion at that place, as, from the 
intelhgence that had been procured, there 
was every reafon to expert a veiy important 
aftion* 

Suworow 
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' ' Suworbw had left behind him, atlBerlat, 
two battalions, with fix field-pieces, fix 
fquadrons of carabineers, and the heavy bag- 
gage. ' Sacken remained at Faltfchi, with his 
battalion, a hundred and fifty Collacs, and 
two hundred Arnauts,. to attend to that 
country. 

On the fixth of September, the general re- 
ceived an exprefs from Prince Cobourg, with 
the intelligence, that the Turks were on their 
march againfi him. His pofition was on the 
river Milkow, about a mile from Forhani, and 
had pofted his advanced guard, half a mile 
before him, under the command of Karatf- 
chay. The following day, another meffen- 
gef arrived, to inform the general, that the 
Turks were in full march to attack Prince 
Cobourg, with a very numerous army, led on 
by the. Grand Vizier. ' The prince requefted 
that the general would join him with all fpeed; 
and added, that one of his parties had al- 
ready fuffered from an attack of the enemy, 

and 
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arid that lie had found neccflary to call In 
his advanced guard. 

Suworow fet out with his corps at mid- 
night, pafled the Berlat, by a bridge, at noon, 
which was three miles from the place of his 
departure, and took the diredl road to the 
Sereth, where he expefted to find the pon- 
toons of the Auftrians ; but they were two 
miles higher up at Marietfcbeftie, whither the 
troops were obliged to proceed through roads 
that were almoft impaffable. There had fal- 
len a great quantity of rain (luring the night; 
and though the light cavalry had pafled the 
bridge, when Suworow reached the banks of 
the river, at the head of the carabineers , it 
appeared that the ftorm had given inch a 
ihock to the pontoons, as to create an ap- 
prehenfion, that they were in great danger 
of being carried away* The paflage, there- 
fore, was too hazardous to be attempted, 
ard the carabineers were forced to fall back 
ujon the infantry, who were up to their 

knees 



Jcnees in mud. It was a 4e^ clayey £bil# 
from which both men and horfes found it 
very difficult to extricate themfelves; At 
length they found ^ fpot, in an adjoining 
wood that was fufficiently dry to bear them. 

Major Kuris was^ immediately charged 
with the reparation of the pontoons. He 
fet a thoufand peafants, and fifteen hundred 
foldiers at work, and the bufmefs was com-^ 
pleted in the courfe of the night; fo that, at 
l>reak of day, the troops paffed, in files, over 
the pontoons. ,As the weather, which had 
hc^n very cloudy, began to clear up, they 
inarched gaily on three miles farther, to the 
€thcr fide of the Putna, where they were al- 
lowed a few hours of repofe. 

The light cavalry, which had bteen fent 
forward, was followed by Burnafcltow*, with 
his carabineers. He prefented himfelf in 
the morning to Prince Cobourg, who ex* 

VOL. II. G preffed 
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picffed a high degree of fatisfkftion at tlic 
rapidity of the march. 

General Suworow arrived fome hours 
later, with the infantry ; and Prince Cobourg^ 
received him with every mark of the warmeft 
friendfhip. They repeated their embraces, 
and all the generals, officers, and foldiers, 
from a fpontaneous amotion, followed thetr 
example. The warriors of the two allied 
hations, received each other, as familiar ac-^ 
quaintance, and old friends* 

The Turkifh army had arrived, by twci 
marches, to the river of Rymnik, at four 
miles diflance from the Milkow. . where 
Prince Cobourg was encamped. The Ruffian 
cavalry was diftributcd in three divifions, in 
the woods on the other fide of the river, while 
the ; infantry encamped to the left of the 
A\iftria9s. . : . . 
. . , : . After 
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After a fhort conference with the Prlncd 
Cobourg, the general re-mounted his horfe, 
with fome officers and Coflacs, and iet out on 
a reconnoitring party. The country fell in a 
gentle declivity to a coniiderablediAance; and 
he climbed. up a tree, in order to obtain a 
better view of its when he conceived the 
meafures neceflary to be taken from his view 
of the ground* 

He discovered feverai roads, which led to 
the Turkifti camp ; but the. moft direfb did 
hot feem to him to be the beft, becaule 
it was frequented by patroles: there 
Were however two others to the left, oiic 
of which was half a mile about. Having 
made thefe obfervatioiis, he let out, on hi^ re- 
tui'n i but, in his way, met two fquadrons of 
Auftrian huflkrs, who were difpatched after 
him, by way of precaution, and to fcrve as a 
fafeguard*

Me had ' another conferfence with the 
Prince Coboiirg, when he propofed an im- 
mediate attack^ on the Turks ; and his propft" 
Titibn was followed byan unhefitating ad- 
quiefcence. He had not taken any reft fincc 
ills departure from Puzzeni; but, in the cir- 
cumflaiices that furroimded him, his mind 
was too mucli occupied, to permit him 
to indulge in the flighteft* repofe. - -H(^, 
however, returned to his poft, and left his 
orderly ofHcer, Colonel Zalbtuchin, to con- 
cert with the prince every arrangement of the 
final difpofitions, previous to the intended 

attack,

. Suworow's corps was now ftrengthened by 

';two fcjuadrons of the huflars of the emperor, 

-ajKl of Barco, commanded by Lieutenant- 

jColonel Grave.

corps began to move in the evening.Suworow, 

who was charged with the attack of the left

4t tfee clofe q{ day, the whole ai'my had 
bqpin its march* The infantry pafTed the 
j^yer i^poa the Auftrian pontooAS* while th« 
favalry and artillery took the advanta^ of 
a for4* The. night was very dark; aoij 
peneral Pofniakow, mjiflcd by his guide> had 
fondu^ted the infantry intp the rpad taken bj

In ^cviery other rcfpeft, the dwkncfs of 
the iiiglit was KgMy favourable to the fe^p 
crecy fc ncccffary to the fuccefe of the march ; 
and the abfence of the n^Qon wa? a fubjeft 
pf cpngratuIaticMi. ' 

/ The troops advaced with all pra<5ticabl« 

jfilencei and the wo)*ds of cpm^iand was 

^iyen in the loweft tone. SpW hours before 

o 3 H 
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it was day, and after having advanced two 
miles, they arrived on the banks of the Rymna, 
which, in that place, is not more than fifty 
paces broad. Prince Cobourg merits the 
higheft praife for the judicious knd uni- 
verfal precautions which he had taken. He 
had commanded pontoons to be brought, but 
as the riv?f was not of an inconvenient depth, 
no ufe was made of them, in order to pre- 
vent the noife which they might occafion* 
The water did not reach the foldiers knees i 
but as the pppofite bank of the river was 
fteep, it became neceflkry to employ the large 
horfes, belonging to the pontoons, to draw 
Up the artillery. This circumftfince, for a 
fhort timcj^ retarded the paffage, but it, at 
length, terminated in the b^ft poffible order. 

The infantry formed the head of the 
column, and the firft line having paffed witl^ 
fufficient artillery, the reft were fecure. " A 
party pf cavalry kept upon its wings; wheift 

the 
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the fecond line of infantry paffcdin the fame 
order, accompanied by the cavalry. 

* At break of day, the Ruffians were on 
the other fide of the river, and had put 
themfelves in order of battle. Their corps, 
which confifted of feven thoufand men, was 
diftributed in three lines. The infantry oc- 
cupied the firft and fecond, in fix platoons, 
and the cavalry formed the third. The 
Aufbrians, alfo, marched in three lines; the 
two fif fl forming nine platoons ; and the tMrd 
wascompofed of the cavalry, amounting in the 
whole to about eighteen thoufand men j fo that 
the two corps pofTefTed nearly the fameflrength 
and numbers, as at the battle pf Forhaijif 

At fun-rife, the feveral lines advanced acroft 
the fields, covered with Turkey com and 
other plants, which reached the foldiers g^r*. 
dies. Th6 army was not at this time ntore 
than a mile and a half from the Tiirkifh 
camp; nor had it feen one of the enemy's 
Q ^ patroles } 



patrolcs^ lb that it prcKrceded without dif- 
cpvery. A Turkilh fpy had given intelli- 
gence that the Ruffians were pofted at 
Putzeni; and fr^a the time and dittance, 
it could not, indeed, have been fuppofed that 
they could poffibly have advanced fo far: the 
poor fpy^ for this intelligence, which was be? 
lieved to be falfe^' afterwards loft his head. 

Neverthelefs, a lieutenant, whom the ge^ 
lieral had fent, during the march to Mairet* 
fcheftie, to fecure the Auftrian . pontoons, 
having executed his commiflion, took the 
direct road to Rymnik, and uncxpedtedly 
fell in with fomc Turks j who> after a vigo-r 
rous refiftance, wounded and made him 
prilbner, with an inferior officer and fome 
Goffacs* Thfey queftioned himi rcfpe6hng 
ijh« march of the Ruffians, but not giving 
credit to his account, he was fent immedir^ 
^tely.to the Grand Vizier. Being prcfcnt at 
tile toopient when the battle began, he ^xag-^ 
gerated the forice of the Ruffians s and hav- 
r ' . ing 
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ing informed the Vizier, that Suworow com- 
jiianded them, he replied, . that it muft be 
fome other perfon of that name, as the ge^ 
neral himfclf had di^ of his wounds at 
Kinburn. 

The Ruffian corps ^o^ approached thQ 
Tnrkifh camp. -The groiind rofe with a 
very gentle afcent, and at the fummit, there, 
were feverd large ditches, covere4 with ar- 
tillery, which began to play as foon as the 
Tories perceived their enemy within a quar* 
tier of a mile of then>. The Ruffians, how- 
pVer, were not prevented ffom charging;; 
though the Ravines prefented obftacles to 
them, and their artillery, which it was 
very difficult , to overcome. In the mean 
time, the cavalry of the right wing were led 
pn to the attack, by Brigadier Burnafchow. 

The Turks were on a hill; and, feizing 
advantage of a hollow way, they took the 
Ruffian cavalry in flank, turned it with 

fuperior 
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fuperior force, and attacked the bcxiy of gre- 
nadiers of Chaftatow, which was on the 
right wing. 

They confined of fix or feven thoufand 
men ; and the janiflaries, having mounted 
behind the Spahis, leaped down, and 
fought by the fide of their horfe, during an 
hour, under a running fire of mufketry. 

At length, however, they were repulfed 
with confiderable lofs; and the janijflaries 
having re-mounted the horfes, took to flight* 
Burnafchow followed them to a confiderable 
cjiftance, with great (laughter, 

The camp of the Turks, which was near 
the to\vn of Tyrgoukuli, was foon broke up, 
Jt was fituated on a fteep hill, and the troops 
which occupied it, confifted of twelve thpu-r 
fand pien; b\it they made their retreat with 

fo 
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ll> much expedition, that the Ruffians could 
not get polfeffion, even of their artillciyt 

At the beginmng of the aftion of Tyrko- 
gukuli, Ofman Bacha, who had conducted 
himfelf with m\ich diftinguiOied courage, at 
th$^ affair of Putna^ demanded fiye thoi^ai>d 
volunteer Spahis of the Vizier; which being 
granted, he fell, with great impetuofity, on 
the Ruffian Jeft wing. The conteft w^s very 
{harp for fome time, but, at length, after 
having loft a great number of his people^ he 
was obliged to fly. 

All the platoons pro|ceeded towards Bochf^ 
and Kringumaeiors but that of Chaftatow, 
which retained its polition, in order to fup-p 
port the cavalry who were left behind, and 
were in fomp d^ger of being cut off. A5 
fopn as the junftion was formed, it proceeded 
and overtoo]^ the reft of the infantry, at th? 
diftance.of half a mile, wh?re they had halted; 

9 i b^t 
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but Chaftatow'^s troops wered«priyedof that 
advantage, as. the others were juft beginning, 
to move forward when they arrived, fo that 
they were obliged to continue, their m^rch, 
without hamg enjoyed the leaft repofe. 

In the mean time the Tur^s had difcover^ 
cd the weaknefs of the Rufliah corps. Of- 
man«Bacha had ordered fifteen thoufand 
horfe to follow him, in .order to furround 
this little corps before it coi4d reach the 
!h^ght of Bochfe. Prince Cdbourg, who had. 
taken a longer route, and come down the 
Rymna nearly a mile, had approached about 
half a mile nearer the R\;ilians, during the 
battle of Tyrkogukuli. This body oif Turks 
pf fifteen thou£md men, fell unawares un* 
der his cannon, and were obliged to ^ftmft 
an engagement of two hours. Kafetfchay; 
who was to the right of the Auftrians, was 
preffed clofi? -, his cavalry charged the Turks 
repeatedly i the fire of the carbines an4 
' ' mufketry 
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miilketry' annoyed them much; arid diey 
were obliged to retreat. 

Towards nodif," thty were tranquilon all 
lides ; 'hot a (ingle Turk now appeared, and 
Suworow aflcmbled his platoons and thfe 
cavalry under a mountain, ne^ the village 
of Kaiata, t mile- from Tyrkogukuli, wheVe 
ihe troops, which were cxhauftcd with fa^ 
tigue, refted an hour pn the banks of a ih- 
vutet.- On the fummit of this mountain are 
'ftill feen the ruins of a confiderable fort, of 
which it is faid in that country, that whom- 
ever takes poffeflfion of it, is fare to gain lih 
battle, and whoever keeps it is mafter of 
Wallachia. The true origin of this opinion 
is,' that this mountain is in the centre of the 
plaifis' of Forhani, which extend from the 
Pirfna to the banks of the Bufeo, as far as 
iBrahilbw, and which have been the fccne of 
Tevei-al bloody engagements; and it is well 
known, that Bajazet defeated the Hofpodar 

Stephen, 
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Stcphto, with iixty thoufand men, Aeaf 
kymnik* 

. When the Ru0ian corps marched to Tyr-» 
kpgukuli> their lines were directed towards 
the fouth ', and, as they made a movement on 
their left^ they removed to the weftward* 
They had before them, at the diftance of half 
a mile, the village of Bochfa* Prince Co-* 
.hourg was at the fame diilance, but in a 
more oblique direftion, and the Grand Viziei* 
was at above a mile diftance from that viU 
lage, with the bulk of his army, beyond 
the wood of Kringumaelor, on the river 
Rymniki The Turks had opened intrench** 
ments on the fkirts of a wood, where they 
intended to leave their heavy baggage, and to 
.attack Prince Cobourg the next day; but the 
latter anticipated them before they were 
quite ready; and, during the battle, they 
were ftill at work on feveral points. They . 
^ad begun to eftablifti a line of communica- 
tion

tion from the wood -to the village of Bochf^i 
and they had equally intrenched Bochfa and 
Kaiata^ as well as ereftM batteries to clear the 
field of battle by z crefs fire from Tyrkogu- 
kiili tcf Kringumaelor. Thefe batteries, 
which were already finished, were of no ufe, 
in confequence of a mov^cnt of Siiworow, 
who turned them. r 

The kuflians renewed the battle at 'one 
o*clock in the afternoon, when they all'began 
to march to the village of Bochfa, The Af- 
nauts pufhed forward and were the firft, who 
diargeda party of Turks; The Grand Viiier 
(hewed himfelf in jJeribit, at thehead of a nu- 
mctous cavalry; and, with a for<:e of forty 
thoufand men, including the twenty thoufand 
who had been fightmg in the morning, fell on 
Prince Cobourg's corps on all fides. They par* 
ticularly prelfed the right wing, which fepara^ 
ted Karatfchay from the main body ; and tlieir 
cavalry threw themfelves bravely under the fire 

of 
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pf the carbines, arid of the muikfttry, and 
even on the very baypsets. Thfts Ch^ Auftrir 
ans were in imminent dAOgex/ and .r^ulfcd 
fix following attacks with the gre^it^ft Entire- 
pidity • The Hungarian huffars . conduced 
themfclvcs^ with iMinguifhed' bravery, fuc*- 
ceeded in breaking the enemy's lines, not;- 
withftanding the fuperiority of tboJG.nwrar 
bers, made the Turks give way, and killed 
an immcsttfc number of men. Prince Cobourg 
fcnt n^eatedly, during the aftion, to re- 
queft Suworow to come and fupport him. ^ 

, As- to. Suworow, Jie was behind JBochl^. 
He had ( turned the .^emy's batteries, whp 
had/cajrcely time to. fire a few^rounds, before 
they took to flight, and precipitately dragged 
gU the cannon thty could (ave^ behind tlie 
intrenchments of Kringumaelor. At this 
time the Spahis ar^iyed^^ and in order to flop 
. the platoons, by hemming tl^ein ^ in, they 
made fevcral attacks, few of wijich wpre ma^

Suworow foun4 on the other fide of th^ 
villa^e^.,^ fituatiou of fufEcient extent to 
form his lines, inftantiy, in order of bati* 
tie. The Turks kept up a very vigorous fire 
ijcom tbejr heavy artillery, plated in the wood 

of KJ^ngumaelor> by which the platoons 

• . « 

were at firft annoyed; but as- they continued 
to advance, the greater part of this can<^ 
nonade was without efFe6l» , 

The Ruffians marched boldly tip to th« 
wood, and) as their left wingf was but a 
quarter of a mile from the right wing of 
Prince Cobourg, as well as from the wood^ 
Suworow refolved to make a laft and decifive 
attack to terminate this conteft, which began 

VOLklli u t© 
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to grow long and tedious. The lines' of the 
Ruflians, and thofe of; the Auftrians> formed 
a right angle with the interval juft defcribed, 
the Ruffians facing the weft, and the Au(- 
trians the fouth; a pofition which was very 
difadvantageous to the Turks : and Suwo* 
row fent the Colonel Zalotuchin to Prince 
Cobourg, to defire him immediately to 
advance, as loon as he fhould fee Mm com* 
imence the attack* 

Prince Cohourg had already been engage! 
in the preceding battle, \^crein the Turks^ 
being preffed by the Ruffians, and over^ 
jKJwered by the crofs fire of the two corps» 
had abandoned the field of battle, leaving a 
great number of their men upon the field. 
They no fooner faw the Auftrians approach- 
ing;, than they fled towards the main body 
of the army, which was in the wcx)d, and 
numerous parties ftill joined them from the 
camp of Rymnik. Thefe bodies appeared 
by degrees on the right wing of the Ruffians, 

as

A 
dreadftil fii'e proceeded from it, aiid, to faVe 
his men, Suworow brdered the cavalry to 
atfelck in the interval of the platoons, becatifc 
they might eafily jjenetfate iiito the wodd* 
through which they might fee light behiild 
the intrehchMehts. in that part theit Were 
abov6 fi^een fhbufahd janif&riei^, iaoalf 
armed only with a fabre, called daiglitfch| 
tod their tavalry covered the two wings o£

Al| 
the platoons foon followed the cavalry, and 
cut ia pieces all they found in their vjay. 
Colojiel . Bardakow's platoon of grenadiersj^ 
which was the neareft to the Auftrians, and 
thofe of Kaunitz and CoUeredo^ diftinguifhed 
themfelves on this occafion.

: At feur in the aftcrnooatte-' combined 
cMTps^ wefe maftets of the wood^ Taud ' th*

fSU). i^forder. Gefonel SchjwrfhneW ^ai 
left in the rear, with his platoon ouck l3ie ^rt 
of the Auftrians, to keep poffeffion of the 
wood, and guard the artillery taken from 
^c enemy > while the reft continued td 
purfue them. On ^ fides the ground was 
covered with dead ; for it was thought ex- 
pedient not to give the Turks quarter, on 
account of the immenie number of their 
army, and the we^nefs of the allied corps. 
Hence the RufHans g.nd Auftri^s killed all 
they met, and Poliwanow charged a party 
with his iquadii)n, and cut five hundred men 
to pieces. 

From the other fide of Kringumaelor 
to the river of Rymnick, is about a 
mile. This road was encumbered with a 
^eat quantity of trains of artillery and 

H 3 caif- 
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eaiffens, which the Turks bad endeavoiired 
to fave from the woods ; but not bang able 
to drag them any farther, they had left the 
matches burning. Hence many of the Gaifi? 
fons blew up, which impeded the purfuit, 
an4 did much mifchief • 

The Grand Vizier, a man much dleeme4 
for his courage and his talents, was in a very 
deplorable ftate of health, having been attack? 
ed with the afthnja -, and, contrary to the 
cuftpm of the Turks, hM come in a cgrriagc^ 
though he mounted a horfe during the ac- 
tion, and did his utmof): to r^lly his mcn^ 
and lead theoi back tp the charge. He con- 
jured tjieni^ \v\ thp pam§ of the Alcoran^ 
i^hieh hP l*eld qp before them j and, to leave 
np motive untried, he caufed two fiej(irpieces, 
whic H were near him, and were tlie only can- 
non fave4, to be pointed, and fired upon ^hem, 
But his troqps were infenfible to every thing 
|)ut fear^ and he wa§ wholly unable to re-anir 
mate their courage. Oiinan Bacha was feea 
o fome- 
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Ibiii^iiies riding among his troops, but with- 
out being able to flop their flight. 

The viftorious forces arrived at fun-fet 
at the river of Rymnick, where a prodigious 
quantity of men had been drowned, as well 
as of horfes and cattle. Its cdiirfe was alfb 
obftru^ted in various parts by above a hmi"^ 
dred carriages and waggons. All that wenp 
able to fly, had hafiened to feek their iafetjr 
on the oppofite bank* 

. The camp of the great army of the Turks 
was on the hither fide of the river; but it 
was in fo filthy a flate, that it was fcarcely 
poffible to breathe there. In various places 
were cafks of ppwder, near which the Turks, 
when taking to flight, had left lighted 
matches, and they had alfo buried combuf-f 
tibles, fbme of which blew up among the 
troops, and wouijded feveral of the men. In 
iias camp the allied troops made an immenfe 
l>ooty, 4nd in the river. 

^ , H 4 Suworow 
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jSuworow had previoufly refolded rutk tft 
pafs the riycr that day, becau& the Uoaps^ 
fatigued with the labours of the day, and 
the long march that preceded it, were in 
want of reft. HP therefore pitched his camp 
ftialf a njiite from Prince Cohourg, This ixv^ 
trepid and indefatigable general foon iitq? 
come into Suworow's tent, when lliey con-^ 
gn^iated each other with the eSuiioMi 
iQ{ the warmeft friendfhip^ Several AuJ^ 
trian generals and ftafi^officers alfo came to 
the Ruffian camp, and General Karatfchay 
could fcarcely perfuade himfelf tp quit 6u* 
wproWf 

In the evening, Prince Oobourg received a 
courier from Prince Potemkin. Among other 
things, this difpatch contained fotae re-f 
proaches on account of the pontoons not 
having been ready, Prince Cdbourg, who, 
as a prince in the empire, and in the erape* 
rpr's fervice, was not under the command of 
J?Pt9pkin, was wuch dif|ufted at this repri-*

mand; janid it wasikid that, if (lie counor 
had arrived fooner, . be would not liava cn-> 
gaged the enemy, 

• Next mprnkig, at day-^break, Buworow 
ordered two regiments of Coffacs to pafs th^ 
fiver, together with all the A^nautf, and twa 
fquadrons of imperial hnffars, to feize th^ 
Ijamp, which the enemy had abandoned on 
the other bank, and purfue them ftill far^ 
thcr. Tills was the^ camp of the grand vizier 
himfelf, and confiderable riches were found 
there, together with, the large and fuperly 
tent of that generaliflhno, the interior of 
which was almoft entirely of cloth of gold 
and filver. A few hundi'ed Turks were alfq 
found there, who were cut in pieces, 

A great many Turks had alfo remained in 
the wood, where they imagined themfelves in 
fafety. Prince Cobourg fent fome infantry 
gnd huflars to fcpur it, who killed a great 

many 
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many fugitives, and fired at thafe who had 
taken refuge in the trees. 

Thus terminated the vi6lory gained, on 
the twenty-fecond September, 1798, over the 
Ottoman army, commanded by the grand 
vizier, at Rymnik, on a field of battle five 
miles in extent. The Auftrians have called 
this vidory the battle of Martmefti, from a 
village of that name, formerly fituated on 
the Rymnik, but which then np longer ex* 
ifted, 

' The lofs of the enemy waj5 five thoufand 
men, who remained upon the field of battle, 
two thoufand killed in the woods, or who 
died of their wounds, and three thoufand 
drowned in the Rymnik and the Buko ; a- 
mong the latter of whom was the ^eis effendi ; 
in all, ten thoufand men. Very few were madq 
prifoners, for the reafon already mentioned, 
The grapd vizier, in the account he fent tgf 

the 
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1^ grand fignior^ eitimatcdhis lofs at twenty 
jlip\>fend, jacljiding deferters. 

The combined corps fufered very little 
|ofs. The Auftrians had one hundred and 
fifty inen killed, fpme of whom were officers, 
and three hundred wounded. The Rwffians 
Jiad only fiftyrfeyen incn killed, amopg 
f^hom was one Coffac officer, and one hvuvr 
^ed and teQ wpunded. 

They took fiyty-cight piecps pf cannons, 
^elye mortars^ and a quarter of the fiege 
artillery^ with one hundred ftandards, and a 
great quantity of ammunition, provifions^ 
gndcatde. 

Acco|:ding to the lea^ exaggerated sc-r 
(counts, the TurHfh an|iy confifted of froni 
ninety tp one hundred thoufand men. The 
Turks themfelves eftimated tl^eir numbers at 
pne hundre4 and fifteen thoufand, of 
^jrhich fixty or feven^ thoufand were chofen

troopsL Thdie WMt three Bachas with three 
tails, three of. two tails, aiKl many others. 
The greater part of the troops were cavalry. 
The allied army, as was ftat^d above, con* 
fiftcd of twenty-five thoufand men. 

The grftnd vizier fled, with the remains of 
his army, to Br^ilow, wher^ he remaiiied 
about a fortnight, to collect his fcattered 
troops 5 and, as they were all for retreating 
beyond the Danube, he was obliged to pafs 
that river, and retreat to Schumka, where 
he was abandoned by the greater part of them , 
He afterwards retired to his eftate in Romelia, 
for the benefit of his health, which Avas in 
a rapid decline. His court did not punifh 
him for having loft the battle, and he died 
/)f his diforder the following year. The Se^? 
rafkier Haffan-Bacha, who had been captain-? 
bacha, fucceeded him in his office pf grand 
vizier.

Vienna and Peteriburg, on the fame day. 

The ofticers and foldiers of both corpisi 
Were rewarded with appropriate faVour.

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CHAP. V. 

Count Suworow proceeded by eafy 
ijiarches to Berlat, on the Sereth ; and en- 
camped on the bank of that river> near tha 
little town of Tekutfch, wh^e he remamed 
feme days, and from whence he lent an of- 
ficial report of the battle of Rymnik to Pe- 
terlburg. He afterwards ordered a public 
thankfgiving for the viftory. He arrived at 
the camp of Berlat at the latter end of Sep- 
tember, and celebrated the feftival on the 
firftof Oaober^ 

During his abfence, Lieutenant-General 
Mi chelowiz had conduced his corps to 
Faltfchi, where he remained fome time, un- 
der the command of Suwoi?ow. There ar- 
rived alfo fome regiments of cavalry and in- 
fantry, with. two regiments of CofTacs, who 

were 
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were alfo under his command, till he fent 
them into winter-quarters. 

At tMs time, the general engaged in a very 
friendly intercourfe with the Seraikier of 
Brahilow -, and, in order to avoid the effu- 
iipn of blood between the two armies, they 
fettled the following articles : — The general 
agreed to. give notice to the Seraikier in cafe 
he Ihould receive orders to march againft 
him; while the latter engaged to difplay only 
an appearance of defence, and to furrender on 
certain conditions. But infurmountable ob- 
ftacles prefented themfelves, which prevented 
the execution of this plan. 

The corps of Cobourg and Suworow were 
encamped near to each other, on the oppo- 
fite banks of the Sereth. The generals, of- 
ficers, and foldiers of both, lived together in 
the greateft harmony, fo that it appeared as 
if they belonged to one common fovereign. 



1 3 After 
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After the furrendcr of Belgrade, the Prince 
Cobourg had received a very confiderabic 
reinforcement from the Bannat; fo that, in 
the fpring, his army was augmented to forty- 
five thoufand^men. 

The defign of the Auftrians was to open 
the campaign with Suworrowj but as he had 
hot received orders to move, he was ftill in 
winter-quarters, when the Prince Cobourg 
aSembled the greateft part of his army at 
Bucharelt; which was in April, 1790* He 
proceeded to Schurfch, but the fiege of that 
place being deferred, he returned to encamp. 
at.Buchareft. 

Soon after the capture of Bender, Haffan 
Bacha, who was then Grand Vizier, dif- 
patched a deputy from Schumla to Prince 
Potemkin, to make propofitions of peace. 
Many couriers paffed and repaffed oh the oc- 
calion; appearances feemed to announce fe* 
nous negociatioU'Ss and, it is probable, that 

peace 
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|)eace would have been concluded, if the 
death of Haffan Bacha, which wa-s accele- 
rated by the Pivan, had npt difllpated that 
expeftation; as the minifters of the Porte 
were defirous of continuing the war. 

Juflqf Bacha, who had been invefted with 
the dignity of Grand Vizier, at the beginning 
of the firft campaign, was, in a (hort time 
after the death of Haffan Bacha, again raifed 
to that eminent ftation. In the month of 
May, he proceeded to Rutfchuck, beyond 
Schurfch, with an army which he had col- 
le6led at Schumla, and palfed the Danube 
^t the firft of thefe places. 

His progrefs was very .flow till the end of 
that month, when tlie fmall body of forces, 
encamped before SchurfcR., effe^lfed his paC- 
fage. The defign of the Grand Vizier was . 
to attack Prince Cobourg at Buckareft; and, 
if l\e fhould be fuccefsful, to poffefs himfelf, 
J 4 not 
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not only of that capital, but of all Wal- 
iachia. 



In the mean time, Suworow had received 
orders to march, and to form a junftion with 
Prince Cobourg. He left behind him at 
Berlat two battalions with the field-pieces, 
three fquadrons of cavalry, two hundred 
Coflacs, and five hundred Amauts. The body 
of referve remained upon the Pruth, under 
the command of Licutenant-General Count 
Melin. He went afterwards with a confi- 
derable body of troops to occupy a poft at 
Tekutfch j and Melin vas relieved by Prince 
Gallitzin. 

Suworow, when he ordered his troops out 
of winter-quarterSj^ fixed the rendezvous at 
Kilieni, on the oppofite bank of the Sereth, 
where the Auftrians had conftrufted bridges, 
about twenty miles from Berlat; and the 
whole corps were coUefted there at the place 
appointed. 

The 
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The corps confifted of four battalions of 
grenadiers and fufileers, with their field- 
pieces, and twenty pieces of heavy artillery ; 
twelve fquadrons of carabineers } four regi- 
ments of Coflacs; in all, fifteen thoufand 
men, with two thoufand Arnauts. It was 
commanded by Lieutenant-General D erf el- 
den, and the M^or-Generals Londlkoy and 
Pofniakow. It encamped for fifteen days at 
Kilieni; and was, during that time, em- 
ployed in praftifing Afferent manoeuvres. 

About this time, Suworow received the fol- 
lowing letter from the Emperor Leopold :^—

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While thefe various tranfaftions were pro^ 
ceeding> a 'large party of the Turkilh army 
had pafled the Danube. Prince Cobourg 
gave inftant notice of this circumftance to 
Suworow J and, at the fame time, requeft^ 
him to draw nearer to him with the Ruffian 
forces. The general accordingly fet out that 
very night, and went down the Sereth tq 
Qirnefchrie, where he remained 9 month. 

Having received frefh intelligence from 

Prince Cobourg, who announced that th? 

10 Turks. 
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Turks were in full niarch, and that they had 
'already fent numerous parties into the in 
terior of the country, the troops were in- 
flantly in motion, made ten miles in two 
days, and encamped at Refipeni on the Bufeo. 
TKey fufl&:red very much during this march ; 
the very liot weather having dried up ail 
the hrooks^ Mefarofch, . the Auftrian quar- 
ter-mafter-general, was encamped, with a 
fmall body of troops, to the right of the 
Ruffians. 

. ' .Suv/ordw had been'ibmc tifoe" in thjs po- 
iition, when Colbnel Fifcher " arriy«4> (litk 
Auguft):- charged with a letter from Piince 
Co|)ourg,. and a verbal meffagc which he 
Jiad not time to write. By. this dilpat^h, 
^e general was informed that the Grand 
Vizier had paffed the Danube with the 
greater part of ^ his arrtiy ; that his advanced 
guard appeared at a" few miles from Schurfch ; 
^nd that t^^re.^Y^s ey^ry^appearance that.tlie 

Ottomans 
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I 

Ottomans would very fhortly make their ■ 
attack. 



Suworow immediately gave his orders, and, 
in three days, he had encamped at Afumaz, 
two miles from Prince Cobourg, at Bucha^- 
reft, and eighteen from his laft pofition. 
The day after his arrival, he paid a vifit to 
the Prince, who returned with him to Afu^ 
mez, where they arranged the neceflary dif-? 
pofitions. 

The Ruffians and Auflrians, always ani- 
mated by the fame fpirit of union and good- 
will, were delighted at being again united ; 
and poffefled the common ardour to conti- 
nue the career of duty and glory together. 
The Turks, however, had called in their ad- 
vanced guard, as well as all their parties. 

The Grand Vizier, JufTuf Bacha, who was 
at Schurfch, had been informed of the junc- 
tion of Prince Cobourg with Suworaw. At 
8 . the 
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the very moment when a pcafant gave him 
this unexpected intelligence^ he wa& occu- 
pied in forming the plan oif an attack, which 
he meditated againft the Aufhians : and let- 
ting the pen fall from his hand, he exclaimed, 
*• What is now to be done !'* 

The troops, commanded by the Prince 
Cobourg, confifted of forty thoufand men, 
Germans 'and Hungarians. There was alfo 
ibme fmall detachments, diftributed in dif-* 
fcrent parts of Wallachia, which might very 
readily be collected, fo that his army might 
be faid to confift of fifty thoufand men ia 
a high ftatc of difcipline. It would have 
been, therefore, a matter of difficulty or 
doubt, to have driven the /Turks from 
Schurfch, and to penetrate into Bulgaria. 

But the face of affairs was ahnoft inftantly 
changed. In a few days after the^ junction 
of the two armies. Colonel Fifcher arrived 
at Suworow's camp with the intelligence, 

that 
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Aat Jill armifticewas agreed upon, ^t Rci*; 
chenb^qh, which checked ^11 farther c^era* 
tiQns>au4 deliverpci the Grand Vizier frpm liiis 
perilous fituation. '•,.:. 

On the following day, the genecaU of the 
allied armies^bid adieu to each, with every 
mark ef regard and r^ret. 

Suworow now patflcd the Bufeo^ to ittum 
to Kilieni, where he had already been, and 
remained there tilf the end of September." 
From thence he paffed the Screth, having 
thrown a bridge of boats- over iffet river j 
and encamped at Marimeni, at five miles 
from Gahz. 

While- he was at Kilieni, Princie Potcmkin 
wrote to him, requefting a particular con- 
ference. Suworow conjeftured the objeft 
of it, and fent hita the following anfwer :— ^ 
•* The flotilla of row-^boats will get poflef- 
" fion of the mouths of the Danube j^ Tulcia 

'' and 



" and Ifaccia will fall into jour power ; our 
*5 troops, fupported by the. veflcls, will take 
" Tfinailow and Brahilow; and make Tfchif- 
*^ tow tremble-" 

In faft, a very fhort time after, Admijal 
Ribas entered into the hranchcs of the Da- 
nube with the flotilla, gained different ad- 
vantages over the Turksi and took Tulcia 
by efcalade. ' . . . 

The light troopi formed the advanced 
pofts in the vicinity ot Gala^: : neverthelefs, 
the finall T:urkifti vcflels continued to paj& 
between that place and Brafailow^ without 
the leaft interruption. One night, however, 
there appeared to be a cbni6at betiveen a 
great number of thefe boats, the caufe and. 
nature of which the Ruffians could not.com- 
prehend, An ofiicer, therefore, was detached, 
with four chajpupcs belonging to the Ar- 
imuts, and it was foon difcoyered that a 
number a£ Chiiflian prifoners^ to the amount 

of 
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of a hundred of both fexes, having made 
an attempt to efcape, they were purfued> and 
cannonaded in their flight by the Turks* The 
captives, however, were delivered> and fix 
large Turldfli chaloupes taken^ 

Suworow ordered thefe chaloupes to be 
armed with a few pieces of artillery> and fre- 
quently manoeuvred* He then ordered 
entrenchments to be formed on the bank, 
and ftrengthened with foldiers and artillery. 
When they were completed, he took up his 
quarters there, with two battalions of grena- 
diers and fufileers; and from thence main- 
tained a continual communication with 
Major-General Ribas. General Derfelden 
remained with the reft of the troops at 
Marimeni. 

About this time, Suworow received the 
following letter,, from Prince Cobourg, as a 
monument of the reciprocal regard which was 
entertained by thefe diftinguifhed warriors. 

« Gene* 
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* General, 

" I muft quit you on Friday next, to take 
tfpoft liie my lie w command in Hungary i 
and no circiiinftanceof niy. departure is io' 
afili(5ling to me, as my reparation from 
fiiirh a Worthy &nd ineftiitiablc fnend.

*Vchara6tef : our friendfhip has been Formed 
" by circumftances of the greateft import-^

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Soon after* the account of thp- taking of 
Tulcia, Suwofbw had the fatisfaftlon to 
learn, that Admiral Riba$, the brother of the 
general of that name, had made himfelf 
mafter of Ifaccia. During the operations 
of the attack, the Chriftians and Jews, who 
had niade an attempt to quit the place, were 
cfcorted, by the TiirksV to Brahilow. 

At the fame time, General Muller be^ 
fieged Kilia, where he received feveral wounds^ 
of which he unfortunately died: Thjs place 
was moft vigoroufly befieged, during three, 
weeks ; but a breach being effeded, it fur- 
rendered on capitulation to Lieutenant- 
General Sudowitfch, who was immediately 
advanced to the rank of commander-in- 
chief. 

In the beginning of November, Suworow 
made his approaches to the important fortrefi 
of Ifmailow. Admiral Ribas, in a few weeks 
after, arrived with his flotilla, and not a day 

K 2 pafled 



Npaflcd withput an png^ggnjcnt, -Thf Turks 
hacj about a hundred and fifty veffels with 
oars : and Ribas had about a hundred, with 
feventy chalojipes of Tchrnomer. He very 
frequently gained iCojifideraWe advantages, 
even under the v^ery cannon of the place. He 
burned or todk at leaft one half of the cjiea^y'^ 
veffels, and loft very few of hds own- 

At length, the advanced ftate of the feafon, 
and unfortunate weather, obliged Mm to 
r^e the liege } and the land-forces retired 
from before Ifmailow, to enter into winter 
quar^en. 
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The troops were afready on their march, 
when General Suworow received aii order, 
from Field-MarfharFrince Potemkiri, to re- 
pair from GdlSiz to Ifmsulow, anH'to take 
the place at all hazards : 

He was^ perfeftly aware of the great dan^ 
ger and rifk of fuch an enterptiie', from' 
the advanced ftate of the feafon -, nor did it 
appear probable that any thing decifive could 
be accomplifhed agairift fo ftrorig a place j 
and which the Turks regarded as impregna- 
ble, from its numerous garrifoii. N'everthe- 
lefe, he inftantly obeyed the command which 
he had received. 

He made all the neceflary difpiofitions for 
this extraordinary undertaking, and ?irrived 

K 3 on 
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on the fecond day at Ifmailow, which is 
twenty miles from Galaz. 

Admiral Ribas remained with his flotilla, 
on his former ftation, on the Danube. He 
alfo fortified an ifland over againft Ifmailow, 
where he had eftaJDliftied batteries, from 
which he annoyed the town with bombs, and 
oftentimes fet it on fire. The Ottoman fleet 
had been fo much weakened, that it dared 
not venture on an engagement, /but kept its 
pgfition in the harbour, ^nd under thejpro-» 
tedion of the place. 

All the different corps, which he had or« 
dered with the utmoft expedition from dif- 
ferent parts, were coUe61ed at their ap- 
pointed rendezvous, before Ifmailow, within 
four days after the general himfelf had ar-- 
rived there. . ■ .. \ 

. His army, by fea and land, confifted of 
twenty-three thoufand men, one half of 

which 
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which were CofTacs ; among whom were a 
great number C)f fick, on account of the bad 
feafon. The horfes, alfo, had but a fmall 
portion of forage. Befides, the weather be- 
came extremely cold, fo that the foldiers were 
obliged to cut the reeds, which grow in that 
marfliy country, to ferve as fucL 

Without lofmg a moment," the general * 
ordered forty fcaling-ladders, and two thou- 
fand fafcines, to be iriftahtly prepared on the 
Ipot, while parties were difpatched tq get . 
them from other places, where they Imd 
been previoufly commanded. In the mean 
time, the troops were exercifed, during the 
night, in the ufe and application of them. 

He not only reconnoitred the place hi nv- 
felf, with the- moft' minute attention, but 
ordered all his general officers to do the fame; .. 
in order that, in every diviiiou, tliere might 
be a commanding officer, completely quali- 
'fied to direft the columns in the projected 
K 4 allault. 
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aflault. The Turks, at firft, difchargcd a,- 
few cannon at the reconnoitring party, but 
without efFeds and they did not even make 
one fally to interrupt them. 

As foon as the firft obfervations had been 
made, ReifchofF, major-general of artillery, 
^d Prince Charles de Ligne, m Auftrian en- 
gineer, caufed batteries to be erefted on the 
two wings,, during the night, thirty or forty 
toifes from the town. For want of heavy 
fiege artillery, which had been before fent to 
Ben4^r and Kilia, thefe batteries were only 
mounted .with twelve pounder field-pieces 
and licornes, making, in the whole, forty 
pieces of cannon, which was ^11 the' field 
artillery they pofleffed. 

The ereflion of thefe batteries was only a, 
mafk, to make the Turks believe the towii 
would be befieged in a regular manner, and 
to prevent them from fufpefting a fudden 
fcalade, Puring this^ firft night they did 

not

r^t in the leafb diflurb tjie workmen. Za*., 
lotuchin was pofted undeir the battery to the^ 
nght, with the Fanagor regiment of grena-^ 
dier5 J and General Kulufow under that 4:o 
the left, with four battalions of tlie corps ofv 
B[uch chaffeurs,. At break of day the battc*. 
lies began to play upon the., town, and were, 
ajifwered by a very quick fire, though with-, 
out doing muchj mifchief; 

• The town of Ifmailow^ which is a mile in , 
circumference from the Danube round to 
the water again, and ftretches half a mile along 
the bank of the river, h|s eight baflipns. 
Tbft ramparta are,, in general^ three toifes 
high, and. in fome places fours tiie moat is 
fix or feven toifes deep, and half way be- 
tween the polygons of Bender and of Brock 
was a fauffe-braie, or falfe trench. Thele 
were all the internal works, and near the 
town was a cavalier in ftone work, which 
m$ht hold fome thoufend men. The fide

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next the water was defended by ramparts and 
horizontal batteries. 

The Rtiflian army lay in a fimi-circular 
form, half a mile from the town. Some of 
the troops were ftiil nearer, biit were obliged 
to remove to a greater diftance, becaufe they 
were annoyed by the heavy, cannon. Tbefc 
troops formed a fegment of a circle, of about 
tkrec miles from one part of the river to the 
other. 

The Reai'-Admiral Ribas was inceflantly 
cannonading the place, and the remains of 
the Turkilh flqtUla, which made but a feeble 
return to his fire, . He approached the town 
two days before the affault, a;nd burned or 
funk almoft all the fhips that remained. He 
only loft a brigantine, which blew up with 
two hmidred men on board. 

The Serafkier Auduflu-Bacha, an old 
warrior^ who liad twice refufed the dignity 

of 
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^. Grand Vizier, had the comiliand in If* 
Biailow, The troops of the'garrifon, which* 
yrere under the orders offeven fultaiis, con- 
fided of forty-three thoufand men, nearly 
half df whom werejaniflaries, eight thouiand 
cavalry, various corps who had come from* 
fcveral fortified towns that hid furrendered' , 
by capitulation, , as Chorin, Ackerman, and' 
Palanha, and a part of the garrifon of Ben-* 
dcr, and of that of Kilia. Thefe troops had 
been left there as a punilhmeht,.and it has 
been fince learned, that the Grand Seignior 
publiftied a firman, forbidding this garrilbn 
to furrender'on ariy cafe: whatever 5 and or- 
dered the Serafkier, if they fhould not per- 
form their duty,' to cut off the' heads of thofe 
who fhould be found beyond the Danube, ' 
without foriii of triaL Thus thdre was every' 
r?afon to believe the Turks would defend 
themfelves to the laft extremity. 

On the 9th of December, • Suworow ient x 
a letter of Prince Potemkin to the Serafkier, 

to 
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to which he added a few Hnes from himfelf; 
to induce him to furrender j to which the 
Sera&ier replied, by a long Arabic letter, inf 
a very bombiaftic ftyle, the fubftance of which 
was, that he advifed the Ruffians to retreati 
" As the feafon being bad and far advanced,- 
" they would be in want of all kinds o^ 
*• neqeflaries ; whereas the town was abun- 
** dantly provided ; or, if not, he demanded 
'* a delay of a month, to communicate with 
'^ the grand vizier/' 

The nextday^ aa officer, who (poke the 
Turkilh language tolerably well, was fent 
into the town, and had an interview with a ' 
bim-badia 5 who told him, in their oriental 
%le, that, "The Danube would ceafe tO' 
'^ flow, or the heavens bow down to the 
** earth, before Ifjnailow would furrender 
*' to the Ruffians/' 

Suworow, however, determined to make 
ppq jnorfe effort > and therefore- fent ^ note 
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^o the Scrafkiier, m which he ga\re hiM 'hisi 
S^Qrd of honour, that utilefs he hung oiit 
the white flag that very day, the place would 
he taken by affkult, and aill the garrifon piit 
Jo the (Word. 

Many of the Ottomans were difpofed to 
furrender, but the Sera&igr, who was of 
opinion tp run all rilks, had th^ majority of 
yoices with him. He therefore return^ no 
<uifwer to. the note* Suworow, the fame 
day, aflfembled a council of war, where the 
fubalterns voted firft. He addreffed themi 
as he did afterwards all the corps, in a very 
manly and energetic fpeech. Having pointed 
out to them the difficulties of the enter-* 
prize, and the means of furmoiinting them, 
•' Brave warriors," faid he, <* remember 
" this day all your former viftories, and 
" Continue to prove, that nothing can rcfift 
" the force of the Ruffian arms: we ar« 
" not . now deliberating on an operatixwii 
" which maybe deferred to a future .timei 

but 
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" but on the taking a place. of ifflportancci 
" the pofleflion o£ which will decide the 
" fate of our campaign, and which the 
" haughty Ottomans . believe impregnable* 
" Twice has the Ruffian army already laid 
" fiege to Ifmailow, and twice it has retreat- 
*' ed from it. This third time nothing re- 
" mains for us, but to conquer, or to die 
" with glory." .The general found his army 
full of refolution, his fpcecbitill farther en*^ 
flamed, the zeal of his brave troops, and their 
accuftomed valour now encreafcd to enthu-^ 
fiafm. / 

With this fpirit was the aflault of Ifmai- 
low agreed to and decided. 

Suworow now received a difpatch from 
Prince Potcmkin, with difpatcKes, repre- 
fentingj " That if he was not certain of fuc- 
" cefs, it were better not to rifk the aflault /* 
to which Suworow replied in few words 5 
"- My plan is -fixed. The Ruffian army has 
• - " already 
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** already been twice at the gates of If-. 
** mallow, and it would be ihameful for 
" them to retreat from them a third time, 
" without entering the place/' 

In the evening, fome of the Coffacs had 
deferted, and gone over to the enemy • and 
the report of this incident had not been im- 
mediately brought to the general's quarters* 
The Turks, as was afterwards learnjed, at 
firft intended to made a ftrong fally, againft 
the two batteries, with eight thoufand ja- 
niffaries, and four thoufand Ipahis, and to 
attack, with two thoufand Tartars, the ge^ 
neral's quarters, which, according to Su- 
worow^s cuftom, was defended with but a 
fmall guard. Tliis fally would have been 
fatal to the befiegers, efpecially on account 
of their artillery, which conlifted of iio 
more than a few field-pieces. Fortunately, 
however, the aflault commenced very early 
in the morning, and put an end to that pro* 
jeft. The Turks, however^ were not at- 
9 tacked 
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lacked tmawafess and a 'great pait of the 
garrifon> who had been under arms all 
liight, were upon the ramparts. It is pr<J* 
bable, therefore, tiit infonhatioh given by 
the deferters had roufed the vigilance of the 
-enemy. 

SuworoW afted the more wifely^ in accc- 
Jerating the execution of his plan, as had he 
poftponed the altault a fmgle day, he miift 
perhaps^ have f enounced it altogether j for, 
in the evening after* it took place, a thick 
rog aroi^, which made the ground very flip- 
pery, and it would have been impoffible to 
mount the ramparts j an " obftacle which 
it. would have continued throughout the 
Winten 

To lull the Turks in iecurity, and make 
theni believe the befiegers were in want of 
amniunition, they very rarely fired the guns 
of the bskterics, and of the fleet, during the 
night preceding the affault. All the mea- 
7 fures, 
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iUre$, ho#BV^ri vrere t^iii and the orders 
given for the operation. All *the befiegers 
were ready; and Suworow paffed the night 
by the fire fide, with Jqine officffl-s of his 
fiiit^i in an iiilpatienf vigilance for thS 
hQur whein the fignals vftrt to be given. 

At three in the morning the firft mufket 
was fired, which was the fignal to prepare 
for the affaulti

hi many places the beiiegers could not do 
this with fufficient expedition, they affifted 
each other, and, with equal alertnefs and 
addrefs, climbed to the top of the ramparts 
by means of their bayonets. 

The arqiiebufiers of each column were on 
the edge of the moat, from which, notwith- 
ftanding the darknefs of the night, they took 
aim, whenever the fire of the artillery 
permitted them, at the Turks who de- 
fended thB ramparts. The troops were 
now 'advanced from every fide towards the 
principal points, and General Lacey, who 
had the fecond column, was the firft on the 
rampart foon after fix in the morning. The 
firft and third columns were to have fup- 
ported him, but were retarded ; and the firft 
in particular was greatly embarrafled. Thus 
Lacey was very clofely prelTed; for although 
his troops had already drawn the Turks from 
the parapet, they had to encounter feven 
thoufand meit, wfio^ with' drawn fabres, hin-

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dred them from advancing any farther. SQOdi

The firft was guilty of a terrible miftake ; 
after having cleared the ditch, it came to a 
chain of very ftrong palifades, which extendi 
ed to the hanl^s of the Danube : this they 
leaped Qver, and pafTmg another ditch behind 
them, rea^he^ the ramparts^ The grena- 
diers of Fanagor took the firft b^on, but, 
on attacking a. ftone platform, which was 
between the firft ^d.fecondhaftion, with-5 
out or4ers, they fuftair^ed a very great lofs. 
Colonel Zalotuchin no\;v^ called them frorai 
the platfproi, to take the fecon^ baftion^ 
when General Merknob received a morta^ 
wound, and Colonel Kwaftow tqok the comi; 
mand of his column. 

The Ruffiaiis performed wonders j though^ 
in confequence of this inconfiderate attack, 
they had greatly fufwsred ; and ^he Turks, by 

afaUy, 
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^ fally of eight or te» thpnfandmeaae- 
coropanied with women arnwd with ppruardSf 
made great havpck among thein;. at length, 
however, reinforcements arrivedi the enemy 
was driven back, and the RuiEa^is poiS^fTed 
themfelvcs of the fecond baftion. But as 
mrery baftion had a magazine of powder ua- 
der it, a ftrong guard was inftantly piafeod, 
to prevent the troops from being blown. ihtQ 
the air.

D^ now began to appear; bfut during 
the night, the reciprocal s^y^talge^a which 
were gained by the hpftile parti9«i were 
known by the exclamatioris o£ hurra! an 
the fide of the Ruffians, and allab! pnthat 
pf the Turks. 
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' At the fame time that the columns of 
troops proceeded againft the place by land ; 
the columns of veffels, bcmg informed of 
the movement, by the difcharge of a rocket, 
proceeded by water to the fame obje6V, Thcy^ 
Advanced, under a conftant fire, in two lines • 
The firft confifted of a hundred boats of 
Tfchoynomor, full of troops appointed to 
make a defcent. The fecond line was com-^ 
j^ofed of brigantines, floating batteries, dou- 
ble chaloupes, and other veflels 5 and as they 
approached, the fire of the Turks encreafedJ 
Am<5ng other batteries on the water fide, they 
pofTefTed a work, which, though it had but 
little elevation, was extremely ftrong, being 
defended by weighty-three pieces of cannon; 
the greateft part of a large calibre^ together 
with fifteen Epottars and a howitzer, which 
difcharged five hundred pounds weight of 
ball . . . 

The fire from the mortars of the fecond 
line, covered the cannonade of tlie firfl j and

-when they had both come within two hun-» 
drecl paces of the fliore, the fecond line di- 
vided, and 'placed itfelf \ipon the two wings 
of the firft ^ by which manoeuvre the whole 
was thrown into a femicLicle. The Turks 
made a mpil. determined oppofition during 
an hour; but^ as it was night, no mifclnef> 
was done : a few Ruffian veflels alone fufier-. 
ed, and at feven in the morning the defcent

At eight, the Ruffians were mafters of the 
place on the fide of the water, as well as on ' 
that of the land. ' The afiault was then at an 
end,and the coiiteft commenced in the interi- 
or of the town, in the ftreets, aiid in the public 
fiiuares. Nor was there aft open fpot where 
men could engage that was not the fcene of 
combat. The Turks defended themfelves 
ynAi the moft delperate courage and availed 
themfelves of the windows to annoy.their in- :

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• There remained only to be taken -one 
large ftone platform, very ftrongly fortified, 
and feveral chanas, ftone buildings, con- 
ftru<5Vcd with grfeat ftrength, which were' 
filled withu people, and defended -by cannonV 
Though defended with a mk^ft obftinate 
courage, they wepc-all takerty with prodigious 
flaughter. 

The unfortunate Serafkuier^ Anduflu 
Bacha, having retired into one of thefe cha- 
with two thoxtfand of the flower of his 
janiffkries; and feveral pieces of cannon^ 
thought himfeif fecure from all danger But 
nothing was: impcegnabie before the bold 
defign^ of Suworow, and^ the dauntlefs ra- 
pidity of ^ his foldiers^ - The Seralkier and*- 
his people, at. length foartd all defence 
vaiUj I and therefore furrendercd to the 
RuiGans.

The Ruflians immediately fell upon the

In the afternocin,, General; 4f^#Sy arrived, 
jn the middle of, the dty^ witk.^hrfe l^ttali- 
on^ of cbafTeurs, awd ^ell.upcajk abowt ojie 
thQufand men/almoftall Taptar^, and^armoi 
with long pikes. Thefe Tartars. were dif-* 
mounted, and had precipitately retreated 
iato an Armenian convent, furroundedwith 
thick walls.

entered it. The young Machfut 6heray 
Sultan^ defended himfelf bravely with hi^ 
troops; and, after a long engagement, with 
only three hundred men remauiing, and with- 
out any hopes of relief, he laid down his 
arihs, alked for quarter, and was takcii 
prijfoners, with the reft of, his people. 

, The CoHacs of the fourth and fifth co- 
lumns, who had, at thefaole time, entered by^ 
the gates offender andKilia, having advanced 
into the city, were glfdled in the great 
fquare, by a fupcrior number of the enemy, and 
were completely cut off. But they were foon 
fuccouredby a battalion of Buch chafleilrs, 
ta which were added fome Tfchomomoi* 
Coflacsj who attacked the Turks in fhft 
rear, and defeated them, after an hour'^ 
engagement* 

• Kablan Gliefay', brother of the Khan,, the 
fefaveft of the feven fultans,who were flationed 
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'at Iflfnaikwir, and the fame who had perfbitJie^ 
ftiehffttxligies 6f valoiJt 'at SchfOrfchj ^feft 
the Auftrikns^ 'ordered aii akYm toH5e beati> 
alTembled his troops, a«d haft^ed td th^ 
market-place, in the centre of the town,

jpurfncd their advantages, and the Turkifh 
cavalry and the janidarles were deftroyed .

Valier, was occupiied by liieMeaphis, or gover-* 
nor, of Ifmailpw, with above two thoufand 
janiflaries and . other iftfantryi and Ibme 
pieces of cannon* It held out alongtimei 
but having fca^-cely any. hopes of fuccefs^ 
knowing that all around him were defeatedi 
aiid fearing perhaps tO' fhare the famefate^ 
he would not pufli matters to extremities^ 
and furrendered, . together with his troops* 
Ribas reftorcd to this governor his! fabre and 
txhtr arms* ^ 
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There now remained to be taken only a 
Very ftrong dxana, about a werft from the 
cavalieri and the rampart. Ribas alfo 
took upon himfcif this.commiffion, atid be- 
came mafter of itj after a very ftiort engage-^ 
inent> as dfo a few hundred men^ who had 
fledthithen 

At two in the afternoon, the land-troojis 
land marines occupied the centre of the city^ 
upon which Suworow cauled four fquadrons 
of carabineers, four fquadrons of huflars, and 
two' regiments of Coffacs, to enter on the 
two wings, by the gates of Brock and Ben- 
der, in order to clear the ftreets, where a few 
of the enemy might remahi difperfed. til 
their road they ciit down feveral Turks, who 
ftill pofleffed the defperate raflmefs and folly 
to defend themfelves. The cavalry af- 
terwards difinounted^ dnd, with fword in 
hand, fought for thofe, who concealed them- 

voL. II* M felves. 
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felves. They gave quarters to all thoie Who 
furrendered themfelves prifbners. 

After a bloody affault, of which hiftoiy 
affords no example, the viftory of the Ruffians 
was complete, and they wereabfolute matters 
of Ifmai'low by four o'clock, P. M. - This 
terrible defenfe, made by fo many thoufand 
Turks, had the appearance of rage anid furyj 
and even women fell upon the Ruffian fol- 
diers with poniards and other weapons. All 
the Ruffian commanders ran to.meet. tlic 
danger with the moft heroic valour, and^ the 
loldiers fought like lions. They were, en- 
gaged during fix hours, without caring for 
the fuperiority of the enemy, whom they at- 
tacked without ceafmg, and who inceflantly 
furrounded them with new parties. No ex- 
ertions could arreft their indefatigable afti- 
vity; no danger difturbed their inflexible 
intripidity. Here we Ihould retail the nu- 
merous afts of bravery and hetoifm, 
which deferve the admiration of mankind, 

if 
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if the limits of our plan^ would admit o( 
giving a more extenfive account of this af- 
fault. We liiall confine ourfelves to obfcrving 
that, fome days after, feveral of the Ruffian 
officers (huddered at the fight of the abyffes 
they had paiTed in tHe night, and the fteep 
heights they had fcaled. Thofe among them, 
who had been at the taking of Oczakow, 
could not compare the two aftions; and all 
agreed, that the taking of Ifmailow was 
the moft illuftrious monument of Ruffian 
glory. 

Thefe fame warriors, who, ten hours be- 
fore, were w^ting in filence for the fignal of 
an uncertain and formidable conteft, now 
faw the bodies of their enemies heaped at 
their feet, and their arms bathed in a 
deluge of blood, that filled the ftieets and 
public fquarcs. The calm of viftory foon 
fucceeded to the fury of the battle; and 
order was reftored at the voice of their 
commanders, who remained. Several bat- 
M 2 tafions 
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talions of grenadiers aiid Coffacs, who had 
loft half their officers, were commanded by 
thofe of the fufileers and chafleurs. 

Guards were pofted at various plarts of 
the city, and alio upon the ramparts. A 
J)attalion of Fanagof grenadiers formed the 
principal guard, in the market-place } a few 
battalions were ftationed on the ramparts ; 
ftrong guards were pofted at the gates, pow- 
der-miagazines, crofs ways, churches, and 
mofques ; and patroles were ordered to gd 
their rounds through all the ftreets. Suworow 
appointed Major-General Kotufow comman- 
dant of Ifmailow. 

Firing, however, was heaid tHroughwit 
the night, and even till the next mornings 
becaufe many Turks reriiaiacd dilpcrfed in 
the mofques, houfes, cellars, and barns. 
Many of thefe were killed, but the greater 
part furrendered theiftfelves prifoners. 

The 
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The town being taken by aflault. the fol- 
diers were permitted to plunder during three 
days, as had been promifed ; a fcene which 
could not pafs without freih bloodfhed, be- 
caufe many of the Turks preferred lofmg 
their lives to parting with their property. 

Suworow informed Prince Potemkin of 
the viftory, by this Spartan epiftle : " The 
'* Ruflian colours wave no the ramparts 
•* of Ifmallow." The prince was, at that 
time, at Bender, where the cannonading was 
diftinftly heard. 

Lieutenant-Generals Potemkin and Sa- 
. moilow met Suworow, before Bender, at the 
gate, where they all three difmounted, cor- 
dially embraced and congratulated each other 
on this important viftory. 

The next day, a folemij feftival was cele- 
brated on the occaiion, at the church of tl^e 
convent of St. John; the heavy artillery, 
M 3 that 
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that had been taken, was fired from all the 
ramparts, and all the generals affifted ; to- 
gether with the greater part of the ftafF and 
fuperior officers. They congratulated and 
embraced each other on all fides, with tears 
of joy ; and every one confidered both his 
own life and that of his friend as a gift of 
heaven : for every one attributed it to a pecu- 
liar favour of Providence, that he had efcaped 
fo many dangers, and had not fhared the fate 
of the numerous warriors, who had purcha- 
fed the viftory with their lives. Several per- 
fons alfo appeared, who were fuppofed to 
h^ve been killed the night before. 

After divine fervice, Suworow went to the 
principal gua|-d, where his Fanagor battalion 
was pofl:ed,paid a tribute of well merited praife 
to that troop, which had fp much diftinguifh-^ 
cd themf elves for their bravery ^ and then ren- 
dered the fame juftice, and expreffed the fame 
gratitude, to all the other corps, both officers 

and 
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and folcfiers, to^whofe valour he was indebt- 
ed for the taking of Ifmailow. 

The official report, to be fent to the court, 
was now prepared, and enquiry was made 
to difcover the number of thofe who liad fali- 
en during the alfault* The great quantity 
cf thofe vidtims was apparent, not only 
from the declarations of the prifoners, 
but from the ruins of the houfes, in the 
ftreets, public fquares, and upon the ram- 
parts. 

In this one dreadful day, the Ottomans 
loft, by the fuperiority of tl^e RuHIan 
arms, though their numbers were far infe- 
rior; thirty-three thoufand men killed, or 
dangeroufly woimded j and about ten thou- 
fand, as well bachas and officers, as foldiers, 
were taken prifoners, among whom two hun- 
dred Tartars. Six thoufand women and 
children, two thoufand Chriftians of Mol- 
M 4 davia

davia and Arminia, and above five hundred 
Jews mijft be added to the n^mbcf . 

Among the dead were fix fiilt^ns, the Se-. 
ralkier, and a bacha of ^mauts^ both with 
three tails -, the two governors of Kilia and 
Akerman, a bacha - commandant, an aga 
of janiflaries, and about fifty bim-bachas, 
topfchi-bachas, and others, 

/jnong the priloners, were the Sultan 
Machful-Gharay, the governor of Ifmailow, 
who was a bacha of three t^ls, and feveraj 
other bachas. 

On the part of the Ruffians, the lofs, ac- 
(hording to the official report, confifted of 
one thoufand eight himdred ^d thirty killcd^^ 
among whom were four hundred Fanagor 
grenadiers, and two thoufand five hundred 
Y^punded,

• Among tbfe. killed were a brigadier, and 
fixty-five fuperior andftafF officer&> who 
were chiefly cut down witli the fabre: among 
the wounded were three m^orrgfenei-als, (one 
of whom, namely Meknob, died foon after,) 
^nd two hundred and twenty fupo-iorand 
ftaff officers, 

Ahhough it was now the dead of winter, it 
became indifpenfably neceflary to take precau^ 
tions, to prevent this unexample heap of dead 
bodies from occafioning epidemical diforders, 
and even the plague. Hence, the ten thou- 
fand prifoners were employed in carrying off 
the bodies of their countrymen, and of their 
horfes ; and as pits could not be due quick 
gnough, on account of the earth being fror 
j:en, they were all thrown into the Danube^ 
and the whole bufinefs was completed in the 
fourfe of fix days. 

The Ruffians attended to the interring 
$heir own dead, which was done without 

the 
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the city, according to the cuftom of their 
church. Many officers, whofe bodies were 
not mangled, and who therefore were recog- 
nized, were placed in the cemetry, and Bri- 
gadier Ribopierfe received funeral honours, 
in the church of the convent of St. John, 
near General Weiffman, who had been bu- 
ried there in the firft war with the Turks. 

It is worthy of remark, that of fo large 
a garrilon, as that of Ifmailow, only one man 
cfcaped. Being flightly wounded, and ha- 
ving fallen into the Danube, he accidentally 
caught hold of a plank, on which he reached 
the oppofite bank. It was this man that 
carried the grand vizier the firft news of the 
lofs-of the town. 

The riches captured there were of great 
magnitude and importance, and the foldiers 
made a confiderable booty. 

There 
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The Ruffians found two hundred and 
thnty-two pieces of cannon, including thirty- 
two guns, on board eight lanfons, which were 
the only remains of the rowing yeffels. Ex- 
cepting ten iron guns, all the reft were brafs, 
moftly of a great calibre, culverins, mor- 
tars, and howitzers. 

There were alfo many large andfmall ma- 
gazines, with a confider quantity of powder, 

A quantity of bombs and balls, which 
were not weighed. 

Three hundred and forty-five ftandards, 
almoft all ftained with blood, of which two 
were Sainjack, great banners .of the gover- 
nors of Bender and Ifmailow, of which there 
are but five in the Ottoman empire; the 
fuperb and unique great banner of the khan 
of the Tartars ; feven rich Burfchuks, or 
horfes tails; and the foldiers had taken 
feveral others. 

Two 
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Two hundred aild fifty ftandard-poles : 
moft of the ftandards, which were of a rich 
ftufF>, embroibcred in gold and filver, having 
been tore off by the foldiers and the Coffacs, 
for girdles, or trophies, and many loft. 

A great ftock of barley, with which the 
Turks feed their horfes, and a large quantity 
of hay 5 flour for the whole Turkifh army, 
for fix months s a great dpal of dried, fmoak- 
ed, and fait, meatj and a vaft number of 
horned cattle. 

Coffee, tobacco, rice, fugar, and abun*^ 
dance of all kinds of provifions, befidcs great 
riches in the fhops. In addition to thofe be- 
longing to Ifmailow, which is a town of 
brifk trade, a great deal of property had 
been removed thither, from the towns that 
had capitulated^ as, for inftance, Kilia, 
phorin^ Akerman, and Benden 

About 
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About ten thoufandhorfes, many of which 
were uncommonly beautiful, together with 
a great quantity of very rich trappings. 

Laftly, the total value of the riches found 
At Ifmailow, was eftimated at ten millions 
of piaftres. 

Suworow, who was inacceffible to any 
views of private intereft, abftained, accord- 
ing to his duftom, from appropriating to 
himfelf the fmalleft article ; he did not even- 
take a horfe. Satisfied with the glory he liad 
gained there, he departed from Ifmailow as 
thither he arrived. 

Two days after this capture. Rear- Admi- 
ral Ribas gave a great dinner on board the 
fleet, and fired a falute from all the guns. 
Lieutenant-General Potemkin, alfo gave a 
dinner the next day, at wliich the young 
Sultan Machfut-Gheray, and the governor 
8 of 



of Ifmailow were prefent. They feemed 
pleafed, and took part in the entertainment, 
without fufFering it to appear, whether their 
gaiety was the efFefl of furprize, dilTimula- 
tion, or infenfibility. 

As foon as the dead were carried off, and 
the ftreets cleared, all of which had ferved 
as fields of battle, arrangements were made 
for the departure of the troops, and the re- 
moval of the prifoners, who were efcorted 
by a regiment of Coflacs, that was going 
into RufTia to winter quarters, by Bender. 
Suworow gave the command of this efcort 
to a lieuenant-colonel of his fuite, who was 
inftrufted to take care every one Ihould be 
treated with a humane attention. 

To reduce this numerous efcort, and the 
cmbarraffment of watching fo many prifon- 
ers, Suworow perniitted the officers to choofe 
and keep fuch of the prifoners of both fex- 
cs as failed them, engaging at the fame time, 

in 
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in writing, to jJrovide for their maintenance 
and fupport, and to treat them with kind- 
nefs. 

A week after the taking of Ifmailow, the 
general fat off for Galaz, with his regiment 
of Fanagor grenadiers, and the reft of the 
troops of which his corps was compofed; 
excepting the fick and wouiided, for whom 
an hofpital had been immediately eftablifhed, 
within the town. General Kotufow re- 
mained there as commandant with his four 
battalions of Buch chaflcurs, two regiments 
of infantry, and four regiments of Don 
CofTacs. The other corps drew off towards 
Bender to go into winter quarters. 

Shortly before the aflault, an Auftriau 
officer brought a letter from the Emperor 
Leopold to Suworow, but he laid it afide 
without allowing himfelf time to read it, fo 
entirely was he engroifed with his arrange- 
ments for the attack. This was the empe- 
ror's 
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tofs anfwer tb a complimentary letter 6:<Mil 
Suworow on his coronation^ He alfo re-t 
ceived, foon after his arrival at Galaz, a 
letter from his friend, the Prince of Cobourg, 
.exprefling the greateft pleafure at this great 
viftory, and pointing out the great impor-^ 
tance of the capture of Ifmailow to the 
houfe of Auftria s an obferyatipn which was 
foon confirmed by the impreffion this news 
produced at Siftow, where the conference 
Were interrupted for feveral days, and occar» 
ftoned by this ^vent the greateft confufion* 

The emperor's letter was to the following 
efFeftt 

** My dear Count Suwoi'ow, 
" I fhall ever remember the important 
" fervices you have rendered toixif hoi^e in 
^' tlie courfe of the war, which is now about 
" to terminate. I was the more afFefled by 
** the contents of your letter of the 8th of 
•^ this month, as I am Convinced of tht 

^* fince- 



^^ fincerity of fentiments, and your at- 
" tachment. Be aflured, that on my part 
" I fhall contemplate ^ith pleafure every 
" opportunity of demonftrating the diftin- 
" guiftied regard with which I am, yours, 
*^ affeftionatfly, .

In the month of January, 1791, Suworow 
Went to Peterlbiirg, where the emprefs re- 
ceived him with the moft diftinguifhing marks 
of fatisfaftion. Soon after his arrival, he was 
appointed lieutenant-colonel of the Preobral- 
chenfki guards, and the emprefs* ordered a 
large medal to be ftruck in gold and in fil- 
ver, in commenioration of tlie important 
tvhich viftory the general had obtained. 
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CHAP. VIL 

ttIS JOURNEY TO THE FRONTIERS OF SWEDEN. 

Though the King of Sweden had, in 
the preceding year, figned a treaty of peace 
with Ruflia, yet the war with the Turks not 
being yet terminated, the ijiiniflers of foreign 
powers endeavoured to ftimulate Sweden to 
a rupture with Ruffia. Their endeavours, 
however, did not prove fuccefsful. 

Suworow, who was appointed to the com- 
mand of the troops in Finland, received 
from the hands of the emprefs orders to in- 
fpe6l the frontiers of that province, and to 
furnifh a plan of fortification. In lefs thaij 
four weeks he returned, gave in his report, 
and foon after fet off again to fuperintend 
the works, of which he had himfelf fug- 
gefted. 

The 
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• The Prince of Naffau-Siegeni chie/ adirii- 
iral of the fleet, fl:atioiied off the coafts of 
Finland, had obtained permiflion from the 
emprefs to go and join the French princes 
on the Rhine, to.ferve againft the French 
revolution* At his departure, therefore, 
Suworow had the command both of the 
fleet, and of the land*forces. 

They amounted together to twenty- 
five thoufand men* The fleet confif-* 
ted of eight rowing frigates^ fix chebecs^ 
a bomb veffel, a yacht, one hundred gun-* 
boats, and nine floating batteries 5 carrying 
in all eight hundred and fifty guns. They 
were commanded by Admiral Traverfoy^ and 
Major-General Herrmann* 

In 1 79 1 and 1792 apart of this fleet win- 
tered in the fouthern ports, and the refl: in 
the new port of Rotfchowhalm, on the 
frontiers of Sweden. But, during the 
fummer, a fleet of vefTels failing, came to 

N a -cruifc 
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cfuife in the offing of thofe feas s and a pzri 
of the fquadroil of rowing veffels kept itk 
ftiore. 

The great tower of Neufohlott happening 
to blow up, fhortly after the peace with 
Sweden, and Suworow being appointed to 
take meafures for repairing it, he fubftitute^J 
in its place a large baftion calculated for 
horizontal fire* 

• He ere6led on the banks of the Kymen, 
which waflies the frontiers of Sweden, ' the 
ftnall redoubts at Parla and at Utti, the forts 
of Oftinoi and Likoky and the fortrefs of 
iCyiften-Gorcrd. The latter covered, to-* 
wards the land, the fine harbour of Rotfcher-- 
fhalm, which is formed of feveral iflands, 
and is not commanded on any fide. Thefe 
ifles are well fortified ; and on a fand-bank, 
at fome diftance in the fea, which is remark- 
able for its ftone tower, called Gloriay there 
are fixty cannon of very large calibre 3 and 

the 
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the harjbour, in all parts, is defended by 
nine hundred pieces of artillery, of different 
fizes and conftruftion. 

When Sijworow returned to Peteriburg, 
the emprefs faid, on receiving him, " You 
^* have made me a prefent of a new port.** 
But her imperial majefty did not confine 
her munificence, in acknowledging the zeal 
of her fubjefts, to flattering expreffions, 
calculated as they were to inflame it, 

Peace was concluded with the Turks in 
December, 1791, by Count Befboreldo at 
Jafly. Prince Potemkin had died in the vici- 
nity of that place a few months before, 

By this treaty of peace, the Porte ceded 
to Ruffia the important town of Oczakow, 
^nd all its diftrid, to the Dniefter. This lofs 
>vas very feverely felt by the Grand Seignior ] 
>vho, far from expefting to make fuch a fa^. 

N 3 , ?rifi9? 
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crifiee, had flattered himfelf with the hppg 
of retaking the Crimea, 

But, as it too often happens, though peace 
was made, the embers pf war were not ex- 
tinguiflied. They were kept alive by the 
humiliating reflexions of the Divan ; whil? 
the court of France hoped to blow them into 
a flame, by the infmuations. of its minifter 
Semonville, whp promifed the Porte, for the 
next year, a large fleet, and a confid?rabl§ 
body of troops ♦ 

It v^as, therefore, necefTary that Ruflla 
fhould take meafures for the fecurity of 
its new frontiers. Suworow was accords 
ingly difpatched thither, at the end of tJie 
year 1792, anjd received the command of the 
troops in the three governments of Catheri-i^ 
noflow, the Crimea, and the province lately 
conquered to the month pf the Dniefler. He 
^ eftablifhed his head-quarters at Cherfon, 
where he remained for two years. 

During 
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During his refidencc there, he received the 
following letter from the emprefs, on ac- 
count of the rejoicings made for the 
peace. 

Count Alexander Bafiltywitfcby 

" The day on which the peace is cele- 
^^ brated, recals to us your fignal fervices 
" and exploits. We accordingly prefent 
" you with a diploma, figned by our own 
" hand, which contains an ennumeration of 
" the different afts of zeal, and of valour by 
** which you have conflantly diftinguifhed 
" yourfelf in the courfe of your long and 
" glorious career. In tcftimony of our con^ 
** fidence in your difcernment and equity, 
" we tranfmit to you a military order of 
*^ Saint George, of the fecond clafs, with 
" which you may decorate him whom you 
^' fhall judge moft worthy of it, from his 
*' bravery and his talents •

** bon of your order, and a ring, as tokensf 
ff of our Imperial good-will.

The ring and the ribbon, which was en- 
riched with diamonds, were valued together^ 
at fixty thoufand roubles. 



CHAR 
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CHAP, VIIL 

WAR IN POLAND IN 1794, 

From 1792 to 1794 no political events 
called forth Suworow to fignalize himfelf by 
military exploits : an interval, during which 
he enjoyod the fweets of repofe, at Cherfon, 
on the utmoft borders of the Ruffian empire 
towards Turkey. Yet to him this repofe 
was but another Ipecies of aftivity, though 
fomewhat lefs fatiguing than the ftormy occu- ^ 
pation of war. He often reviewed the troops 
under his command, and made them go 
through their various manoeuvres ; he tra- 
verfed the Crimea to infpeft the fortifications 
of that province, and to put the frontiers in 
^ refpeftable ftate of defence; and, in the 
fpring, diftributed over that country a part 
of the troops, which had paffed the winter 
in the interior of Little Ruffia, and on the 
confines of Red Ruffia. 

At 
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At the fame period, all the fleet, which was 
at his difpofal, and commanded by Rear- 
Admiral Ribas, weighed anchor, in order to 
cruife off the mouth of the Danube. Suwo- 
row went to Cherfon, and infpefted the new 
fortifications, erefted under the direftion of 
Colonel de Bolant, in the provinces recently 
conquered from the Turks, oppolite Bender, 
and on the banks of the Danube and the Black 
Sea s and had the fatisfa£lion to fee that great 
progrefs had been made. He ftayed feve- 
ral weeks at Oczakow, and intended fre- 
quently to renew his vifits to the frontiers, 
had not his prefence been fpeedily required 
to a diflant fcene, where the power of his 
arms was not lefs renowned; 

After the Polifli confederation of the 3d of 
May, 1 79 1, a fecond, as is well known, 
took place, at Grodno, under the proteftion 
of the Emprefs of Ruffia, and the King of 
Pruffia. In April, 1793, at the clofe of this 
congrefs, the Polifli tropps difperfod over the 
9 Ukraine 
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Ukraine, entered into the fervice of Ruflla, and 
were divided under the commands of various 
Ruffian commanders. Thefe troops, the Ge- 
neral-in-Chief Prince Dolgoruckow, and 
Coijnt Ivan Saltikow had fucceffively under 
their command in Red Ruffia. At firft they 
conduced themfelves in a peaceable manner, 
although there was little ground to rely on 
their docility ; but when the infurre6lion of 
Poland broke out at Cracow, and Warfaw 
became the theatre of fo many bloody fcenes, 
their fatal influence fpeedily manifefted 
itfelf, and at length a mutiny broke out 
among them in the beginning of April* 
1794. 

The light-horfe' regiments of Zitomir and 
Conftantinow were in the environs of Nor- 
voi Mirgorod, and amounted to nearly fifteen 
thoufand men. They took up arms during 
the night, penetrated into the general's quar- 
ters, feized.the ftandards and drums, and 
fled to Bialacere then. Only three hundred 
* and 



pnd forty men, together with all their officers, 
remained behind. Major-General Dafkow 
harangued them, and kept them to their 
duty: the reft purfued their way as far as the 
Polifli frontiers, and joined the inllirgents in 
Lithuania. 

A few days after Bohlinlki's brigade of ca* 
valry, which was fifteen thoufand men 
ftrong, in the neighbourhood of Kaminiezki, 
followed their example. They marched off 
with their brigadier, and all their officers, 
traverfed Jambol, Moldavia, the Auftrian line, 
andGallicia, without meeting with any obfta- 
cle, and effis61:ed a jun6lion with General, 
Kofciuzko near Cracow, The fame condu6t 
was alfo fpecdily adopted by Brazlaw's bri- 
gade, which was at Pikow. There now only 
remained a few men, with moft of their of- 
ficers : all the reft went by Polefce into LU 
thuania, and there was eveiy reafon to fear, 
the remainder of the Polifti troops might b^ 
equally difpofed tq defert, 

3pltiko\¥ 
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SoltikoW had indeed diftribufed among 
them various Ruffian corps which were un- 
der his orders ; but when the greater part of 
the Ruffians, uijder the command of Lku- 
tenant-General Derfelden, marched into the 
interior of Poland, there remained no farther 
means of reftraining thefe troops • 

't'owards the middle of the following May, 
Suworow received orders to proceed, by forced 
marches, into red Ruffia, with a corps of 
fifteen thoufarid men, and to difarm all the Po- 
lifh troops in that province; Count Soltikow 
being ordered to da the fame in that ojf 
Ifiaflaw, to prevent their jun6lion with the 
feft. Suworow's corps conlifted of thirteen 
thoufand men, and he was furniflied with 
field-pieces, befides thofe belonging to the 
ifegirtienfs. 

He now took meafures to difarm and dif- 
Band, as fpeedily as poffible, all the Polifli 

troops. 
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troops } and for this purpose gave the follow- 
orders to the generals under his command. 

I ft. The commanding officers of the 
Ruffian troops, fhall march at their head, to 
the ftations pointed out, on the fame day, viz. 
the 26th of Mays when they approach the 
Polifh troops, they fhall difpofe themfelves, 
that the former fhall neither make their efcape^ 
nor receive fuccour. 

2d. They fhall immediately caufe the 
Polifh troops to be afTembled in their quar-^ 
ters, mufter them, and afk them, man by 
man, which of them choofes to remain in the 
fervice, or to quit it after ; which they fhall 
perfuade them peaceably to deliver up their 
arms ; and that others fhall , be diftributed 
to thofe who are willing to remain in the 
fervice of Ruffia. 

3d. It fliall be declared, that the arrears of' 

pay fliall be dlfchargcd, as foon as the lifts 

are made up. 

4th. 
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4th. Paffports fliall be given to the fol- 
diers, who Ihall demand their difcharge, but 
as to the officers who wifh to quit the fer- 
vice, a lift of them fhall be given to the 
general-in-chief, who fhall comtnunicate it 
to the college of war, from which their pafT- 
ports fhall be fent. In the mean while, pro- 
vifionary paffports fhall be given, to enable 
them to return heme, on condition of not 
leaving tlieir places of abode until they fliall 
receive thofe of the college of war. 

5th. Thofe who wifli to continue in the 
Ruffian fervice, fhall be incorporated in other 
regiments, and efcorted to the place of their 
deilination. The commanding officer of the 
eicort, fhall be commiffioned to provide for 
their maintenance and fecurity. To relieve 
the efcort, it fhall be recommended to thofe 
who are poffeffed of horfes, to fell them 5 and 
carriages fliall be hired to tranfpoit their 
tagga-e. 

6th. 
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6th. As foon as the Ufts of meny who^ 
ciioofe to continue in the fervice, and thofe 
who choofe to be difbanded, are made up, 
they ihall be feht to the commander-in-chiefv 

7th. The fame queftions fliall be put to 
thofe, who, not having been born tinder the 
dominion of Ruffia, are in the Ruffian fer- 
vice; and thofe who choofe to be difcharged, 
fhall be efcorted to the place of their deftina- 
tion, till their paffports are expedited at the 
college of war. 

8thi In cafe of refiftende, the greateft firm- 
hefs muft be employed. Thofe who give 
room to fufpeft them, fhall be fent to Char-^ 
kow, of which the commandant of the place 
fhall be apprifed. 

9th. The commander-in-chief fully relief , 
oh the prudence and aftivity of the various 
commanding officers, and authorifes them to 
modify or change, accoding to their judgment, 

the 
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thd heceflary difpofitlons, and recommends 
them to inform him, day by day, of the exe- 
cution of the prefent orders. 

All the troops fet forward, the fame day> 
from different points. Suworow was at 
the head of the column that marched from 
Balta> towards Titeow. He had under his 
command General Schewitfch, the General 
Iflinief, . and Brigadiers Lewafchow and 
Ifcibwi His corps confiftfed of ten battalions, 
ten fquadrdns, and tight hundred Coflacs, 
with a company of artillery, and twelve 
pieces of cannon. Major-General Lewaf- 
chow marched along tlie left bank of the 
Dniefter, diftributed the eight hundred Cof^ 
facs along the cordon* from Jaorlik to Mohi- 
low, to cut off the retreat of the defertersi 
atid with two battalions and fix fqnadrons^ 
difarmed fix companies of Polifh artillery at 
Thonjafpol, and at Krema^ fifteen miles 
from Balta. Brigadier Stahl with two bat- 
taJiipn$> and ten fquadrons marched to the

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right from OHopol to Szmila, Ciyrkas, Li^ 
fianka, and Bohuflaw, where he fucceffively 
difarmed nearly one thoufand men of ca- 
valry and infantry, and one thoufand five 
hundred in the latter place^ who formed the 
brigade of Neftrow. . . 

The fadlious party were defirous of af* 
fembling at Titeow, in order afterwards to 
retreat to Bialacereteu, iThis re-union, 
which was to take place two days later, was 
prevented by the fpeedy arrival of the Ruf-r 
fians, as thtir leaders afterwards declared* : 

On approaching Titeow at day-break, Su- 
worow fent forward General Iflinief into the 
city with ten fquadrons, and followed him 
with the reft of the troops. I fliriief entered 
with his fabre in his hand, and made himfelf 
maftcr of the principal guard. It confifted 
of one hundred men, who immediately laid 
down their arms 3 and the reft, who were- 
at difFcrc/it poft;s, or diftributed in' the en- 
virons. 
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virons, amounting to one thoufand men, 
furrendered within three days. The Ruf^ 
Cans treated the brigadier and other officers 
with friendly attentions. 

There had been detached, on the prece- 
ding evening, and there were fent, that 
very day, from Titeow, feveral divifions un- 
der the command of Schewitfch, Polema* 
now, and Ife'iow, to difarm the Polifh 
troops at Sokolovi^fka, Rufchin, and Poh- 
robize. Colonel Count Elmpt remained, 
at Titeow, with two battalions and a fqua^ 
dron to occupy that place and terminate 
this operation. Suyvorow marched the next 
day againft Olodarka, where the brigade of 
Podoli was difarmed in the fame manner as 
at Titeow. He ftaid there fpme days, 
waiting the return of the detachments, by 
which his corps was extremely weakened. 
In the mean while, all the reports of the 
officers under his command announced the 
complete fuccefs of the meafure, 

o 2 Leaving 
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Leaving Colonel Prince Schakhofskoi with 
two battalions, a few Coffacs, and all the 
field-artillery, at Olodarka, he marched 
eight miles farther with one thoufand ca*- 
valry, who had joined him, to Bialacereteu, 
where was the brigade of Dnieperow, which 
was the moft turbulent and at the greateft 
diftance. It confided of one thoufand fey en 
hundred men. Before he marched^ he re- 
ceiyed advice, that they were inclined to 
fly. He therefore ordered the regimerit 
of huflars, of Oleopol, to watch them, 
fo that they were unable to efcapes and, 
in the fpace of two days, they were dif- 
armed without refiflance. 

Thus were eight thoufand men dif- 
armed, within a circuit of nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty miles, in lefs than a fort- 
jiight without efFufion of blood. Soon 
after. Count Joan Soltikow was equally 
fucccfsful in difarming the two brigades 
which had remained in the government 

of 
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of Ifiaflaw. Some of the officers defired 
to be continued in the Ruffian fervice; 
but moft of the foldiers, after receiving 
their pay, returned with paffports to their 
homes. 

When this meafure was completed, Sa- ' 
worow diftributed his troops in various 
places at Thomafpol, on the Dniefter, at 
Czeczelnik, Titeow, and Bohuflaw, to main- 
tain the public tranquillity, and to keep the 
provinces, newly conquered from the Turks^ 
in fubjedion; the intentions of the Porte 
not being perfeQly clear. The greater part 
of his corps pofted itfelf under the walls of 
Niemerow, whither he went himfelf, after 
having fettled every thing at Biala-Cereltew, 
where he caufed many manoeuvres to be per- 
formed. 

Before he returned to Biala-Careltcw, he 
paid a vifit to Field-Marflial Romanzow, at 
his eftate of Tafchan, near Kiow. Here 

o 3 Su worow 
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Suworow wept as he embraced the grey- 
haired hero, under whofe command he had 
fo often fought, even at the time when he 
was lieutenant- colonel. He dined with him, 
and they did not feparate till after a conver- 
fation of feveral hours relative to the pecu- 
liar fituation of Poland and the general 
flate of affairs. 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. IX- 

From the time of thePolifh infurredion at 
Cracow, and of the bloody battle of Warfaw, 
when the Ruffians, after a confiderabie lofs 
of men, had retired to join the Pruffians at 
Zakrorzim, various detachments of Ruffians 
had Ikirmiftied and engaged with the PoHffi 
infurgents at Cracow and Sandomir with- 
alternate fuccefs. At Zakrorzim, the Ruf- 
fians and Pruffians gained » great battle 
• againft Kofciuzko. Under the walls of 
Schelm, Lieutenant - General Derfelden^ 
gained an important viftory over Sacon- 
fchick, and took a great many prifoners. 
, with a part of his artillery. At Wilna the 
Poles had the advantage. Many parties of 
them advanced into Courland, the whole 
country was in a ftate of infurreftion, and 
the high roads unfafe. The Pruffians, com- 
manded by the king in perfdn, and the 
Ruffians, under Lieutenant- General Baron 
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de Ferfen, were continuing the fiege of 
Warfaw ; and, as the troubles were fpread- 
ing more and more^ every thing feemed to 
indicate that the war would be prolonged 
for years. 

Circomftances requiring tpote vigorous 
meafures and more rapid operations, Su- 
worow received orders to march with as 
many troops as he could collect, apd to ad* 
yance into the interior of Poland. In confe* 
quence of this, he immediately fent the necef- 
Jary orders to the various commanding-ofE*' 
cers of detachments* He appointed Warko- 
' wiz, on the new frontiers of Poland, as the 
rendezvous of all thefe corps ; and, as pru- 
dence did not permit him to leave thofe pro- 
vinces wholly without troops, according to 
the plan of reform adopted, he left in can- 
tonments eight battalions, ten fquadrons, 
feven hundred Cofi^cs„ and fix field-pieces, 
under the orders of Lieutenant- General 
Dunin> and General Lewafchow, and fet 

out 
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out from Nicmcrow on the X4th of Auguft^ 
1 75)4, His whole corps then confifted of 
eight thoufand men, under Generals Pp- 
temkin, Schewitfch, Iflinief, and Brigadiers 
Polemanow, Stahl, and Ifei'ow. 

To roufe the courage of the foldiers to be 
prefent at every point where hi5 prefencc 
might be neceffary, and to afford an example 
to the officers, Suworow thought it his duty 
to divide with them the fatigues of the march* 
He performed it always on horfeback, and, 
till they arrived at Warfaw, he did not once 
enter a carriage. 

On , the 8th day his corps arrived at 
Warkowiz, forty-two miles from Nieme- 
row J the reftr which had fet out from va- 
rious poiiTts, arrived there the following 
day. His corps halted there two days, : 
partly to reft themfelves after fo long and 
rapid a march, partly to repair their bag- 
gage-waggons, and principally to bake a 

month's 



month's provifion of bread, becaufe from 
that place they would not meet with any 

magazines. 

The corps arrived in fix days at Kowel, 
which is eighteen miles from Warkowiz, 
Inceflant rains had made the roads extreme- 
ly bad, and rendered the fords of the rivers 
difiicult to pais. Some Coffacs had, how- 
ever, been fent forward to render the paflage 
more pradicable. At this time they re- 
ceived news of the fiege of Warfaw being 
raifed on account of the infurrecftion of 
South Pruflia, whither the king was fend- 
ing his troops. General Ferfen, who had 
feparated himfelf from him, endeavoured to 
gain the right bank of the Viftula. Gene- 
ral Burhawden made a junftiori with him 
at Kowel at the head of his corps, as did 
that of General Markow, which was pofted 
four miles farther, forming together feven 
battalions and twenty-two fquadrons, wkh 
eight field- pieces. Thus SuWorow*s corps 

amounted 
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amounted to twelve thoufand men; one 
quarter of which were neceflary to cover 
the baggage and fupply the various detach- 
ments. 

He now received advice that the Polifti 
General Sirakowflci was under the walls of 
Kobrin, and therefore imfnediately began his 
march, without beat of drum or found of 
trumpet, ordering the foldiers not ever to 
fing, but to prcferve a profound filence* 

The next morning at day-l>reak the Cof- 
facs of the vanguard met the firfl: party of 
Poles, confifting of two hundred horfe. 
An engagement enfued, and very few of 
the Poles efcaped, The Ruffians took twen* 
ty-fivc prifoners, including an officer, and 
the reft were cut in pieces. 

This affair took place near the fmall 
town of Divin ; from the inhabitants of 
which the Ruffians learned, that, at Ko- 

^ brifl.

brtn, four miles farther, there were five 
handrcd Poliih infantry and cavalry* 
Some prifoners wha were, at the fame 
time, brought in, confirmed the fa^, and 
added, that this corps was Sirakowfki's 
vanguard. 

The generals were of opinion to tempo- 
rize a little longer, that they might procure 
more certain information^ but Suworow, 
wlio is an enemy both to delays, which of- 
ten prove dangerous, and to detachments 
of patroles, which are more calculated to 
give information to the enemy than to dif- 
cover them, determined to march diredly 
againft Kobrin, and only deferred his depar- 
ture a few hours to refrefh the horfcs. 

In the evening he went to the camp of 
Brigadier Ife'iow's Coflacs, which was half 
a mile within the woods, where he had a 
converfation with him, and took a ftiort 
repofe on £bme ftraw before a fire. 

The 
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The Coflacs, to the number of eight 
hundred, fet forward at midnight. Brigadier 
Stahl followed them with ten fquadrons of 
horfe chaffeurs to fupport them; the relt 
of the cavalry followed at fome diftance, 
and after tliem the infantry. Suworow's 
intention, in cafe of meeting with Sira- 
kowflci's corps under the walls of Kobrin^ 
was immediately to charge them with pikes 
and fabres, without waiting for the arrival 
of the infantry* 

He now went forward with Ilc'iow and a 
party of Coflacs from the Don, and arrived 
at night at an inn kept by fome Jews within 
a tnile of Kobrin. Here they difmounted, 
and made various inquiries relative to the 
news of the country, and the number and 
defcription of the troops at Kobrin. " It is 
" faid," replied the Jews, " that Sira- 
** kowfki's corps, confiding of 2o,oco, has 
*• marched from Brzefcia, and are expeded 
" to-morrow. A party of cavalry and of 

** iilfantry 
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•* infantry are already arrived on the other 
•• fide of Kobrin/' Thither Suworow re* 
folved immediately to march, and attack 
them at day-break. He, therefore, immedi- 
ately fent forward the Coffacs, who accord- 
ingly got fight of the fires of the Poli(h 
camp, fo as to be able nearly to appreciate 
their ftrength* The Coffacs foon mfet the 
advanced pofts, who challenged them ; but, 
after the third call, and the firft priming 
being fcarcely burnt, the Coffacs fell on the 
Poles with fo much fury, that they had 
fcarce knew where they were. The enemy 
had three hundred men cut in pieces, and 
loft fixty-five prifoners. About fifty men 
only efcaped. By fix o'clock the engagement 
was over; and, at nine, the infantry arrived. 

Notwithftanding Suworow's defire to ad* 
vance, he was obliged to ftay at Kobrin, to 
make fome indifpenfable repairs, and to 
wait the arrival of the bread and baggage- 
waggons. He accordingly fuffered his 

troops 
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troops to takie fome reft. The next evening 
an officer of Coflacs took a Polifh xravalier, 
who declared, ** that Sirakowfki had arrived 
** within two miles of Kobrin, near Krupc- 
** zize, with a body of 16,000 men, and 
" that it was his intention to penetrate 
"much farther; that he expedcd, indeed, 
*' to meet with the flying troops of Genei-al 
" Burhawden and De Markow in the en- 
" virons, but that he ftill imagined Su- 
" worow to be near Warkowiz, and that he 
" had only learnt his true march when he 
" arrived at Krupezize/% 

The Ruffians paffed that night on the 
look-out under Kobrin, having behind them 
their baggage covered by Coflacs, togetlier 
with the regiment of Smolenflsii. At night 
a rumour prevailed that the enemy had 
attacked them, which appeared the ^morc 
probable as the Poles were in great num- 
bers at feveral points, 

Suworow 
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Siiworow waited for their arrival j but^ 
as they did not appear, he marched againft 
them before break of day to the diftance of, 
a inile, where he found a very advanta- 
geous pofitiofi^ which was calculated to 
draw them on* It was a plain with a gen- 
tle declivity. On one fide of it ran a river^ 
which the enemy muft pafs. His inten- 
tion, therefore^ was to fufFer them to ap- 
proach, and then to drive them into the 
river. In the mean time the army halted 
a few hours j but, the Poles not appearing^ 
'Suworow determined to prefs them ftill 
clofer. The CofTacs advanced, and here and 
there encountered Polifli horfe belonging to 
the advanced pofts, with whom they Ikir- 
miflied. They brought in fome prifoners, 
who faid that Sirakowiki had at firfl in- 
tended to attack the Ruffians, but that his 
corps occupying a very advantageous pofi* 
tion behind the marflies, and being covered 
by five batteries, he determined to wait for 
their attack* 

The 



The whole corps, therefore, began to 
march, passed the little river of Mu- 
chavez, and at nine o'clock, was but 
half- a mile from the enemy* The Cos- 
sacs repulsed the advanced posts as far 
as the .village of Perki. The column* 
ranged themselves on a line; the ca- 
vulry and infantry approached the 
j)oints which Suworow had marked out 
for the attack, and the enemy *s batteries 
began to play. The fire of the Russians 
soon silenced some Polish pieces of can-^ 
non which were mounted in a house in 
the front, of the marsh. The first 
bombs thrown into this house set it ori 
fire, and the enemy hastened to with* 
draw their pannon by a bad bridge 
which crossed the marsh. 

• A part of tjie Polish cavalry retreated 
to the right towards a very thick wood, 
as if to take the Russians in flank. To 
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prevent this^ Suworow dietached Gene- 
ral Islinief with Pereiaslaw's regiment 
of ch^seurs; but he was unable to cross 
the marsh. The PoUsh cavalry return- 
ed to join this corps, and Islinief ux 
like manner wheeled about* 

. A cannonade then began on both sides^ 
The enemy imagined they could not be 
attacked while situated behind the 
marsh, which was two hundred paces 
broad, of considerable depth, and ter-- 
rninated on each side by small hills co- 
vered with wood* Suworow, however, 
gave orders for the attack. Immediate- 
ly the infantry began to march in two co- 
lumns, under the orders of Major-Gene- 
ral Burhawden, and passed the marsh in 
spite of the greatest obstacles, and un- 
lier the continual fire of the enemy. 
Nothing could stop the progress of the 
Russians, however great tjie difficulties 



[ 
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they had to surmount. Some made use 
of beams and planks, which they took 
from some neighbouring huts; and 
which they laid on the marsh." Othfers? 
proceeded by their own unasssisted. ef- 
forts. Of all the artillery they could 
only pass four pieces of cannon belong-^ 
ing to the regiments, which the soldiers 
carried on their shoulders. The rest 
were left behind under an escort. Three 
squadrons of hussars and the Cossacs 
passed at the same time with the infan- 
try on .either wing. 

As soon as the troops had passed the 
marsh, which employed about an hour, 
they formed, ascended the little hill, and 
marched with loud cries against the ene-* 
my, who had now taken another posi- 
tion, and received them with a heavy 
discharge of case shot. The Russians 
only fired a few musket shot, and fell 

p 2 upodi 
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upon the Polish lines with the bayonet; 
Sirakow8ki'$ corps defended themselves 
with obstinacy, but,, notwithstanding 
ifiie great superiority of his artillery, 
they were thrown into disorder, and k>s^ 
* great number of men. Some of them 
fled to the convent of Krupezize, where 
they were pursued and cut to pieces; 
while the poor monks, trembling for 
their own lives, implored the pity of 
the soldiers, and presented them the bi*? 
bk and the crucifix. Their live? were 
^ared. 

Sirakowski now began seriously to 
think of his retreat : he formed a square 
of three ql€»se columns, flanked it with 
tavalry, and retired by degrees. 

During these transa(5tions» four regi- 
ments of Russian cavalry arrived from 
the right wing, under the command of 

General 



CSeneial Schewitisch. They had been 
obliged to make a circuit of three iverstt 
through the tt^oods, ai^ had passed 
the roarshes over rubbish, l^ing their 
houses in their hands. Islkiief traversed 
the tnarsh over the bad Ixidge abov0 
mentioned, which was almo^ broken^ 
Thus the cavalry of the two wing* 
fell at once on the enemy^ columns^ 
which were already in full retreats 

They now suffered a new loss of a 
considembte number of men* m vain 
did they make use of all possible exer-^ 
tions to use their numerous at^lery^ foi- 
the cavalry and infuirry ppesskig them 
cm every side, obUged them p^ cak« re^ 
fiige in the woods. It was now five 
o^clock, it was growing dark, and it was 
imfxissible to pursue ^em any farther. 

t^. ..-.:. , .The 
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; The Pdlish corps who had been in this 
fngagemeiit consisted of twelve tiiou- 
^nd infftntjy, three thousand five hun- 
dred cavalry, and about two thousand 
men armed with scythes. The use of this 
dreadful weapon was the invention of 
Kosciusko. It consisted of a sharp blade 
mounted like a scythe, and to which 
was added a pike a foot long at the end 
of a.,sta;ff of ten feet. 

The poles left about three thousaiid 
men on the field, among whom were 
a great number of officers. Their Ge- 
neral, Ruschize, was also killed ; but very 
few prisoners were taken.. The Rus- 
sian* lost a hundred and twenty-five 
men, and had two hundred wouiided* 

This victory was the more important^ 
as it was the first battle fought with the 
Poles by the troops under §uworow; and 

as 
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as the eniemy, notwithstanding -the im- 
mense advantages of their position, the 
superiority of their numbers,- and the 
;Strength of their artillery, were obliged 
to take to flight. It was the Russian in- 
fantry that contributed most to the suc- 
cess of the day ; for they always attack- 
ed the enemy with the bayonet, and al- 
ways repulsed them. 

As soon as the fate of this battle began 
to be decided) Suworow had sent orders 
to Kobrin to send for^vard. the baggage 
with the escort, and to dispatch with 
the utmost haste the provision carriages 
and the camp ovens. They arrived 
an hour after the battle. The men 
immediately dressed their vi<5tuals, and 
the corps went to keep guard before 
Janopol, three wersts from the con- 
vent of Krupezize. 

p 4 . It 
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It is ti6t «asy to decide wliich is end- 
tied to the greatest Bhfttt of our praise, 
the extraordinary viatouf or wncommon 
vigour of the Russiatts; ' It \va4 fiot three 
weeks since they had left Niemerow, ift 
which short space of time, they had 
performed a march of feighty OerEoan 
miles, or a hundred and Mxty French 
leagues; Some might b« even inclined 
lo doubt the numerous records of this 
indefatigable aAivify, wes-e they not so 
recent, and oonfirmed by the toast ia- 
disputable authdrity. 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. X. 

A LITTLE before wlnight, jtbf 
"wh^tcarp* /was in motion to adyaoice 
uf p^usijut 9^ tbe oiemy:; but all siglaalf 
aotlaies of war were prohibited. They 
baked foqr miles from the . {dace whei:^ 
th€y had ho9n Ibeepiag; watch, and res- 
ted fovLK hoQr& The whole of the roa4 
was covered with dead horsfs, the PoUsi^ 
haggage having fied by that I'oute ; bai^ 
Sirakowski*8 corps had taken a muc^ 
shorter^ across the wop^ on the leftpf 
ihe Russians; and he retr^pated with 89 
much ]M:eci|Htati(m, that hn arrived by 
ten o*clock th^ next morning > ^ 
Brzescia. 

. From Bulkow, where the I^ussiaif 
9Qrp9 had halted> it arrived in the 

evening 
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evening at Teischin, which is three 
miles further, and a mile from Brzescia, 
where it encamped, in i bottom covered 
by small hills, on the banks of a small 
rivfer; Here' t!he soldfers dressed their 
vidhials in ditches, knd with small firiear, 
to avoid attracting the attention of the 
enemyj who oken sent out patroles, 
hut th6se did not come closeenough, and 
they only perceived a party of Gossacs. 
-The obscurity of the night enabled Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Iwaschow, with an escort 
of about twenty Gossacs, to risk going on 
^ reconnoitring party, near Bzre§cia, in 
wder more especially to discover the 
fbrdable parts of the Bug, as Suwofo\^ 
was determined not to pursue the dire<5l 
and beaten piath. •- * 

Before Iwaschow returned, a Jew 
taiiie in, who was Veryanxi6u§ to de- 
rive aii Advantage from the- arrival ci 
.. - ' the 
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jihe Russians, at the expence of the 
Poles. This man communicated the 
rumours that prevailed in those parts, 
relative to the rapid march of Suvirorow, 
whom they ex;pe<9ted speedily to arrive. 
He entreated the General to spare the 
people of his nation, domiciliated irt 
that city, and offered to render the 
Russians all the services in his poweri 
He assmed them that Sirakowski, whose 
corps and whose horses were much fe-« 
tigued, would, as much as possible, 
avoid coming to an .engagement; 'that 
he would begin to march the next day, 
in order ;to retreat to Warsaw, and that 
he had a;Iready sent forward his baggage 
in the dusk of the evening. 

, It would have been very difficult for 
the Russians to have pursued him, as 
they musthave passed thick forests, and 
gone to a distance from Brzesda^ which 

was 
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was in the center of their operations, 
and resources for provisions; while 
Sirakowski cotild procure every thing 
he wanted in the neighbourhood. Hence 
they would have beoi obliged, either to 
carry their provistons, and ail their 
WAggsns with them, or to liave left a 
strong detachtnent togu^rdthein, besidet 
which they would have beisn exposed 
to the attacks of utunerous 'in&tu^ge&ts 
from Lkhuama* 

They questioned the Jew. rdative to 
the portion of die enemy, the atuatioii 
of tiie ground, and more espedaUy the 
lords of the rivers^ Muchavez aiid Bug« 
The latter i&fotdable in three places, the 
farthest of which leads to the right and 
il above half a mile from the city; and 
by t^i passage they might have attacked 
the enemy in the rear : but the banks of 
theriver are there very steep, and the 

water 
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water up to the girths pf ^the hofses. 
The twQ other fords are to the left of 
Brzescia^ one of them is rather dfiep> 
but the bank is ^t and commodious, and 
k was nearer to the enemy. At each ai 
them the river is about two hundred 
pac^ broad. — Such was the informatioR 
given by the Jew, who also offered to z.St 
as their guide. 

Having thus procured all the nec^- 
sary information, Suworow assembled 
his Generals in a small cottage, and com- 
municated the plan of attack, concert- 
ing with them the correlative disQposl- 
tions and orders. 

At two in the morning the corps be- 
gan to march in the greatest silence. It 
was divided in two columns. All the ca- 
valry went to the right with the Co^acs^ 
and the infantry to the left with twoi 

compa- 
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companies of grenadiers who were cj*' 
corting the field artillery. The night 
was very dark ; yet they passed two fords 
of the river Muchavez, which indeed 
was not very deep, but of which the 
second sinuosity, being very marshy, 
was difficult to pass. This caused a 
short dday, and they did not arrive oft. 
the opposite bank till day-rlight. 

They were still half a mile from the 
Bu^, and before they arrived at it they 
heard the tocsin of all the convents and' 
.the bells of Brzescia, announcing their: 
unexpedled and dangerous approach* 
The terrified inhabitants now rushed in 
crowds into the churches, and implored 
the divine rtjercy on their knees. In. 
the meanwhile the Russian corps ad*;

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The Polish General being persuaded 
Suworow could only arrive at Brzesciahy 
the dired road, had formed a: batterf of 
two pieces of Cannon pn the bridge over 
tibe Bug, trith a strong battalion to defend 
that passage, and hence imagined him* 
self perfedly secure in his positiom. 
fiut as soon as he perceived the Russians 
passing the Bug elsewhere, he hastily 
Struck his camp, and tE^ng anew posi-* 
tiion, put himself in battle array, and 
appeared determined to wait with in- 
trepidity for the attack. 

Suworow ordered General Schewitsch 
to attack the left wing of the enemy 
with the cavalry of the right wing; and 
Immediately the whole line began to ad- 
vance. The Poles did hot wait for their 
arrival, but suddenly fcKnied into three 
close columns, with their heavy artillery 
both in the van and in the rear. Each of 

these 
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thfeffi cpiumns had nc^Iy thiftjy men in 
front. aod, an hundred Jn depth. They 
yvtre sustained by divisions of . -. caTalry, 
and began to retreat to the right in 
perfect order. 

Minief received orders to advance 
full gaik>p, with the squadrons of his 
left flank and the Gossacs, against the 
qokinms,. whicii he speedily reached* 
The ground was sandy, very uheveit 
and' inter^^ded with ditches, Islinief 
charged the first column near a, wood> 
where they had a ravin of considerably 
depth before them ; at the extremity af^ 
wiiich was a broken dyke. The hussari 
attacked the column on its flank, and 
the carabineers in front. The latter 
W^c received, on coming but of the ra- 
vin, With a discharge of case shot from 
Tom guns, and left many of their men?

The cavalry of the right wing pur- 
sued the enemy and turned to their 
right.

General Burhawden. The two columns 
which had not been attacked, had made^ 
a manoeuvre behind the former, and:

.Thi? battle, which lasted six hours, 
h^ppene^ on the 8-19 September, 1794, 
and onp of the most, extraordinary vic- 
yid^c^esjthat.wafi ever ob^ified: for of 
aU^Jthe enemy's troops, which amounted 
to thirteen thousand men, viasi ten thou- 
sand infentry, three thdusand. horse, 
and four hundred scythe-men, three 
hundred, at mofi^' escaped, with the 
five hundred prisoners.

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Witli the exception of four battalions 
of . diasseurs, the cavalry, '^one were 
engaged. .

ceived orders, to that effect, after the 
battle of Kupezize : but he had not ad- 
vaiJced many miles before he received 
the news of the defeat of -Brzescia, and 
returned to Selza. 

Kosciuzko, who was then at Warsaw, 
teas informed of the fate of Sirakowski. 
He therefore set off in haste to confer 
with Knoeschenvitsch, and commanded* 
six thousand men to follow him, giving 
theixi orders to encamp near Loschiz, 
four miles from Selza, on the road to 
Warsaw. The troops of Knoeschenvitsch 
received orders to join him, and these 
six thousand men took a very strong 
p<»itibn under the command of Sira- 
kowski. 

; The same day^ Kosciuzko went to' 
vmt Makranowski at Grodno, and gave 

orders 



ordci^<to all the divi^ons of 11*001)8 of 
that canton to jom himi They were 
divided under the comtband of He- 
droitsdiy who was marauding in Cour- 
land ; "of - Wawroschewski, who . ' was 
posted on that frontiw; of Meyen, 
who was before Kowna, and of Willo- 
wui^kdti, Grabowski and Jasinski, Who 
occupied Wilria. But the rharch of 
Derfeldeniias.will herejifter appear,-pre- 
verited this union of the Poles fixmi 
taking place.

Agreeably to the positive orders of 
Kosciuzko, General Poninski occupied 
i^e light bank, of the Vistula, oppo^te 
Fusen, to oppose his passage, and fte^' 
quent cannonades toc^ place en both 
sides with heavy artillery, but without 
doing much mischief. Qci' the otfao- 
hand^ Fersen made various xnanoBuvrer 
to^ deceive the enemy, sm^i to. make 

them 
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them: believe he intended to pass the 
river at Pulawa, six miles above the 
position of Kosiniza. Bat he remained 
there a fortnight till every thing wa$ 
ifeady to efFedt his passage. 

' Kosciuzko had formed a plan to at- 
tack the Russian troops which Suworow 
commanded before Brzescia, at the head 
of the corps of Sirakowski, posted near 
Lochiz, which he was to reinforce. He 
proposed at the same time that Makra- 
nowski should attack them in the rear, 
with a considerable body of troops, con- 
sisting of all the divisions of infantry 
dispersed over Lithuania. 

Suworow*s corps was now . considera- 
bly diminished, and he was totally dis- 
abled from imdertaking any enterprise 
on account of the number of prisoners 
and cannon which he had to guard. He 
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resolved, therefore, to relieve himself 
from this embarrassment by removing 
them to Warkoviz under the escort of 
two companies of grenadiers, with an" in- 
complete regiment of fusileers and four 
pieces of cannon, five squadrons of light 
horse, and an hundred Gossacs, under the 
command of Brigadier Wladischin : a de- 
tachment from Kiowie had orders to meet 
them to relieve the escort from Wac- 
koviz to Kiowie. The transport consisted 
of five hundred prisoners, twenty-four 
pieces of heavy artillery with caissons^ 
six thousand muskets and two thoussuid 
pair of pistols. Of the artillery taj^en 
from the enemy, Suworow had given 
four six pounders to the brave Peroias- 
law's regiment of horse chasseurs, to 
remain with the regiment as flying ar- 
tillery. 

Shortly 
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Shortly after the departure of Wla<!is- 
chin, a nimour prevailed at Brzes- 
cia of an engagement on the road» 
between his troops and the Poles, lA 
■which the latter had taken his artillery 
from him ; but the origin of this report, 
fts well as its falsehood, were soon dis- 
tovered. 

The necessity of providing for the 
«ub8istance of the Russians by contri- 
butions from the countries through 
\rhich they passed required numerous 
detachments, as swarms of Poles infest- 
ed that quarter. On the other hand, 
half the Cossacs were advanced on the 
road to Warsaw to procure informa- 
tion, and the rest were employed in 
loraging in the country. Hence, he 
effedtive number of Russians encamped 
heforc Brzescia were reduced to five 
thousand men.

^ 
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Brzcscia was not only the centre of all 
these operations, but it was also a rich 
granary, from which Warsaw was prin- 
cipally supplied with provisions. That 
capital had indeed found some resources 
at Lublin as long as the Polish troops 
occupied it, but now nothing could b« 
expe<aed from that district, nor from 
the neighbourhood of South Prussia; 
every thing having been consumed 
during the siege of Warsaw, or carried 
off by the Prussians and Russians in 
their retreat. In this distri<S^ the insur-r 
gent army had levied great numbers of 
recruits. Each family was obliged to furr 
nish a foot soldier, and every three fami- 
lies an horseman equipped and mount- 
ed. Such were the advantages of which 
the insurgents were deprived by Suwo- 
row's position near Brzescia. Thisconr 
soled him for his being reduced almost 
to a state of inadion in this important 

post, 
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post, where he remained four weeks till 
he could concert his final measures with 
Generals Derfelden and Fersen. The 
former received orders first to scour Li-- 
thuania, and afterwards to make a June-' 
^ion with Suworow. But the latter was 
still beyond the Vistula, where he was 
detained by the obstacles we have re-^ 
lated. Yet, notwithstanding the arduous 
circumstances in which he was placed, 
General Suworow w^s determined to at- 
tack the first body that should press 
him too close, and to attack them one 
Sifter another, in case they should pre* 
jsent themselves in separate bodies to 
tajf^e him in the rear. 

Suworow had the satisfaflion to be in- 
formed by Prince Repnin that General 
Derfelden had advanced according to his 
orders from Slonim to Grodno ; and that 
Brigadier Diebow with his division of 

R 3 about 
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about a thcmsand men, had formed a 
jundlion with him from Pinsk to Br^es- 
cia. As to the Baron de Fersen, no new4 
of him arrived, all communication being 
cut off. and the couriers sent to him takert 
pris mers. From time to time, indeed, 
tome rumours were heard from travel* 
lers, but these could not be depended on, 
and were frequently contradi^ory^ 

r 

Immediately after the taking of Wilna 
by the Russians, the Polish Colonel Gra* 
bowski retreated from that distri<5t, with 
two thousand men and eight field pieces^ 
into the government of Minsk, which 
was a depenciency of Russia, Major-Ge^ 
neral Knorring ordered about a thousand 
men to march against him, under the 
command of Prince Ziziano, The 
revolutionary committee of Warsaw 
had ordered all the Polish commanders, 
who were nearest to the Russian fron- 
tiers, 
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tiers, to eiiter the territories of the em- 
pire, in order to make that the seat of 
war. Grabowski had already advanced 
fifteen miles beyond the frontiers. He 
«xa(9:ed contributions wherever he pass- 
ed, had levied a thousand recruits of 
^jTthe-men, and endeavoured to excite 
the inhabitants to revolt. But this ma- 
noeuvre was unsuccessful. , Prince Zizi- 
atio overtook him, and found him en- 
camped in an angle, surrounded with a 
very thick wood, having a marsh at the 
6dge of the wood, and the river Abrutsch 
in his front. Zizianp found means to 
turn him, presented himself in front on 
the other side of the river, and imme- 
diately sent him a summons. The Co- 
lonel surrendered together with his 
troops, who were sent toKiowie, and Zi- 
ziano returned to Grodno ; from which 
place he sent a report of this event to 
Suworow. 

R 4 The 
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The General had ordered Brigadier 
Iseiow to send forward some parties of 
Cossacs as soon as possible towjurds War- 
saw. They went half way thither by 
single platoons, and one of these parties, 
charged the advanced posts of a piquet 
df the enemy at Lukow, ten miles from. 
Brzescia. The prisoners declared that 
the corps of Sirakowski and Kncesche-r. 
vitsch, to which they belonged, had de-: 
parted three days before from ILosehi?^ 
and that they were encamped six miles 
from Warsaw. The Cossacs, animated by 
their success, were continually ventur- 
ing to advance ; and about an hundred 
of them attacked in the night a Polish 
Colonel, who was posted with an hun- 
dred fresh recruits in a castle at Sehschze. 
This was the intrepid Colonel Wasurin- 
ski, who, although the peasants had 
apprized him of the approach of the 
Cossacs, would not desert his post. The 

Cossacs, 



Cossacs, finding the gates of the castle 
shut, raised thenji from the hinges with^. 
kyers, and penetrated, notwithstanding 
a, vigorous resistance, into the court, 
where they fought above an hour, 
with swx)rd and sabre. At length th^ 
Poles be^ng aln^ost entirely defeated, 
the Colonel with a few of his men, who 
femained, took to flight, retreating 
through a postern gat^, where he 
piounted his hors? : bpt the Cossacs hav- 
ing, according to the custom of that na- 
tion, surrounded the castle, and perceiv- 
ing their intentions, began to pursue 
them. The Colonel was on a very swift 
Jiorse, and it was with great difficulty 
he was overtaken. He would not how- 
ever ask for quarter, and died, .fighting 
bravely^ under the pike of a Gossac* 
J^f ot one of his little troop escaped. 

Suworow*s 
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Stiworow's corps was now reinforced 
with a thousand men by the two regi- 
ments of Cossacs of Grekow and Kute- 
nikow. These light troops, from fifty to 
eighty men, often attacked in platoons, 
whole detachments of Poles consisting 
of several hundred men, and always 
with success. With one of these parties, 
which was reinforced with an hundred 
men, Major Popow attacked four 
hundred, beat, dispersed, and drove 
them into the woods. He made a 
considerable booty of uniforms at So- 
kolow, where a revolutionary commit- 
tee was established, and carried off the 
military chest, containing 60,000 Polish 
florins. On his return he was suddenly 
attacked by two hundred horse, from 
Whom he not only disengaged himself, 
but, having charged and dispersed them, 
he returned victorious into Brzescia with 
his booty and his prisoners.

In tiie neighbourhood of Sdza the Oets> 
mc$ took a courier, dispatched by Ma<«> 
knuiowski to Kosciuzko. The substance 
^ the letter he carried was : " Thae 
** in conformity to the ddiberadons of 
** Grodno, he had assembled all the d6« 
** tachments dispersed over Lithuania; 
** that he had marched vrith them againsC 
** Bielsk, fifteen miles from Grodno, on 
** the road to Warsaw ; and that he had 
** posted a division, commanded by Wa<^ 
♦* vroschewski, under the walls of PIer-» 
•* ka, on the frontiers of Prussia. H« 
^ added t^at some parties of Russian^ 
** which he imagined belonged to Der- 
** felden's corps, had appeared within 
* two miles of him. He concluded 
** by asking Kosciuzko, as commander 
** in chief, for ordeis relative to the 
" final operations.** This letter was dated 
the iSth September, 1794.

At the tii^e when this letter was on its 
way to Brzcscia, Suworow received the 
ueportof Gfeneral Derfelden, giving an: 
acxx>iiat pf his inarch fr6m Slonim to 
Grodno, in conformity to his orders.- 
During his march nothing worthy of 
remark, happened, except frequently 
meeting with small parties of the enemy 
that had been repulsed or defeated. On* 
his arrival at Grodno the yanguard.of 
Valerian Zubow had taken a hundred 
new recruits prisoners. They had also 
found a few hundred measures of flour 
find biscuit which had been distributed 
to the trpops, as also a number of uni- 
forms, .Perfel4en added, that he was 
)yaiting for the arrival of Ziziano at 
Groduo, where he proposed to leave 
him,, and to proceed with his CQrp§ to 
Pialacereteu, 

We 
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: • We left General Fersen iinder the 
walls of Korniza, from which place, com* 
munication not being secure, no news 
.from him had yet arrived. At length 
-on the 28th of September, the Austrian 
General Harnoncourt informed Suwo^ 
row, that Baron de Fersen had sent him 
word by an officer, that he had thrown 
a bridge across the Vistula on the 25th of 
'that month. A few days after, a Pojish 
officer was brought prisoner to Suwo- 
row, and gave him the agreeable news 
.of the defeat of Kosciuzko at Matsche^ 
•viz, eight miles from Warsaw, and 
twenty from Brzescia, with all the 
particulars. i 

The following are the details taken 
from the report of this memorablfe 
action, which had so great an influencte 
cm the fate of Poland. • ^ • 

Kosci- 
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KoM^iuzko^ as wc have already said, had 
concerted with Makranowski to attack 
Suworow's corps before Brzescia at the 
sanse time in the front and in the rear. 
H^ was therefore in momentary expeo- 
t^ion of the arrival of Makranowski 
9t Bielsk, where he was to have a con- 
ference with him, relative to their final 
measures. He had chosen a position near 
Lukow, that he might be at hand to 
march against Brzescia, and at the same 
time attack Baron de Fersen, in case he 
should be able to cross the Vistula. 
Poninski had informed him that the 
smaller division of the Russian corps 
intended to effect a passage at Kosniza, 
and the greater at Pulawa; and die 
jnext day he informed him that a part 
had already passed near Kosniza; and 
Kosciuzko, having no reason to believe 
that this was the whole body, marched 
without delay against the village of 

Okrscha, 



Okrscha, which was about seven mile^ 
from the post he occupied. Besides 
pf the 8,000 men of Sirakow$ki an4 
Knoeschewitsch, Kosciuzko had near 
2,ooo fresh recruits, which increased his 
corps to iQ,ooo men. 

When he arrived at Ofcrscha he disco- 
vered his mistake, and to remedy it, 
immediately sent orders to Pouinddto 
join him with the utmost haste ; for he 
perceived, he could not avoid coming 
to an engagement, as Poninski had suf- 
fered himself to be deceived. 

In fact, Baron de Fersen, perceiving 
that the enemy had fallen into the 
snare, relative to the manoeuvre of a. 
battalion of horse chasseurs towards 
Pulawa, and had marched thither ; ina» 
mediately threw a bridge over the Vis- 
tula at the very syot he ha^ before 

occu- 



bccupied. He had already seht forward 
two battalions of chasseurs oii rafts sup- 
ported by six squadrons of horse chas- 
seurs and six regiments of Cossacs, who 
swam over the river, to scour the oppo- 
site bank, and form a tete.de*pont: but 
he was three days effecting his passage, 
on account of the baggage and artillery. 
The success of this manoeuvre cor- 
responded with the wisdom of his ar- 
rangements* 

' ' His first step was to recortnoitre the 
country: and Kosciuzko, who had in 
the meanwhile arrived, and whose 
camp was at the distance of a mile, 
removed in the course of the day three 
milesfurther to Matscheviz, a very ad- 
vantageous position, and where he in- 
trenched himself. 

Baron de Fersen having satisfied him- 
self, that Poninski had not yet formed a 

junction 
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jiihction witli KoSciu^koj reisolved to at- 
tack him the next ' day. He therefore 
dispatchal General DfeniSow at dusk 
Mvith folii- battaliiins, t^n scfiiidroris, and 
sill the six regiments df Goss^cs, tdgfeth^r 
With eight pJiecefe df cannon,by i by-road, 
half a mile long, through the woods 
and marshes, to attack the left flank of the 
* enemy, i^ersen himself began to rhirch 
^t midnight with the right wing divided 
Into two tolulnnsi, cbmposed of fourteeh 
battalions and thirty-three sqltadronfe, 
together with thirty-six field pieces, 
tTnder the command of Major-Generals 
KrlischoW, DontiasoW, Rslckmanow, and 
df Brigadier Bagreon, and immediately 
JjrOde^d^ to Mdtscheviz. 

tie arrived at day break ih front of 
the enemy*s lilies ; at the Vef y nioment 
whepi Denisow Wis beginning to engage, 
and immediately attacked the front of 
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the Kncs with dnims Wating. Hw 
troops, animated, rather than fatigued, 
by a nocturnal march of great difficulty 
along marshy roads, hy which the cen" 
trehad been much incommoded, con- 
du<Sted themselves with their accustomed 
yalour. 

Kosciuzko, thus assailed and surroun« 
ded on aU sides, defended himself with 
the greater obstinacy till one o^clock, 
when no further hopes remained* and 
the fate of the battle was wholly deci- 
ded. Six thousand Pdes remained upon 
the field, and sixteen thousand men. 
were made prisoners, among whom 
were Generals Sirakowski, Koscinskl, 
Knoeschevitsch, and nearly two hundred 
superior and staff officers. All their 
artillery also fell into the hands of 
the Russians, and only fifteen hun- 
dred men, who traversed the woods 

of 



of Warsaw, escaped. The Russians lost 
d^t hundred men, and had fiftejen 
hundred wounded. 

Kosciuzko, who commanded thi$ tK^" 
djr/and was also General in Chief of 
the Polish insurrection, had exposed hi« 
person during the whole of the aptipn; 
but having at length inade a desperate 
effort with the weak remains of his c^- 
Vatlry-, he was obliged to save him^ejf by 
flight. But although his horse was 
eittremely swift, he was oyer.taken by 
Gomet Piiilipinko of the Charkpw 
light horse, a subaltern ojfiBcer, and a 
few Gossacs. He had ali;eady received 
two wounds of si sabre, one in bis neck, 
the other in his head, when a Gossac 
called out to him to ask few mercy j ..and 
being enraged at his not ans\yering, 
wounded him in the back with his pike, 
which caused him to fall from his horse, 
s 2 in 
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in a state of insensibility; and as they, 
did net know him, he would infallibly 
have been killed, had. not the Cossac. 
been restrained by one of his officers, 
who told them he was the Commander in 
Chief; irpon which he was removed to 
a neighbouring convent. In his pocket 
they found a small loaded pistol, of 
which it was easy to guess the object; 
but being senseless, he was unable xxy 
use it. He was attended with great 
care, and sometime after removed* by. 
Suworow*s orderSy to the house of Ge- 
neral Rofnanzow, near Kiowie, he being 
Ae oHest commanding officer in the" 
Russian army; and afterwards to Pe- 
tersburg. ;

When tfie neW fconfetitittidn of the 34 
of May 1791 was p.ublishcdin Poladd, he 
f eturhed to his country.

And the Poles having resolved to 
oppoise the Rtisisfan army that had ^- 
jictrated into their country, he <iras fip«

^fter, he wrote, that the vanguard 
commanded by Valerian ^ubow had 
overtaken and defeated their rear guard, 
consisting of about five hundred men, 
who were almost ajl cnt iii pieces or 
taken prisoners, 

Makranowski now hastened towards 
the Bug. He had sent a considerable de^ 

tachmejit before him to throw a bridge 
• ,. ii^ over 
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ov«r it at thie yiDagie of Popkow,.b\it Jtlwi 
last column, which consisted of iabout^^ 
three thousand men, before they could 
effect their passage near HedroktsCh, j^as 
overtaken by Eferfelden's rear. . guaird^ 
This column exerted itself to avoid an. 
engagement, and haying lost a few hiunfs 
dred men, in a very short time passed, 
the bridge. The Pol^s fired a few can- 
non shot at them, and .Count ZuboW; 
was wounded in the foot. 

Derfelden received advice, that tept 
miles, further the Polish General Gfabo-; 
wski was hovering about the eayirons of: 
Zakiroczyn, .behind Narew, with a thoij* 
sand men, whopa he had collected toge-^ 
ther. He therefoi:e sent Colonel Anarep, 
upon the scout, with six squadrons and a 
few chasseurs, who soon met theni, killed, 
about an hundred of them, and having

In the iweantiine §uwoj:ow'a corps 
kad arrived at the small town of Jano* 
Ta, from which he ■sent zhaut an hun-f 
dred Gossacs, m tmo detachments/ t(t 
scour the country « At first he intended) 
to have attadLed Makranow^ over' 
agaifist Biel^, twenty miles from Jano-> 
va ; but having ieumed that he had Isit 
that place, he determined to cut off his 
K>adto Wallow, by approaching nea^r 
t&him. He th6re£E>re advuiced toee 
miles ;fiiFtlier towards Tolkow, where he' 
wasinfonned a body of tiie enemy were 
posted, amounting to some <thonsai:^ 
lUen, before Stanis^ow, ^««^ they 
might receive leinlorcements fromWaKr 
saw, which was but four nules from that- 
^ace. He acocdingly gaveorders totBaron 
Fersen to dire^ his march from Minsk

infbxming him aleo, that he would hi«!V- 
self be thei£ at the ^mje^ time. 

A dispatch from Ferzen acquainted 
him, that he had departed from Koryt- 
nica on the xoth of September, and as it 
was impossible for him to arrive before 
Stanislavow on the day appointed, he 
was, therefore, informed that the ren- 
dezvous was postponed one day. 

Some of the prisoners brought in .by 
the Gossacs gave information, that Makf 
ranowski was already in the neighbdur- 
hood; that he would arrive the fol- 
lowing night; and was to take the 
road to Warsaw. Orders were therefore 
immediately dispatched to Fcrsen to 
Indikt an attack aloiie with his corps be- 
fore 
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^6 Stanislavow, because the enemy 
were not strong there^ and Siiworow 
proposed to wait the slnival of Makra- 
nowski at Wengrow. The event howe^ 
ver did not turn out as was cxpedted* 
The enemy did not appezur, 'and Suwo- 
row inipeded by a narrow sandy road, 
did not arrive till the 14th at Stanisla- 
vow, where Fersen had arrived the pre- 
ceding evening, without having met the 
enemy in his road. Thus it was that the 
junction of the two troops took places 
That of Fersen consisted of above ten 
thousand men under arms, and the 
whole corps under the command of Su- 
worow now amounted to seventeen 
thousand men. 

The two thousand Poles, who occupied 
Stanislavow, had retired to Okonief, 
tliree miles from Warsaw. Fersen, who 
•was to the left of Suworow*s corps, was 

therefore 



tkerefofe ordcfrexJ iQ attack them, and 
the General marched with the right 
wing within four miles of that place to 
Koi^lka, where also was a party of 
Pdles. As these trodps were near War- 
saw, whence they could easily draw suc- 
cours, the General preferred afting with 
his own corps to sending a detachment. 
He alsd expc^ed in the rdad to meet 
MakranoWski, whose route from the 
Bug to Warsaw naturally lay by Ko-. 
bylka* In order to divide his fcwces 
equally, he took fifteen hundred horse 
of Fersen*s corps, namely ten squadrons 
of Smolenski dragoons and six squadrons 
of Charkow and Achtirk light-horse. 
On the approach of night the two corp^ 
thus divided, respedtively began to 
znairch in the most perfe(5t silence. 

Suworow's corps halted half way to 
Attack the enemy at day break. Briga-r 
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dier Iseiow first advanced with eight 
hundred Cossacs, and was supported by 
ten squadrons of Pereiaslaw horse chas- 
seurs. The latter however marched so 
rapidly, that they had soo^ advanced a 
quarter of a mile beyond the column. 

Some peasants taken by the Cossacs re- 
ported, that a considerable party had that 
very night formed a jundlion with the 
enemy. Iseiow therefore immediately ' 
sent to Suworow to know if he was to 
wait for a reinforcement, to which that 
General replied by orders to advance* 

The Russians, having passed a thick 
wood, came to a muddy pond, which 
was a few hundred paces across, and 
from which they extricated themselves 
with great difficulty, as their march 
iaised the mud, and it became more 
inapassable in proportion as they ad- 
vanced. 
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In the meanwhile the Cossacs and the 
chasseurs arrived in front of the enemy 
land formed. The latter were much 
more numerous than was exp3(Sted, be- 
ing ranged on two lines, with their in- 
fantry in the centre, the cavalry on both 
wings, and their front covered on either 
_sideby chasseurs concealed inthe wood, 
together with some pieces of cannon. 
They were posted in a plain, which was 
a quarter of a mile across, surrounded 
with woods, and with several roads in 
their rear. 

Notwithstanding the superiority of 
their numbers,- the Cossacs and chas- 
seurs fell full gallop on the two wings. 
They were received with a heavy dis- 
charge of case shot and musketry, and 
their flanks in particular were annoyed 
■ by some pieces of cannon which were 
concealed in the woods. After an active 

T 2 
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resistance of half a quarter of an hour, 
the enemy's flanks were beat in ; but the 
infantry, who were in the centra, were 
not broken, and retreated in perfedt or* 
der, and the Mangs wheeled round and 
formed into close columns. The chas- 
seurs, who were in ambuscade in the 
wood, then also retreated with their 
cannon ; but most of them were cut to 
pieces by Brigadier Stahl, who com- 
manded the Pereiaslaw horse chasseurs. 

From the beginning of the engagen 
ment, Suworow, perceiving the enemy 
were superior in numbers, sent orders 
to the cavalry, who were filing off in his 
rear into the wood, to accderate their 
march. Upon this, the regiments imme- 
diately advancing with the utmost eager- 
ness, the whole cavalry arrived at the 
very moment the first engagemient had 
concluded. 



The enemy, who were retiring in 
three close cohimns along the roads that 
led to the woods^ being partly supported 
by their cavalry, were attacked on all 
sides by the cavalry of the Russians, and 
by the dragoons,^ the greater part pf 
whom were ordered to dismount, 

The first colximn, which consisted of 
libout a thousand men, hiarched to the 
right at a distance of almost a quarter 
of ft laiiefrom the second ; and the Ge- 
iietal, pr9 tempore^ Islinief pursued them 
with i^n squadrons of dragoons and 
light horse, and a battalion of chasseurs* 
Notwithstanding a very quick 'fire of ar- 
tillery and of musketry, he came tip 
!t^ith. them on a small plain, killed two 
hundred men, took thirty prisoners^ 
and two pieces of cannon, and dispersed 
the rest of the column in the woods, 
^hxx^ leaving a part of his troops, Im

returned with the rest to the plain, 
where the action had commenced, and 
there found Suworow, who ordered him 
immediately to return into the wood, ^ 
because, according to the r^ort of 
some dragoons, the Poles who had been 
dispersed, were re-assembled. Islinief 
taking with him 'six small squadrons 
of dragoons of reserve, surrounded and 
attacked on all sides the remainder of 
thisL column, who laid down their^rms, 
and sued for quarter. Among the pri- 
soners, of whom they took three hun- 
dred and eighty, were Colonel Boland and 
twenty-four superior and staff officers. 

On arriving in the plain where they 
had before formed in a column, these 
prisoners requested the 'General to give 
them some refreshment ; because they 
' had been marching during several 
days, and had eaten very little. He 
ordered them whatever was to be had, 
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and Brigadier Stahl, who had made the 
first attack with the chasseurs on horse-' 
back, and who was^resting, together with 
his squadron at the same place, ordered 
his oflSicers to make a short halt, when 
the Russian soldiers divided their small 
portions of provisions with the same- 
Poles they had just been lighting. 

The squadrons and battalions of chas- 
seurs, forming together thirteen hun- 
dred men, who had attacked this co- 
himn, assembled and ranged them- 
selves on this plain, leaving only a party 
of Cossacs behind to scour the woods. 

The second column of the enemy, 
which was weaker than the first, and, like 
that, without cavalry, was pursued by 
a regiment of hussars and three squa- 
drons of carabineers, under the orders 
of Brigadiers Baraskoi and Polemanow.

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The Oenerftl also sent after them, » bat- 
talion of chasseurs and ftair squadrons 
q{ disri^ounted dragoons, These puFr 
sued the coluinn into the woods; but as 
the enemy took a very narow road, and 
the wood wa$ very thick on bof:h sides, 
the Russians could not break it» At 
length, the enemy succeeded in disenga- 
ging themselves from their pursuers, and 
in joining the third coliimfl of the left, 

This column was about three thousand 
men strong, and took the great road to 
Warsaw, which is very broad. Nift© 
squadrons, two battalions, and about fbur 
hundred Cossacs, under the orders of 
poteipkin ajid Scheyitsch, w^re senlin 
pursuit of them. The cavalry made ft 
jpircijit, and suddenly attacked the rcaip 
guard on a $maU plain. The lattef! 
>¥ere supported by a hufldr^ and B£ty^ 
|K>rse, who %\iere c\it in piec^* Thed*i» 
fantry afterwards attacked them and 
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t)r6d&e tlxe lines; and, after a full qtilf^ 
ter of an hour's resi^anc^, the column 
took to flight, leaving about fivehun* 
dred men upon the field, ' 

Potemkin had demanded a reinforcev 
ihent of the General, pro tempore^ I^i- 
uicf, who, after beating th6 first column',* . 
sen|: him fiye squadrons of light horse. - 
Potemkin also to<:AL the {wecaution of 
detaching three s(|uadfons of carabineers) 
^jtth almoab aU the Cossacs, to scour the 
woods to the left, - and to cut off the 
yoad along which the column was pro- 
ceeding. While the second was joining 
llie third, Potemkin was rejoined by the 
squadrons of PoIemaiK)W and Barasskoi, 
and botl^ of them pursued their march 
in mat same dired^on^ 

,:Tl3te carabineers and detached OoS8ac$ 
discharged their commission in the best 
manner possible. Accordingly, the co^ 
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lumn, marching along a height, did not 
see these squadrons till they suddenly 
aippeared before them ; while the others 
were on the point of attacking them in 
the rear. A brisk fire now commenced 
from the column on both sides, but the 
battalions of Russian chasseurs, instead 
of amusing themselves with the fire, 
fell on them with the bayonet ; at the 
same time the five squadrons of light 
, horse, who could not penetrate any 
further across, the wood, dismounted 
and fell on the enemy with their sabres. 
On the other hand, the Cossacs aind ca- 
rabineers did the same. , The Poles de- 
fended themselves bravely, and would 
not ask for quarter. The battle con- 
tinued near , an hour, and they were 
almost all cut in pieces. Only four hun- 
dred prisoners were taken, among whom 
were thirty superior and staff officers, 
together witlt Bichefski, Adjutant-Ge- 
acral of the King, who was severely 
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wounded ia the shoulder. Colonel Ra- 
tischefski and Olschefski w^re killed. 

They took all the artillery of the 
Poles, consisting of nine pieces of cannon, 
and a large revolutionary iiag, |)eing 
the only one they had with them; and 
as none of these troops escaped, the fate 
of this corps, which consisted of about 
five thousand men,, was not known at 
Warsaw for a considerable time. The 
Ipss of the Russians was very incon- 
siderable. 

While th^ were approaching the 
enemy, and a little before the action 
commenced, they perceived a numerous 
train of Polish waggons, under a weak 
escort, and the General detached against 
them one hundred Cossacs and two squar 
drons of carabineers to support them. 
But before these arrived, the Cossacs 
w^rc masters of the convoy; for the 



fifty m*n, who were escorting it, threw 
down their arms and surrendered^ Int 
the, waggons they found bread} oats, and 
tiniforms. 

General Mayen, Who^sommanded the 
torps which formed the first (polumn of 
Makrawnowski's arttiy, was lodged in 
0, castle near the j^a<3e where the troopt 
were assemhkdj But he no sooner heard 
the report of cannon, than he fled to 
Warsaw^ and the twenty or thirty Cos* 
sacs, sent after him, were uftah^e tQ 
come up with him. 

The infantry had not beeft «mpl<J5%d, 
because they <50uld not come up in time, 
on account 6f the narrownete of th# 
road,^ and of the marshy groviiiid, Whw^i 
had been rendered still mom impasssbia. 
by the cavalry. 



*rhe Cossacs, not contented with 
4eeing the country sconred, dispatched 
«Qm^ parties of them across the woods ap 
far as the intrenchn>ents of Prague 
two miles from Kobylka, where they 
J threw every one into the greatest alarm; 
as it was imagined the Russian troops 
were foUowing* them. , 

. One of these parties of Coisacs re- 
ported, that a considerable body of 
Poles were under march. Upon thi>, 
Suworow immediately sent messengers 
to hasten the march of his infantry, 
which was in the reat. It was the corps 
of General Gorinski, consisting of seven 
thoqisand men, who belonged to Makrah 
nowski, and i\^ose intention was to go 
to Kobylka, but as he heard the cannon 
echoing through the woods, he had np 
favorable idea* of the ev«ait, and returned 
di4re<StJy to Wiarsftw. 't 

.•••■• 't - ■ . .i 
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When this action, which had con- 
tinued four hours, was terminated, all th6 
troops assembled under Kobylka, where 
the camp was pitched. The lord of 
this little town, was a venerable old 
man. Count Unrhue, who had lately 
arrived there, having had the greatest 
difficulty to obtain a passport from the re- 
volutionary committee at Warsaw, where 
he had been arrested, at the commence- 
ment of the revolution. The Gossacs 
who were detached, during the engage- 
ment, to' take possession of Kqbylka, 
mistook this personage for a General, 
because he wore a blue ribband, and se- 
cured him as an important prisoner*. 
His castle now served for the head- 
quarters, and he received Suworow 
with open a:rms, at the same time, con- 
gratulating him on his vi<Story, and fe- 
licitating himself on thus recovering 
from his alarm. Suworow invited, him to 
dinner, together with the Generals and

other officers, his prisoners, among 
whom was Bischefski, although riiuch 
incommoded by his wound. But his 
liberty was soon restored through respe<9; 
to the King of Poland. 

Fersen, who with his corps had 
marched against Okenief, did not find 
the enemy there. Having rested there- 
fore a short time, he came in haste with 
a party of cavalry to join General Po- 
temkin, but when he arrived all was 
over. He afterwards joined General Su- 
worow and encamped on his left. 

Derfelden arrived shortly after him, 
and encamped on his right. After 
scouring the country, he had stopped 
some days at Grodno, to procure provi- 
sions and bake bread, and had direcSted 
his march by Sokolow and Stanislavow, 
' His corps consisted of eleven battalions, 
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ioijrtcen squadrons, siind thr^efegiHWRtf 
of Cossacs, amovintiiig together to fivd 
thpusapd men, and Vras f untied with 
twenty-four field pieces* The wbaH: 
army under Suworow now aiuountes4 to 
twenty-two thousand raen^ 

The next day after his arrivat at Ko* 
bylka, he began his preparatioos for 
making a vigorous attack on Pragua 
He caused a quantity of fascines to b0 
made in the woods, as dlso laddew, an^ 
hurdles to cover the wells, and the troops 
were exercised in Varioiis evolutions and 
manoeuvres of assault* To relieve him- 
self from the guard and subsistence. of 
the Polish prisoners, who amounted to 
eighteen hundred men, they were cour 
dufted under a good escort, together 
with the artillery, to the frontiers of 
Eussia. 

In 
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« In the meanwhile Makrahowski hstd? 
arrived at Prague, before Warsaw. His' 
corps, consisting of twenty thousand 
men, of whom five thousand were taval- 
ry and a few thousand scyth©-men, toge- 
ther with forty-eight pieces of cannoiij 
after having passed the Bug, had march- 
ed in three columns. The first and 
strongest, which he commanded, in per- 
son, had passed the river near Suchozin, 
under the fire of the Prussian batteries, 
without being detained upon their route : 
the second, under Gorzinski, had march- 
ed dire<Stly in the centre ; and the third, 
under the command of Mayen, march- 
ing a mile to the left of the dire(5t road, 
had been entirely defeated under Ko- 
bylka. 

Makranowski had -svritten, during 
his march, to the revolutionary commit- 
ted at Warsaw, that he was tired of his 
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drove them into the intrenchmehts and 
killed about fifty nienp The Poles dared 
not risk a sally to'oppoSe this reconnoi^. 
tring, which was peaceably performed, 
and, after having employed some hotifs 
in examining the most essential obje(5ts^ 
the generals returned to their camp, 
with their suite and their escort, without 
suffering the smallest loss. 

Major Bischefski, brother of the King^ 
Adjudant-Oeneral, came to the camp in 
the KingV name, to ask permission to 
carry the wounded Adjudant to Warsaw 
to be properly attended. To this Su-? 
warow consented without hesitation, re- 
quested the officer to present his homages 
to the King, and the next day, the two 
brothers returned to Warsaw with aq^ 
escort. 

Another Polish officer came the same • 
day to the camp. This was Major MuU 
Jer, whom the revolutionary conbmittee 
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liad sent, together with a phyidcian, to 
t»ke c?tre of Kosciuzko. But; this, was 
Refused, because that Geheral was v al-* 
ready at a great distance, and the roads 
not being safe, this request could not be 
granted without adding a considerable 
^scortj which circumstances would not 
permits It was also observed that the 
Qeneral was already under the eare of a 
skilful man, . and that he had all the as-^ 
sistance he could desire- 
. The officer,, who was charged .with 
tifiis proposition was accompanied by a^ 
second physician^ formerly a prisoner!, 
at Warsaw, who had been set at liberty^ 
and who was sent to attend Count Vale^. 
rian Zubow, having been previously at-*, 
tached to him- This generous oflfer was. 
accepted with gratitude. , 

General Suworow received Major Mul- 
der with the greatest politeness. He kept 
him to dinner, and having formed , ^ 
Xi 3 favourable

f^duraWe opinibn 6f him, or, perhaps, 
wishing' cocdly to overawe his enemy 
by the appearance of his tr6ops, per- 
mitted Mm to see them at his easeinr 
flieiir tamp, and' ordered a subaltern of- 
iicer to accompany him. MuUer was 
i^ot a little surprised at the prodigpious' 
aAivity of the Russians, and the im- 
menise preparations they had already* 
fliade for the assault. At his return, Su- 
worow told him he was concerned at 
seeing the Poles running into the jaws 
of destrudtion, bj' a resistance which 
was equally obstinate and fruitless, 
while it was in their power to perserve 
their liberty by accepting the amnisty ; 
And that if they persisted in drfending 
themselves, they would all be put to the 
iword.

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Biit,'ia lieu of keeping it to himselfj 
Zeionschik read it to the revolutionary 
committee, where it made a lively im- 
pression, and where several members 
of this assembly perceived in this rigo- 
rous answer, the &te that threatened 
their ephemeral power ; a presentiment 
which was speedily realize^. 

All the necessary measures were now, 
taken,, and the preparations for the as- 
sault of Prague completed. General 
Suworow extended and approved the 
plan of attack, of which many of the 
particulars h&d been concerted in the. 
council of war. These he communi- 
cated to all the commanding officers of 
regiments, battalions, squadrons and 
companies, and thus every thing was 
ready for the assault. 

The General had ordered, that no one 
$hould shew himself towards Prague, 

except 



except those who went to reconnoiti^ ; 
nor was it alldweid to send thither any-. 
patFoles without his" orders. According' 
to the information he had received, he 
knew pretty well the strength of the 
garrison of that suburb, and of the in-» 
trenched camp, which defended the en-* . 
trance of it. These intrenchments were^ 
stronger than those of Warsaw, and^ 
sufficiently extensive to serve as a field 
of battle. The garrison consisted' of 
thirty thousand men. The plan of as^ 
sault contained sixteen articles, which 
were to the following efFe6t. 

' I. The army shall march from Kobylka a- 
gainst Prague in three columns by three different 
roads^ on the 2!2d of February at five o*clock in' 
the morning, and shall encamp in a circle round 
Prague. 

II. The right wing shall be commanded by' 
Derfelden, the center by Lieutenant-General* 
Fotemkin, and the left wing by Lieutenant-Ge^ 
neral Baron de; Fersen. 
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^ lit On the fofrdwing night, vAcn the army' 
stedl hmtf piitoked their camp, batteries shall be^ 
erected in front of each corps> and play 
throughout the day on the enemy's batteries, 
which shall be annoyed as much ba possible. 
The objeft of these batteries is to deceive the 
enethy, by making them believe we mean to 
commence a regular siege, and to give the 
generals and commanding officers of columns 
time again to reconnoitre, under protection of the 
cannon, the points of rendezvous for thccolumns^ 
and the points of attack* 

. IV. In the night between the !23d and 24th 
the army shall be arranged in seven columns. 
Four shall march to the right, two in the niiddlc 
towards the left, and one in the left wing to the 
banks of the Vistula. 

V. Each column shall be preceded by one 
hundred and twenty-eight arquebusiers and two^ 
hundred and seventy-two pioneers. The former 
shall be commissioned to carry the enemy's ad- 
vanced^ posts without firing, to defend the pio- 
neers, and to draw the enemy on to. the ram- 
parts, while the approaches are making. The 
pioneers shall clear the roads from rubbish, and. 
carry the fascines, hurdles and ladders. ' Beside^ 
these pioneers, each battalion shall be accompani-* 
cd by thirty labourers furnished witTi implements' 
d/hitreiishinent.

Accordingly the army began to 
jnarch, at th$ appointed hour on the 
22d October, from the camp of Kobyl-

set out. The tjroops marched with 
drums l)eating and colours flying, they 
arrived at ten o'clock in the morning at 
the appointed posts, and ranged them- 
selves TPUP^ Prague beyond the reach of 
the cannon, 

At their approach the enemy's ad-* 
yanced p0sts remained at their stations, 
})ut the Russians attacked theni with th^ 
JJa^QAet, ' This excited an alarm in the 

middlQ

sault. Till the very moment when it was 
to begin, he passed the night at Belalen- 
ka, a small village about a musket shot 
behind the camp.

The Russian troops who were r^ady 
to put themselves in motion in the order ^ 
here described, were waiting for the 
signal in the profoundest silence. Ge-. 
neral Suworow gave the word of Bela- 
henka, and the musket, which was thQ^ 
signal of attack, was fired at five in the. 
morning. Immediately they were all. 
in mption, although it was then very 
^k. Suworow went in person and. 
posted himself on a height, whence he 
might observe every thing that passed, 
about a werst from iJ^e outermost pf the 
^nemy^s worlds. 

The two first columns, as well as th^ 
bodies of reserve in the interval betweei| 
them, wore exposed during their ap- 
proach to the cross fire of several bat-? 
teries, namely, of that which they were 
attftpking, of those of the small islands 
which were fortified • on; the Vistula, 
of those of Marimont and even of War^p 
X 3 saw. 
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saw, and on their flanks to a fire of case 
shot, and of musketry. But nothing 
could discourage them, and they rapidly 
leaped the ditch and the parapet, and 
fell upon the cavalry and infantry that 
were behind them. Brigadier Polewa- 
now caused these two first columns to 
be supported by some squadrons of horse 
chasseurs, who leaped over the ditch, 
attacked the remainder of the enemy '3 
cavalry, and defeated them with th« 
bayonet. The infantry drove the ene- 
my to the banks of the Vistula, pene-^ 
tratcd into the suburb itself, pursued 
them from street to street, as i^r as the 
bridge, cut off their retreat over it, 
killed two thousand men upon the spot, 
"and made t\Vo thousand . prisoners, 
among whom were several officers and 
two Generals. About one thousand 
men, who. attempted to save theinselves 
by swimming perished in the Visti^a, 

The 
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■ The third and fourth columns were 
obliged to a8(%nd a small sand^ hill^ 
where they found great obstacles to be 
surmounted. Impatient to arrive, the 
greater part threw away their hurdles 
and fascines, in order to march faster 
over the sand, and only made use of 
their ladders, helping each other with 
their hands to pass the six lines of wells 
the enemy had dug. 
■ The third column took possession of 
two ^rong detadied bastions, and pene^ 
trated, notwithstanding a vigorous resis« 
tance, into the interior of the works. 
They had particular reason to fear the 
efforts of the enemy*j8 cavalry, who 
put themselves in motion to fall upon 
their flank; but General Minief imme- 
diately ordered some battalions of gre- 
nadiers to form a line and attack them 
with the bayonet. This manoeuvre 
obliged the enemy to take to flight.

Wltb 
8 stone wall, and theii- batteries, vhiefa ' 
were palisadoed; Thcie flroops thjsa 
immediately diridcdj and penetrated oi^ 
both sides into the Jwrkv Theyl€a^ 
over the hedge and the pArapet, carried 
five more batteries, dad attacked th* 
einemy in front, and 01^ tiieir flank6)i 
Thus the enemy had tWo thousand mm 
cut in pieces, &nd Geneiral HOe^ier was 
taken prisoner, with twenty other offi»- 
cers, 

There was aho towiards the park^ %. 
regiment of the line, composed entirtfly 
of Jews, to tiie nliinber of five hundred, 
"Well armed and equipped, and on the 
game footing with the other Perish 
regiments, from whom they could n6t 
be distinguished. They made an ob- 
stinate defense, but were at length all 
destroyed to the very last man, except 

? their 
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HbK&rXasl^eL ^irschko^ who prudently 
nttifuqed at Warsaw. 

While thcfse two coktrnfus were apt 
proaching the last iort of the, interjoc 
intrenchment, a magazine of powder 
|U2d bombs blew up, but the vicinity of 
this explosion did not, for a moment^ 
^day their marchk ' ■, 

Tl|^ Jth colttom overcame every dif«- 
i&cqlty with prodigious rapidit;y, ^iHried 
jhe batteries, atid after having pe- 
petfated into the suburb, went diretSUy 
py the gre^ut street^ to the bridge^ aad 
assisted thie iAfantry of thefirst-coluxBO, 
.tocut off the retreat of the, fugitive 
oyer the bridge of Warsaw. 
. The seventh column <met with many 
obstades. They had been obliged to set 
forward on the march much sooner thasi 
the other columns, to file rounda marsh. 
Theyp^ed-^ough two villages, form^ 
-ed themselves into -a colamn, arrived ^ 

the 
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the intrcnchment raised between the 
pond and the small arm of the Vistula^ 
carried the three batteries, and marched 
im. The enemy's cavalry which had en- 
deavoured to stop their progress, were 
cut off by a part of this column, and 
the rest were destroyed by the bayonet 
or thrown into the Vistula, where near- 
ly a thousand men perished, and five 
hundred were taken prisoners. 

As soon as the columns were in pos- 
session of the advanced posts, and had 
penetrated beyond them, the bodies of 
reserve advanced towards the points pre- 
scribed to them, and soon after the ar- ■ ' 
tillery performed the same manoeuvre, 
supported by the cavalry of reserve, 
which took a number of jwrisoners 
among those who were flying. 

Till this period, the columns had 
combated and' repulsed the enemy in 
the great interval which sejparated the 

external 



external intrenghments from the ^fbrti- 
fic^ionsof the suburb, as in a field of 
battle. They now penetrated into the 
ifirtibest of the fortifications of Prague 
itself, and began to msd^e a dreadful 
carnage in the streets and public squares,: 
ivhich were deluged with blood. The 
most dreadful of these scenes was the 
massacre of some thousand men, ar- 
rested in their flight on the bainks of 
the Vistula. The Russians took tiiree 
thousand four hundred prisoners, and 
the reniainder were killed with the sword 
and bayonet, or drowied in the river 
before the eyes of the inhabitants of 
Warsaw, who, from the opposite bank, 
vainly stretched foith their hands to 
assist them. 

So great a number of prisoners, how- 
ever, taken at a single point during the 
heat of the action, leaves no doubt of 
the moderation of tl^e conquerors; and 
ihisfa<^, which, like all the rest of this

those of the suburb had no retreat, 
%ecauife->he General, who had -caused 
^e appr©a<?hfis to th© 'teidge to be de- 
fended 
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fended from tflie beginning of the ad» 
jsault, caused it to be burnt on the side 
towards the Russians, to prevent War*- 
.saw from being exposed either to ma$r 
sacre or pillage. After some time, he 
caused the cannonade to be slackened. At 
length, the fire of the artillery wholly 
ceased, and, ^t nine in the morning, 
that is, after four hours fighting, the 
assault was finally terminated. 

There are few examples of a military 
operation so boldly conceived, so skilr* 
fully performed, or so important in its 
consequences; since, by extinguishing 
in a single day the fire of the insurrep* 
ticHi, it caused the overthrow of a throne, 
the constitutional existence of which 
had given rise to so many storms, anfl 
thus finally restored the public tran- 
quillity. 

It required, undoubtedly, the greatest 
intrepidity to sbinke this deci^ve blow,: 

for 
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for the Russians were obliged to pene- 
trate by pure force a triple intrenchmcnt, 
which was defended by a formidable ar- 
tillery and a garrison of thirty thousaiwl 
men^ before the eyes of the capital of 
the kingdom, which founded all its 
hopes on this bulwark, which was de- 
fended by its bravest warriors. 

Of the Poles, thirteen thousand men 
lay upon the field of battle, one third 
of whom were the flower of the youth 
of Warsaw; above two thousand were 
drowned in the Vistula, and the number 
of prisoners was little inferior tathat d , 
the killed; for it amounted to fourteen 
thousand, six hundred, and eighty. Of 
these, eight thousand wereimmediatelf 
:set at liberty, and the others enjoyed the 

s^me fevour the next day. ^ 

Among the prisoners were. Generals

Jasinski, one of the best officers of 
engineers, and of Stttiilery^ in the P^ 
lidi army, and leader of the revolirtion 
at Wilna, had come oii a Visit to hie 
.d^nds at Warsaw, th^ evening b<^or6 
^theasBaiilt, and had told th^n, that if the 
-fi.nssians ffifser^ not repulsed^ they wonl^ 
never see him mbise, ad he tKras res9|v64 
t6 perisliu lie was Idlled, motd in 
Jband, l^ tbe bayonet, in the Srst 'k)« 
treiachment. 

. .The RUKsians lost &ve h.undred and 
eighty men, eight of whom weue supo- 
citor and staif officers; and.fhey had 
:jDine hundred wetonded, twenty-three 
Jsf whom wesie superior aind staff o^ 
. . cers. 
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cers. They had linder arms, at this 
assault, twenty-two thousand men, viz. 
fifteen thousand infantry and artillery, 
four thousand horse, and about three 
thousand Cossacs. 

The Poles, who had been deceived by 
the batteries erected by the Russians, 
were persuaded they would undertake 
a regular siege. This error consoled and 
encotiraged them the more, as the ap- 
proach of winter would probably sus- 
pehd the siege, and leave them in repose 
till the next year. The night before the 
assault, they had removed thirty-six 
pieces of cannon from Warsaw; to. Pra- 
gue, and had only kept thirty guns on 
the other bank of the Vistula. This fire 
did the Russians moi;e mischief than 
that of the intrenchments. 
. The. artillery taken from .the enemy 
consisted of otie hundred and four 
VOL. !!• Y pieces 
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pieces of cannon ?ind mortars, chiefly c^ 
large calibre. 

As soon as all was over, General Su«r 
worow gave the command of Prague tQ 
General Burhawden, who opcupied it 
with six battalions, ten squadrops, two 
regiments of Cossacs, and all the .fielc^ 
artillery, most part of which were point- 
ed against the bridge, and th0 rest 
towards the river, A strpng guard 
was set, ^nd pickets stationed in the 
suburb and out of it, and the rest of the 
troops encamped round Prague, and ia 
the intrenchmentSj forming a semi- 
circle, of which each extremity termi- 
nated at the river, 

Suworow took \ip his station ^ndc^ 
the cavalier, without the intrqichmenl;» 
near the park. Here he assembled se- 
veral of the Generals and superior Qf- 
ters, . and they ^ngratwlated each

After this repast, General Suworow 
took a few hours rest, on some straw, in 
one of the soldier*s tents, and a Kalmtik 
tent, called Kibika, was prepared for 
him to pass the night. 

He also gave orders, relative to the 
subsistence of the prisoners, and the 
care of the wounded, most of whom 
were sent back to Warsaw and set at li- 
berty. In the afternoon, the troops were 
employed in carrying off the artillery 
taken from the enemy, and removing 
the arms, tents and other military 
implements to the places of their destl- 
natios). .

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'letter from the King, requesting Su- 
worow to postpone his entry into War- 
saw for a week, that delay being abso- 
lutely necessary for the evacuation of 
the place. (This letter is inserted in the 
Supplement, see B, p; 14.) 

Hofman was sent back to the King^, 
accompanied by Major Hossen, to com- 
xhunicate to His Majesty, the decision of 
General Suworow, who, in lieu of con- 
senting to the delay demanded, begged 
the King to consider the tumult that 
had taken place the preceding nighf, 
and of which he was informed, as an 
{additional motivfe to accelerate his entry 
into the city as much as possible; and 
declared that it should take place in two 
days, as well to guard the personal 
safety of the King, -as - to restore the 
public tranquillity. 

The: King of 'Poland -listened with 
great attention to t^e report df these 
■' • ' two 
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two officers, and acknowledged the juff' 
tice of Qeneral Suworow*$ observations. 
In the meanwhile, Wavroschewski, be- 
ing traversed in the execution of his de- 
signs by the resistance of tlw people, 
in concert with the supreme council, 
placed the authority into the hands of 
the King, declaring he no longer saw 
■any means of providing for the safety 
of the republic. The first use tiie Mo- 
narch made of his power, was to leavfc 
-to Suworow the choice of the day when 
lie would make his entry into the city, 
promising to cause the bridge to be re-- 
established as speedily as possible. Hof- 
man carried this answer to the camp ait 
four o'clock in the afternoon. 

In the meanwhile, Ignatius Potackl 
'came to the camp before dinner, to re- 
new the King's request, stiU to po^ponfe 
the entry a week. He dismounted ^ 
Oeutenant-General Potemkin^s,'together

While they wer6 at table, Mastowski 
also came from Warsaw. When he was 
announced, the General arose to go and 
ineet him in the antichamber, taking 
with him, Potocki, and the General, pn» 
temporey Islinief, and shewed them into 
his study. Mastowski delivered to Poto- 
■dki a letter, under seal, from the King, 
the contents of which were commoni** 
catedto Suworow: namely, antinlimi- 
ted power to treat on the conditions of 
peace. 

The. General was much concerned to 
observe so many delays and contradic- 
tions, and answered, in few words, '* We 
** are not at war with Poland. Her Im- 
** perial Majesty did not send me hither as 
** a minister,, but as General in Chief, to 
** annihilate the army of the insurgents. 
** I shall not enter into explanations on 
^ Viy subje^ foreign to my duty." 

Mastowski 
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^fe^^^vski immediately seturaed tt> 
Warsaw; but Potocki c^me back^otabl^ 
and set off after dinner. 2 

Suworow had been advised to keep 
Count Potocki, who was one of tl^eprintr 
cipal leaders of .the revolution, as; ajp. 
hostage ifbr the Russian prisoi;»|"s ; hvf. 
he rejeiSited the idea, saying, ?*..\rhy 
** should we detain an hostage.?, AU lh^ 
** prisoners will be set at liberty Witho\Jt 
** it : besides it would be a; crime to b6- 
** tray the confidence of an enemy, who 
*^ is come to negociate on thefadthof 
** an arnustice.** 

When the suburb of Prague was quite 
cleared, Suworow removed his head- 
quarters thither from Belalinka, that he 
might be nearer to the Vistula, and the 
centre of his operations. 

The detachment commanded by Deni- 
sow, had already passed the river; the 
^l&lry swinuning^ and the infantry one

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liaTon the horses' croups, and the other 
in the boats wh'ch a so can icd over the 
artillery. The insurgents who were on 
the opposite banks, endeavoured to opT 
pose this manoeuvre, but were repulsed, 
md nothing stopped the progress of the 
Russians. 

The liext morning, at day break 
(a8 O^ober), the same deputies returned 
from Warsaw with two letters, one fronl 
the King, and one from the Magistracy, 
requesting that the Russians would 
make their entry as soon as possible; 
They declared that their presence waj 
indispensably necessary, on account of 
the intestine troubles, and the danger 
that threatened the person of the K-iog; 
that the insurgents hatl gone out of the 
city, under arms, and had stopped in 
the neighbourhood, where they excited 
great uneasiness*

. Suwprow demanded of tj^e deputies if 
the Russian prisoners were, restpred ta 
Uher^y, conformably to the last articles.. 
They answered, that every disposition- 
for that piirpo^se was taken; and re- 
quested the General to appoint a person 
to receive them. 

Priace. Lafeanow. I^astowsl^^ was sent; 
to Warsaw with that comniission, and. 
the prisoners wei*?. restore^ to him on^ 
his arrival. He at the same time, in-, 
formed the King that the Russians 
^ould.enter on the following morning. 
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The conferences being tenninated, in 
conformity to the capitulation, Count 
Suworow made his entry into the capi- 
tal, attended by his generals and the 
brave troops whom he had so often led 
to glory. It bore the a{^>earance of a 
triumph. 

At seven in the morning, the troops 
defiled by the bridge in the city, drums 
beating and colours flying. ThecdirpS 
of Lieutenant-General Potemkin led the 
march, and that of General Derfelden 
immediately followed him. 

*At nine, Suworow passed the bridge 
on horseback, surrounded by his ad- 
jutants and officers. He wore the 
uniform of an officer of cavalry, with- 
out the least decoration, and was fol- 

, ^ . . lowed 
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lowed by the regiment of Cherson,.with, 
a numerous band of military musid 

He was received on the other side of 
die bridge, by the magistrates of the. 
city, in a body, and in their ceremonial, 
habits (which are black). The President 
presented to him, on a velvet cushioij, 
the keys of the city (which are red), with, 
^e usual accompaniments of salt and, 
^read ; and delivered a brief harangue. [ 
. The General took the keys, pressed^ 
them to his lips, and then, holding them, 
yp towards Heaven, he said: " Al- 
Y mighty God, I render thee thanks, that. 
" I have not been compelled to purchase. 

*' the keys of this place as dear as ** 

turning his face towards Prague, his 
voice failed him, and his cheeks were 
instantly bathed with tears. — He then; 
cordially embraced the magistrates, and. 
was immediately surrounded by a crowd 
9f people. Some threw themselves at 
hisfeet ; others extended their arms to*. 
r wards 
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wards hiffl, and he gave his hands to his 
humble admirers* • He embraced such 
as were nearest to him, and answered 
with a silent sensibility to these ardent 
displays of esteem and respc(St, which 
are more afiedting than the loudest eu- 
logiums ; and which, in one moment, 
afford a recompense for years of fatigue 
and danger. He gave the cushion and 
the keys to General Islinief who ^pre- 
ceded him on horseback, and the pro* 
cession continued. 

Although the magistrates had given 
q>ecial orders that the houses should be 
shut, and that no one should be seen in 
the streets, they werej nevertheless, 
filled with people. But, as those who 
might possess the wish to excite distur- 
bance, perceived the impossibility of 
success, the whole passed on with the 
greatest order and tranquillity. All the 
windows were filled with spe<5lators, who 
were ddighted at the return of order, 

and 
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aad of the assurance of peace ; and thd 
air resounded with the exulting excla-* 
ttiations (rf, " Long live' Catherine I 
** Long live Suworo^!" 

When the General came to the Cathe* 
dral, he ordered all his suite to halt, and 
repeated a prayer. At the extremity of 
the city he alighted at a public hotely 
^here he dined. He afterwards took a 
house in that part of -the town which 
Ws nearest the camp, where he fixed hii 
head-quarters* 

He had also ordered Lieutenaht-Gen6- 
i-al Potenikin, on his entrance ifttothd 
city, to go and pay his respects to th^ 
King, at the castle, and to attend to this 
safety of his person. 

Major-General Burhawden was ap- 
pointed Governor of Warsaw. 

A new and very afiedting trial was 
now made of Suworow*s sensihility, 
when the magistrates presented to him 

the 
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the Russkn pnsdners, to the ntlmbef o£ 
thirteen hundred and seventy-six, whom 
he had restored to hberty, and whose 
hves he had preserved : for it had ac- 
tually been proposed in the revolu- 
tionary committee, prior to the taking 
of Prague, by a Wretch named Kolon- 
tay, the Robespierre of Poland, to mas- 
sacre all the prisoners, and even the Pole* 
who were suspe<Sted of being attached 
to the court of Russia. The arrival of 
the Russians, however, prevented the 
execution of this horrible design ; 
though the infernal projeiStor contrived 
to escape, with an hundred and fifty 
thousand ducats which he stole from the 
xijint and public treasury. 
- When LieutenantrGeneral Potemkin 
paid his visit to the King, he, was com^

Such was the close of this glorious

The career of General Suworow, the 
wisdom of his measures, the distribu- 
tion of his forces, the undaunted cha- 
racter of his operations, and the pro- 
gressive continuance of his successes, 
are dazzling proofs of the superiority of 
his talents. But though it may be said, 
with truth, that these great qualities 
were manifested in all his enterprises, in 
this last campaign he seems to have sur- 
passed himself.

contains a population of 6922 souls ; together 
with all the fexms, all the fruits, rents, &c. all

We enjoin onr Senate, by these presents, to ex- 
pedite the necessary orders for placing this pro- 
perty, with all its appurtenances and dependen- 
cies, in the hands of Count Suworow Kymnikski, 
and for preparing the' diploma of this donation^ 
which we purpose to subscribe with our name.

Marches, and Attacks are to be prepared and executed, and to 
give CERTAIN Precepts of this difficult Science j the Rulea
